On  motion  of  Mr.  McKinley, 

Orderedy  That  a  message  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  informing  that  body 
ihat  a  quorum  of  the  House  of  Representatives  has  assembled,  and  that 
the  House  is  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Lowrie,  their  Secretary : 
'  Jtfr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  to  inform  the  House  of  Representatives 
that  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  is  assembled,  and  that  the  Senate  is  ready 
to  proceed  to  business.  The  Senate  have  passed  a  resolution  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee,  on  their  part,  to  join  such  committee  as 
may  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to 
wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  inform  him  that  a  quo- 
rum of  the  two  Houses  is  assembled,  and  that  Congress  is  ready  to 
receive  any  communications  he  may  be  pleased  to  make ;  and  have  ap- 
pointed Mr.  White,  of  Tennessee,  and  Mr.  Swift,  of  Vermont,  of  the 
committee  on  their  part.   And  then  he  withdrew. 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  said  resolution  from 
the  Senate  ;  and  the  same  being  read,  was  agreed  to  by  the  House. 

And  Mr.  McKinley  and  Mr.  Lansing  were  appointed  of  the  committee 
on  the  part  of  this  House.

A  new  member,  viz.  from  the  State  of  Vermont,  Henry  F.  Jattes^ 
in  the  place  of  Benjamin  F.  Deming,  deceased,  appeared,  produced  his 
credentials,  was  sworn  to  support  the  constitution  of  tfie  United  States, 
and  took  his  seat. 

'Mr.  McKinley,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  inform  him  that  quorums  of  the  two 
Houses  have  assembled,  and  that  Congress  are  ready  to  receive  any 
communications  he  may  be  pleased  to  make,  reported  that  the  committee 
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had  waited  on  the  President  of  the  United  States  accordingly,  and  dis- 
dkariged  the  duties  of  their  appointment ;  and  that  the  President  an- 
swered that  he  would  make  a  communication,  in  writing,  to  the  two 
Houses  of  Congress  to-day,  at  12  o'clock  meridian. 

A  communication,  in  writing,  was  then  received  from  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  by  Mr.  Donelson,  his  private  Secretary ;  which  was 
read,  and  is  as  follows : 

AUow-citizena  of  the  Senate 

and  House  af  Representatives  : 

Id  performing  my  duty  at  the  opening  of  your  present  session,  it  gives 
jne  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  again  upon  the  prosperous  condition  of 
our  beloved  country.  Divine  Providence  has  favored  us  with  general 
health,  with  rich  rewards  in  the  fields  of  agriculture  and  in  every  branch 
of  labor,  and  with  peace  to  cultivate  and  extend  the  various  resources 
which  employ  the  virtue  and  enterprise  of  our  citizens.  Let  us  trust 
that,  in  surveying  a  scene  so  flattering  to  our  free  institutions,  our  joint 
deliberations  to  preserve  them  may  be  crowned  with  success. 

Our  foreign  relations  continue^  with  but  few  exceptions,  to  maintain 
the  favorable  aspect  which  they  bore  in  my  last  annual  message,  and 
promise  to  extend  those  advantages  which  tfie  principles  that  regulate 
our  intercourse  with  other  nations  are  so  well  calculated  to  secure. 

The  question  of  the  northeastern  boundary  is  still  pending  with  Great 
Britain,  and  the  proposition  made  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of 
the  Senate  for  the  establishment  of  a  line  according  to  the  treaty  of  1783, 
has  not  been  accepted  by  that  Government.  Believing  that  every  dis- 
pontion  is  felt  on  both  sides  to  adjust  this  perplexing  question  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all  the  parties  interested  in  it,  the  hope  is  yet  indulged  that  it 
may  be  e£fected  on  the  basis  of  that  proposition. 

With  the  Governments  of  Austria,  Russia,  Prussia,  Holland,  Sweden, 
and  Denmark,  the  best  understanding  exists.  Commerce,  with  all,  is 
fostered  and  protected  by  reciprocal  good  will,  under  the  sanction  of 
liberal  conventional  or  legal  provisions. 

In  the  midst  of  her  internal  difficulties,  the  Queen  of  Spain  has  ratified 
the  convention  for  the  payment  of  the  claims  of  our  citizens  arising 
since  1819.  It  is  in  the  course  of  execution  on  her  part,  and  a  copy  of 
it  is  now  laid  before  you  for  such  legislation  as  may  be  found  necessary 
to  enable  those  interested  to  derive  the  benefits  of  it. 

Yielding  to  the  force  of  circumstances,  and  to  the  wise  counsels  of 
time  and  experience,  that  Power  has  finally  resolved  no  longer  to  occupy 
the  unnatural  position  in  which  she  stood  to  the  new  Grovemments  esta- 
Mtthed  in  this  hemisphere.  I  have  the  great  satisfaction  of  stating  to 
you  that,  in  preparing  the  way  for  the  restoration  of  harmony  between 
those  who  have  sprung  from  the  same  ancestors,  who  are  allied  by  com* 
men  interests,  profess  the  same  religion,  and  speak  the  same  language, 
the  United  States  have  been  actively  instrumental.  Our  efibrts  to  effect 
this  good  work  will  be  persevered  in  while  they  are  deemed  useful  to 
the  parties,  and  our  entire  disinterestedness  continues  to  be  felt  and  un- 
derstood. The  act  of  Congress  to  countervail  the  discriminating  duties 
to  the  prejudice  of  our  navigation,  levied  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  has 
been  transmitted  to  the  minister  of  the  United  States  at  Madrid,  to  be 
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communicated  to  the  Govenunent  of  the  Queen.  No  intelligence  of  it» 
receipt  has  yet  reached  the  Department  of  State.  If  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  country  permits  the  Goyemment  to  make  a  careful  and  en- 
larged examination  of  the  true  interests  of  these  important  portions  of  its 
dominions,  no  doubt  is  entertained  that  their  future  intercourse  with  the 
United  States  will  be  placed  upon  a  more  just  and  liberal  basis. 

The  Florida  archiyes  haye  not  yet  been  selected  and  deliyered.  Re- 
cent orders  haye  been  sent  to  the  agent  of  the  United  States  at  Havana, 
to  return  with  all  that  he  can  obtain,  so  that  they  may  be  in  Washington 
before  the  session  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  be  used  in  the  legal  ques- 
tions there  pendine,  to  which  the  Government  is  a  party. 

Internal  tranquillity  is  happily  restored  to  Portugal.  The  distracted 
state  of  the  country  rendered  unavoidable  the  postponement  of  a  final 
payment  of  the  just  claims  of  our  citizens.  Our  diplomatic  relations  will 
be  soon  resumed,  and  the  long  subsisting  friendship  with  that  Power 
a£fords  the  strongest  guaranty  that  the  balance  due  will  receive  prompt 
attention. 

The  first  instalment  due  under  the  convention  of  indemnity  with  the 
King  of  the  Two  Sicilies  has  been  duly  received,  and  an  ofier  has  been 
made  to  extinguish  the  whole  by  a  prompt  payment — an  offer  I  did  not 
consider  myself  authorized  to  accept,  as  the  indemnification  provided  is 
the  exclusiye  property  of  individual  citizens  of  the  United  States.  The 
original  adjustment  of  our  claims,  and  the  anxiety  displayed  to  fulfil  at 
once  the  stipulations  made  for  the  payment  of  them,  are  highly  honorable 
to  the  Grovernment  of  the  Two  Sicilies.  When  it  is  recollected  that  they 
were  the  result  of  the  injustice  of  an  intrusive  Power,  temporarily  domi-  • 
nant  in  its  territory,  a  repugnance  to  acknowledge  and  to  pay  which 
would  have  been  neither  unnatural  nor  unexpected,  the  circumstances 
cannot  fail  to  exalt  its  character  for  justice  and  good  faith  in  the  eyes  of 
all  nations. 

The  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  between  the  United  States  and 
Belgium,  brought  to  your  notice  in  my  last  annual  message,  as  sanctioned 
by  the  Senate,  but  the  ratifications  of  which  had  not  been  exchanged^ 
owing  to  a  delay  in  its  reception  at  Brussels,  and  a  subsequent  absence  of 
the  Belgian  Minister  of  Foreign  AfijBiirs,  has  been,  after  mature  delibera- 
tion, finally  disavowed  by  that  Government  as  inconsistent  with  the 
powers  and  instructions  given  to  their  minister  who  negotiated  it.  This 
disavowal  was  entirely  unexpected,  as  the  liberal  principles  embodied  in 
the  convention,  and  which  form  the  groundwork  of  the  objections  to  it, 
were  perfectly  satisfactory  to  the  Belgian  representative,  and  were  sup- 
posed to  be  not  only  within  the  powers  granted,  but  expressly  conformable 
to  the  instructions  given  to  him.  An  offer,  not  yet  accepted,  >has  been 
made  by  Belgium  to  renew  negotiations  for  a  treaty  less  liberal  in  ita 
provisions,  on  questions  of  eeneral  maritime  law. 

Our  newly  established  relations  with  the  Sublime  Porte  promise  to  be 
useful  to  our  commerce,  and  satisfactory  in  every  respect  to  this  Govern- 
ment. Our  intercourse  with  the  Barbary  Powers  continues  without  im- 
portant change,  except  that  the  present  political  state  of  Algiers  has 
induced  me  to  terminate  the  residence  there  of  a  salaried  consul,  and  to 
substitute  an  ordinary  consulate,  to  remain  so  long  as  the  place  continues 
in  the  possession  of  France.    Our  first  treaty  with  one  of  these  Powers, 
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the  Emperor  of  Morocco,  was  formed  in  1786,  and  was  limited  to 
Sfy  years.  That  period  has  almost  expired.  I  shall  take  measures  ta 
renew  it  with  the  greater  satisfaction,  as  its  stipulations  are  just  and 
liberal,  and  have  been,  with  mutual  fidelity  and  reciprocal  adyantagei 
scrupulously  fulfilled. 

Intestine  dissensions  have  too  frequently  occurred  to  mar  the  prosperi- 
ty, interrupt  the  commerce,  and  distract  the  Governments  of  most  of  the 
nations  of  this  hemisphere,  which  have  separated  themselves  from  Spain. 
When  a  firm  and  permanent  understanding  with  the  parent  country  shall 
have  produced  a  formal  acknowledgment  of  their  independence,  and  the- 
idea  of  daager  from  that  quarter  can  be  no  longer  entertained,  the  friends 
of  freedom,  expect  that  those  countries,  so  favored  by  nature,  will  be  dis- 
tinguished for  their  love  of  justice,  and  their  devotion  to  those  peaceful 
aits,  the  assiduous  cultivation  of  which  confers  honor  upon  nations,  and 
gives  value  to  human  life.  In  the  mean  time,  I  confidently  hope  that  the 
apprehensions  entertained  that  some  of  the  people  of  these  luxuriant  re- 
gions may  be  tempted,  in  a  moment  of  unworthy  distrust  of  their  own 
capacity  for  the  enjoyment  of  liberty,  to  commit  the  too  common  error 
of  purchasing  present  repose  by  bestowing  on  some  favorite  leaders  the 
fatal  gift  of  irresponsible  power,  will  not  be  realized.  Widi  all  these  Go- 
vernments, and  with  diat  of  Brazil,  no  unexpected  changes  in  our  rela-- 
tions  have  occurred  during  the  present  year.  Frequent  causes  of  just 
complaint  have  arisen  upon  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Ihe  United  States 
— sometimes  from  the  irregular  action  of  the  constituted  subordinate  au- 
thorities of  the  maritime  regions,  and  sometimes  from  the  leaders  or  par- 
tisans of  those  in  arms  against  the  established  Governments.  In  all  cases, 
representations  have  been,  or  will  be,  made  ;  and  so  soon  as  their  politi- 
cal affairs  are  in  a  settled  position,  it  is  expected  that  our  friendly  re- 
monstrances will  be  followed  by  adequate  redress. 

The  Grovemment  of  Mexico  made  known,  in  December  last,  the  ap- 
pointment of  commissioners  and  a  surveyor,  on  its  part,  to  run,  in  con- 
junction with  ours,  the  boundaiy  line  between  its  territories  and  the 
United  States,  and  excused  the  delay  for  the  reasons  anticipated — ^the 
prevalence  of  civil  war.  The  commissioners  and  surveyors  not  having 
met  within  the  time  stipulated  by  the  treaty,  a  new  arrangement  became 
necessary,  and  our  charge  d'affaires  was  instructed,  in  January  last,  to 
negotiate,  at  Mexico,  an  article  additional  to  the  pre-existing  treaty. 
This  instruction  was  acknowledged,  and  no  difficult  was  apprehended 
in  the  accomplishment  of  that  object.  By  information  just  received,  that 
additional  article  to  the  treaty  will  be  obtained,  and  transmitted  to  this 
country,  as  soon  as  it  can  receive  the  ratification  of  the  Mexican  Con- 
gress. 

The  re-union  of  the  three  States  of  New  Granada,  Venezuela,  and 
Equador,  forming  the  Republic  of  Colombia,  seems  every  day  to  become 
more  improbable.  The  commissioners  of  the  two  first  are  understood  to  be 
now  negotiating  a  just  division  of  the  obligations  contracted  by  them  when 
united  under  one  Government.  The  civil  war  in  Equador,  it  is  believ- 
ed, has  prevented  even  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  on  its  part. 

I  propose,  at  an  early  day,  to  submit,  in  the  proper  form,  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  diplomatic  agent  to  Venezuela ;  the  importance  of  the  com- 
merce of  that  country  to  the  United  States,  and  the  large  claims  of  our 
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citizens  upon  the  Government,  arising  before  and  since  the  division  of 
Colombia,  rendering  it,  in  my  judgment,  improper  longer  to  delay  this 
step. 

Our  representatives  to  Central  America,  Peru,  and  Brazil,  are  either 
at,  or  on  their  way  to,  their  respective  posts. 

From  the  Argentine  Republic,  from  which  a  minister  was  expected  to 
Ihis  Grovernment,  nothing  further  has  been  heard.  Occasion  has  been 
taken,  on  the  departure  of  a  new  consul  to  Buenos  Ayres,  to  remind  that 
Government  that  its  long  delayed  .minister,  whose  appointment  has  been 
made  known  to  us,  had  not  arrived. 

It  becomes  my  unpleasant  duty  to  inform  you  that  this  pacific  and  highlv 
gratifying  picture  of  our  foreign  relations  does  not  include  those  with 
France  at  this  time.  It  is  not  possible  that  any  Government  and  people 
could  be  more  sincerely  desirous  of  conciliating  a  just  and  friendly  inter- 
course with  another  nation,  than  are  those  of  the  United  States  with 
their  ancient  ally  and  friend.  This  disposition  is  founded,  as  well  on 
the  most  grateful  and  honorable  recollections  associated  with  our  strug- 
gle for  independence,  as  upon  a  w^ll  grounded  conviction  that  it  is  con- 
sonant with  the  true  policy  of  both.  The  people  of  the  United  States 
could  not,  therefore,  see,  without  the  deepest  regret,  even  a  temporary 
interruption  of  the  friendly  relations  between  the  two  countries — a  re- 
gret which  would,  I  am  sure,  be  greatly  aggravated,  if  there  should  turn 
out  to  be  any  reasonable  ground  for  attributing  such  a  result  to  any  act 
of  omission  or  commission  on  our  part.  I  derive,  therefore,  the  highest 
satisfaction  from  being  able  to  assure  you  that  the  whole  course  of  this 
Government  has  been  characterized  by  a  spirit  so  conciliatory  and  for- 
bearing, as  to  make  it  impossible  that  our  justice  and  moderation  should 
be  questioned,  whatever  may  be  the  consequences  of  a  longer  persever- 
ance, on  the  part  of  the  French  Government,  in  her  omission  to  satisfy 
the  conceded  claims  of  our  citizens. 

The  history  of  the  accumulated  and  unprovoked  aggressions  upon  our 
commerce,  committed  by  authority  of  the  existing  Government  of  FranoCi 
between  the  years  1800  and  1817,  has  been  rendered  too  painfully  fa- 
miliar to  Americans  to  make  its  repetition  either  necessary  or  desirable. 
It  will  be  sufficient  here  to  remark  that  there  has,  for  many  years,  been 
scarcely  a  single  administration  of  the  French  Grovernment  by  whom  the 
justice  and  legality  of  the  claims  of  our  citizens  to  indemnity  were  not, 
to  a  very  considerable  extent,  admitted,  and  yet  near  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury has  been  wasted  in  ineffectual  negotiations  to  secure  it. 

Deeply  sensible  of  the  injurious  effects  resulting  from  this  state  of 
things  upon  the  interests  and  character  of  both  nations,  I  regarded  it  as 
among  my  first  duties  to  cause  one  more  effort  to  be  made  to  satisfy  France 
that  a  just  and  liberal  settlement  of  our  claims  was  as  welt  due  to  her 
own  honor  as  to  their  incontestable  validity.  The  negotiation  for  thi0 
purpose  was  commenced  with  the  late  Government  of  France,  and  was 
•prosecuted  with  such  success  as  to  leave  no  reasonable  ground  todouM 
that  a  settlement  of  a  character  quite  as  liberal  as  that  which  was  subse- 
quently made,  would  have  been  effected,  had  not  the  revolution,  by  which 
we  negotiation  was  cut  off,  taken  place.  The  discussions  were  resumed 
with  the  present  Grovernment,  and  the  result  showed  that  we  were  not 
wrong  in  supposing  that  an  event  by  which  the  two  Governments  were

Bade  to  approach  each  other  so  much  nearer  in  their  political  principles^ 
and  by  which  the  motives  for  the  most  liberal  and  friendly  intercourse 
were  so  greatly  multiplied,  could  exercise  no  other  than  a  salutary  influ- 
ence upon  the  negotiation.    After  the  most  deliberate  and  thorough  ex- 
amination of  the  whole  subject,  a  treaty  between  the  two  Governments 
was  concluded  and  signed  at  Paris  on  the  4th  of  July,  18S1,  by  which  it 
was  stipulated  that  ^^  the  French  Government,  in  order  to  liberate  itself 
from  all  the  reclamations  preferred  against  it  by  citizensof  the  United  States 
for  unlawful  seizures,  captures,  sequestrations,  confiscations,  or  destruc- 
tioQof  their  vessels,  cargoes,  or  other  property,  engages  to  pay  a  sum  of 
twenty-five  millions  of  francs  to  the  United  States,  who  shall  distribute 
it  among  those  entitled,  in  the  manner  and  according  to  the  rules  it 
ahali  determine  ;"  and  it  was  also  stipulated,  on  the  part  of  the  French 
Government,  that  this  twenty-five  millions  of  francs  should  ^^  be  paid  at 
Paris  in  six  annual  instalments  of  four  million  one  hundred  and  sixty-six 
thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-six  fi*ancs  and  sixty-six  centimes  each^ 
into  the  hands  of  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  United  States  to  receive  it."    The  first  instalment  to  be 
paid  ^^  at  the  emiration  of  one  year  next  following  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  this  convention,  and  the  others  at  successive  intervals  of  a 
year,  one  after  another,  till  the  whole  shall  be  paid.    To  the  amount  of 
each  of  the  said  instalments  shall  be  added  interest  at  four  per  centum 
thereupon,  as  upon  the  other  instalments  then  remaining  unpaid,  the  said 
interest  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  present 
convention." 

It  was  also  stipulated,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose 
of  being  completely  liberated  from  all  the  reclamations  presented  by 
France  on  behalf  of  its  citizens,  that  the  sum  of  one  million  five  hundred 
thousand  francs  should  be  paid  to  the  Government  of  France,  in  six  an- 
nual instalments,  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  annual  sums  which  France 
had  agreed  to  pay,  interest  thereupon  being  in  like  manner  computed 
from  uie  day  of  die  exchange  of  the  ratifications.  In  addition  to  this 
stipulation,  important  advantages  were  secured  to  France  by  the  follow- 
ing article,  viz.  ^^  The  wines  of  France,  from  and  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  present  convention,  shall  be  admitted  to  consump- 
tion in  the  States  of  Uie  Union,  at  duties  which  shall  not  exceed  the  fol- 
lowing rates  by  the  gallon,  (such  as  it  is  used  at  present  for  wines  in  the 
United  States,)  to  wit:  six  cents  for  red  wines  in  casks ;  ten  cents  for 
white  wines  in  casks ;  and  twenty-two  cents  for  wines  of  all  sorts  in 
bottles.  The  proportion  existing  between  the  duties  on  French  wines 
thus  reduced,  and  the  general  rates  of  the  tariff  which  went*  into  opera- 
tion the  Ist  of  January,  1829,  shall  be  maintained  in  case  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  should  diink  proper  to  diminish  those  general  rates 
in  a  new  tariff. 

"  In  connderation  of  this  stipulation,  which  shall  be  binding  on  the 
United  States  for  ten  years,  the  French  Government  abandons  the  recla- 
mations which  it  had  formed  in  relation  to  the  eighth  article  of  the  treaty  of 
cession  of  Louisiana.  It  engages,  moreover,  to  establish  on  the  long 
stcple  cottons  of  the  United  States,  which,  after  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  the  present  convention,  shall  be  brought  directly  thence 
to  France  by  the  vessels  of  the  United  States,  or  by  French  vessels,  the 
same  duties  as  on  short  staple  cottons." 
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This  treaty  was  duly  ratified  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  constita- 
tions  of  both  countries,  and  the  ratification  was  exchanged  at  the  city  of 
Washington  on  the  2d  of  February,  1833.  On  account  of  its  commercial 
stipulations,  it  was,  within  five  days  thereafter,  laid  before  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  which  proceeded  to  enact  such  laws  favorable  to  the 
commerce  of  France  as  were  necessary  to  carry  it  into  full  execution ;  and 
France  has,  from  that  period  to  the  present,  been  in  the  unrestricted  en- 
joyment of  the  valuable  privileges  that  were  thus  secured  to  her.  The 
faith  of  the  French  nation  having  been  thus  solemnly  pledged,  throuEh 
its  constitutional  organ,  for  the  liquidation  and  ultimate  payment  of  me 
long  deferred  claims  of  our  citizens,  as  also  for  the  adjustment  of  other 
points  of  ^eat  and  reciprocal  benefits  to  both  countries,  and  the  United 
States  having,  with  a  fidelity  and  promptitude  by  which  their  conduct 
will,  I  trust,  be  always  characterized,  done  every  thing  that  was  neces- 
sary to  carry  the  treaty  into  full  and  fair  effect  on  their  part,  counted, 
widi  the  most  perfect  confidence,  on  equal  fidelity  and  promptitude  on 
the  part  of  the  French  Government.  In  this  reasonable  expectation  we 
have  been,  I  regret  to  inform  you,  wholly  disappointed.  No  legislative 
provision  has  been  made  by  France  for  the  execution  of  the  treaty,  either 
as  it  respects  the  indemnities  to  be  paid,  or  the  commercial  benefits  to  be 
secured  to  the  United  States,  and  the  relations  between  the  United  States 
and  that  Power,  in  consequence  thereof,  are  placed  in  a  situation  threat- 
'Oning  to  interrupt  the  good  understanding  which  has  so  long  and  so  hap-, 
pily  existed  between  the  two  nations. 

Not  only  has  the  French  Government  been  thus  wanting  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  stipulations  it  has  so  solemnly  entered  into  with  the  Unit- 
ed States,  but  its  omissions  have  been  marked  by  circumstances  which 
would  seem  to  leave  us  without  satisfactory  evidences  that  such  perform- 
ance will  certainly  take  place  at  a  future  period.  Advice  of  the  exchange 
of  ratifications  reached  Paris  prior  to  the  8th  of  April,  18S2.  The  French 
Chambers  were  then  sitting,  and  continued  in  session  until  the  21st  of 
that  month  ;  and  although  one  instalment  of  the  indemnity  was  payable 
on  the  2d  of  February,  1833,  one  year  after  the  exchange  of  ratifications, 
no  application  was  made  to  the  Chambers  for  the  required  appropriation, 
and,  in  consequence  of  no  appropriation  having  then  been  made,  die  draft 
of  Uie  United  States  Government  for  that  instalment  was  dish<mored  bir 
the  Minister  of  Finance,  and  the  United  States  thereby  involved  in  much 
controversy.  The  next  session  of  the  Chambers  commenced  on  the  19th 
of  November,  1832,  and  continued  until  the  25th  of  April,  1833.  Notwith- 
standing the  omission  to  pay  the  first  instalment  had  been  made  the  sub« 
ject  of  earnest  remonstrance  on  our  part,  the  treaty  with  the  United 
States,  and  a  bill  making  the  necessary  appropriations  to  execute  it,  were 
not  laid  before  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  until  the  6th  of  April,  nearly 
five  months  after  its  meeting,  and  only  nineteen  days  before  the  close  of 
the  session.  The  bill  was  read,  and  referred  to  a  committee,  but  there 
was  no  further  action  upon  it.  The  next  session  of  the  Chambers  com- 
menced on  the  26th  of  April,  1833,  and  continued  until  the  26th  of  June 
following.  A  new  bill  was  introduced  on  the  11th  of  June,  but  nothing 
important  was  done  in  relation  to  it  during  the  session.  In  the  month  of 
April,  1834,  nearly  three  years  after  the  signature  of  the  treaty,  the  final 
action  of  the  French  Chambers  upon  the  bill  to  carry  the  treaty  into  ef- 
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feet  was  obtained,  and  resulted  in  a  refusal  of  the  necessary  appropria- 
tions. The  avowed  grounds  upon  which  the  bill  was  rejected,  are  to  be 
found  in  the  published  debates  of  that  body,  and  no  observations  of  mine 
can  be  necessary  to  satisfy  Congress  of  their  utter  insufficiency.  Al- 
though the  gross  amount  of  the  claims  of  our  citizens  is  probably  greater 
than  will  be  ultimately  allowed  by  the  commissioners,  sufficient  is,  never- 
theless, shown,  to  render  it  absolutely  certain  that  the  indemnity  falls  far 
short  of  the  actual  amount  of  our  just  claims,  independently  of  damages, 
and  interest  for  the  detention.  That  the  settlementlnvolved  a  sacrifice  in 
fliift  respect,  was  well  known  at  the  time — a  sacrifice  which  was  cheer- 
foliy  acquiesced  in  by  the  different  branches  of  the  Federal  Grovernment, 
whose  action  upon  the  treaty  was  required,  from  a  sincere  desire  to  avoid 
hrthet  collision  upon  this  old  and  disturbing  subject,  and  in  the  confident 
expectation  that  the  general  relations  between  the  two  countries  would 
be  improved  thereby. 

The  refusal  to  vote  the  appropriation,  the  news  of  which  was  received 
from  our  minister  in  Paris  about  the  15th  day  of  May  last,  might  have 
been  considered  the  final  determination  of  the  French  Government  not 
to  execute  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty,  and  would  have  justified  an  im- 
mediate communication  of  the  facts  to  Congress,  with  a  recommendation 
of  such  ultimate  measures  as  the  interest  and  honor  of  the  United  States 
might  seem  to  require.    But  with  the  news  of  the  refusal  of  the  Cham- 
bers to  make  the  appropriation,  were  conveyed  the  regrets  of  the  King, 
and  a  declaration  that  a  national  vessel  should  be  forthwith  sent  out,  witn 
instructions  to  the  French  minister  to  give  the  most  ample  explanations 
of  the  past,  and  the  strongest  assurances  for  the  future.     After  a  long 
passage,  the  promised  despatch  vessel  arrived.     The  pledges  given  by 
the  French  minister,  upon  receipt  of  his  instructions,  were,  that  as  soon 
after  the  election  of  the  new  members  as  the  charter  would  permit,  the 
Legislative  Chambers  of  France  should  be  called  together,  and  the  pro- 
position for  an  appropriation  laid  before  them ;  that  all  the  constitutional 
powers  of  the  Kins  and  his  Cabinet  should  be  exerted  to  accomplish  the 
object ;  and  that  the  result  should  be  made  known  early  enough  to  be 
eommunicated  to  Congress  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  session. 
Relying  upon  these  pledges,  and  not  doubting  that  the  acknowledged 
justice  of  our  claims,  the  promised  exertions  of  the  King  and  his  Cabi- 
net, and,  above  all, that  sacred  regard  for  the  national  faim  and  honor  for 
which  the  French  character  has  been  so  distinguished,  would  secure  an 
early  execution  of  the  treaty  in  all  its  parts,  I  did  not  deem  it  necessary 
to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  subject  at  the  last  session. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  pledges  made  through  the  minister  of  France 
have  not  been  redeemed.  The  new  Chambers  met  on  the  Slst  July  last, 
and  although  the  subject  of  fulfilling  treaties  was  alluded  to  in  the  speech 
from  the  throne,  no  attempt  was  made  by  the  King  or  his  Cabinet  to  pro- 
core  an  appropriation  to  carry  it  into  execution.  The  reasons  given  for 
this  omission,  although  they  might  be  considered  sufficient  in  an  ordinary 
case,  are  not  consistent  with  the  expectations  founded  upon  the  assur- 
ances ^ven  here,  for  there  is  no  constitutional  obstacle  to  entering  into 
legislative  business  at  the  first  meetins  of  the  Chambers.  This  point, 
however,  might  have  been  overlooked,  had  not  the  Chambers,  instead  of 
being  called  to  meet  at  so  early  a  day  that  tfie  result  of  their  delibera- 
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tions  might  be  communicated  to  me  before  the  meeting  of  Congrew, 
been  prorogued  to  the  29th  of  the  present  'month — a  period  so  late  that 
their  decision  can  scarcely  be  made  known  to  the  present  Congress  prior 
to  its  dissolution.  To  avoid  this  delay,  our  minister  in  Paris,  in  virtue  of 
the  assurance  given  by  the  French  minister  in  the  United  States,  strongly 
urged  the  convocation  of  the  Chambers  at  an  earlier  day,  but  without 
success.  It  is  proper  to  remark,  however,  that  this  refusal  has  been  ac- 
companied with  the  most  positive  assurances,  on  the  part  of  the  Execa- 
tive  Government  of  France,  of  their  intention  to  press  the  appropriation 
at  the  ensuing  session  of  the  Chambers. 

The  executive  branch  of  this  Government  has,  as  matters  stand,  ex- 
hausted all  the  authority  upon  the  subject  with  which  it  is  invested,  and 
which  it  had  any  reason  to  believe  could  be  beneficially  employed. 

The  idea  of  acquiescing  in  die  refusal  to  execute  the  treaty  will  not, 
I  am  confident,  be  for  a  moment  entertained  by  any  branch  of  this  (go- 
vernment ;  and  further  negotiation  upon  the  subject  is  equally  out  of  the 
question. 

If  it  shall  be  the  pleasure  of  Congress  to  await  the  further  action  of  the 
French  Chambers,  no  further  consideration  of  the  subject  i^ill,  at  this 
session,  probably  be  required  at  your  hands.  But  if,  from  the  original 
delay  in  asking  for  an  appropriation ;  from  the  refusal  of  the  Chambers  to 
grant  it  when  asked  ;  from  the  omission  to  bring  the  subject  before  the 
Chambers  at  their  last  session ;  from  the  fact  that,  including  that  session, 
there  have  been  five  different  occasions  when  the  appropriation  might 
have  been  made  ;  and  from  the  delay  in  convoking  the  Chambers  until 
some  weeks  after  the  meeting  of  Congress,  when  it  was  well  known  that 
a  communication  of  the  whole  subject  to  Congress  at  the  last  session  w^ 
prevented  by  assurances  that  it  should  be  disposed  of  before  its  present 
meeting,  you  should  feel  yourselves  constrained  to  doubt  whetlier  it  be 
the  intention  of  the  French  Government  in  all  its  branches  to  carry  the 
treaty  into  effect,  and  think  that  such  measures  as  the  occasion  may  be 
deemed  to  call  for  should  be  now  adopted,  the  important  question  arises, 
what  those  measures  shall  be. 

Our  institutions  are  essentially  pacific.  Peace  and  friendly  intercourse 
with  all  nations  are  as  much  the  desire  of  our  Government  as  they  of ^ 
the  interest  of  our  people.  But  these  objects  are  not  to  be  permanently 
secured,  by  surrendering  the  rights  of  our  citizens,  or  permitting  solemn 
treaties  for  their  indemnity,  in  cases  of  flagrant  wrong,  to  be  abrogated 
or  set  aside. 

It  is  undoubtedly  in  the  power  of  Congress  seriously  to  affect  the  agri- 
cultural and  manufacturing  interests  of  France,  by  the  passage  of  laws  re* 
lating  to  her  trade  with  the  United  States.  Her  products,  manufactures, 
and  tonnage,  may  be  subjected  to  heavy  duties  in  our  ports,  or  all  com- 
mercial intercourse  with  her  may  be  suspended.  But  tnere  are  powerful, 
and,  to  my  mind,  conclusive  objections  to  this  mode  of  proceeding.  We 
cannot  embarrass  or  cutoff  the  trade  of  France,  without,  at  the  same  time, 
in  some  degree,  embarrassing  or  cutting  off  our  own  trade.  The  injury  of 
such  a  warUu-e  must  fall,  though  unequally,  upon  our  own  citizens,  and 
could  not  but  impair  the  means  of  the  Government,  and  weaken  the 
united  sentiment  in  support  of  the  rights  and  honor  of  the  nation  which 
must  now  pervade  every  bosom.    Nor  is  it  impossible  that  such  a  course 
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of  legislation  would  introduce  once  more  into  our  national  councils  those 
liistorbing  questions  in  relation  to  the  tariff  of  duties  which  have  been  sty 
I  ecentlj  put  to  rest.  Besides,  by  every  measure  adopted  by  the  Govern- 
a  lent  of  the  United  States  with  the  view  of  injuring  France,  the  clear- 
p  erception  of  right  which  will  induce  our  own  people,  and  the  rulers  and 
pt^ople  of  all  other  nations,  even  of  France  herself,  to  pronounce  our 
quarrel  just,  will  be  obscured,  and  the  support  rendered  to  us,  in  a  final 
resort  to  more  decisive  measures,  will  be  more  limited  and  equivocal. 
Th  ere  is  but  one  point  in  the  controversy,  and  upon  that  the  whole  civi- 
tizi^  world  nciust  pronounce  France  to  be  in  the  wrong.  We  insist  that 
die  shall  pay  us  a  sum  of  money,  which  she  has  acknowledged  to  be  due ; 
and  of  the  justice  of  this  demand  there  can  be  but  one  opinion  among 
intfl  kind.  True  policy  would  seem  to  dictate  that  the  question  at  issue 
should  be  kept  thus  disencumbered,  and  that  not  the  slightest  pi^tence 
shou  Id  be  given  to  France  to  persist  in  her  refusal  to  make  payment,  by 
any  :act  on  our  part  affecting  the  interests  of  her  people.  The  question 
should  be  left  as  it  is  now,  m  such  an  attitude  that,  when  France  fulfils 
her  treaty  stipulations,  all  controversy  will  be  at  an  end. 

It  r.s  my  conviction  that  the  United  States  ought  to  insist  on  a  prompt 
execution  of  the  treaty,  and,  in  case  it  be  refused,  or  longer  delayed,  take 
redre^ss  into  their  own  hands.  After  the  delay,  on  the  part  of  France,  of 
a  quaiter  of  a  century,  in  acknowledging  these  claims  by  treaty,  it  is  not 
to  be  Tolerated  that  another  quarter  of  a  century  is  to  be  wasted  in  nego- 
tiating about  the  payment.  The  laws  of  nations  provide  a  remedy  for 
such  o<;easions.  It  is  a  well-settled  principle  of  tne  international  code, 
that  wliere  one  nation  owes  another  a  liquidated  debt,  which  it  refuses 
or  neglocts  to  pay,  the  aggrieved  party  may  seize  on  the  property  belong- 
ing to  tlte  other,  its  citizen9  or  subjects,  sufficient  to  pay  the  debt,  with- 
out giving  just  cause  of  war.  This  remedy  has  been  repeatedly  resorted 
to,  and  recently  by  France  herself  towards  Portugal,  under  circimistances 
less  unquestionable. 

The  time  at  which  resort  should  be  had  to  this,  or  any  other  mode  of 
redress,  vs  a  point  to  be  decided  by  Congress.  If  an  appropriation  shdl 
not  be  mside  by  the  French  Chambers  at  their  next  session,  it  may  justly 
be  concluded  that  the  Government  of  France  has  finally  determined  to 
disregard  its  own  solemn  undertaking,  and  refuse  to  pay  an  acknowledg- 
ed debt  In  ^at  event,  every  day's  delay  on  our  part  will  be  a  stain 
upon  our  national  honor,  as  well  as  a  denial  of  justice  to  our  injured  citi- 
zens. Pi-ompt  measures,  when  the  refusal  of  France  shall  be  complete, 
will  not  only  be  most  honorable  and  just,  but  will  have  the  best  effect 
upon  our  national  character. 

Since  France,  in  violation  of  the  pledges  given  through  her  minister 
here,  has  delayed  her  final  action  so  long  that  her  decision  will  not  pro- 
bably be  known  in  time  to  be  'communicated  to  this  Congress,  I  recom- 
mend that  a  law  be  passed  authorizing  reprisals  upon  French  property^ 
in  ease  provision  shall  not  be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  at  the 
approacning  session  of  the  French  Chambers.  Such  a  measure  ought 
not  to  be  considered  by  France  as  a  menace.  Her  pside  and  power  are 
too  well  known  to  expect  any  thing  fi*om  her  fears,  and  preclude  the  ne- 
cessity of  the  declaration  that  nothing  partaking  of  the  character  of  intimi- 
dation is  intended  by  us.    She  ought  to  look  upon  it  as  the  evidence  only 
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of  aa  inflexible  determination  on  the  part  of  the  Uni  *ted  States  to  iosiat 
on  tbeir  rights.  That  Government,  by  doing  only  w  hat  it  has  itself  ac- 
knowledged to  be  just,  will  be  able  to  spare  the  Unitet  1  States  the  neces* 
sity  of  taking  redress  into  their  own  hands,  and  sa\ 'e  the  property  of 
Freo[(Ch  citizens  from  that  seizure  and  sequestration  wh  ich  American  citi- 
zens so  long  endured  without  retaliation  or  redress.  .  If  she  should  con- 
tinue to  refuse  that  act  of  acknowledged  justice,  and,  i  n  violation  of  the 
law.  of  nations,  make  reprisals  on  our  part  the  occasion  of  hostilities  against 
the  United  States,  she  would  but  add  violence  to  injustic  *.e,  and  could  not . 
fail  to  expose  herself  to  the  just  censure  of  civilized  nations,  and  to  the  $ 
retributive  judgments  of  Heaven. 

Collision  wiUi  France  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  o  n  account  of  th  e 
position  she  occupies  in  Europe  in  relation  to  liberal  inMitutions.  Bu  t, 
in  maintaining  our  national  rights  and  honor,  all  Gover  nments  are  alit  ;e 
to  us.  If,  by  a  collision  with  France,  in  a  case  where  she  is  clearly  in 
the.  wrong,  the  march  of  liberal  principles  shaLl  be  impeded,  the  respo  n- 
sibility  for  that  result,  as  well  as  every  other,  \vill  rest  C'U  her  own  hes  .d. 

Having  submitted  these  considerations,  it  belongs  to  Congress  to  i  ie-" 
cide  whether,  after,  what  has  taken  place,  it  vs^ill  still  await  the  furtb  ler 
action  of  the  French  Chambers,  or  now  adopt  such  provisional  measw  res 
as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and  best  adapted  to  protect  the  rights  and  ma  in- 
tain  the  honor  of  the  country.  Whatever  that  decision  may  be,  it  i  gvill 
be  faithfully  enforced  by  the  Executive,  as  far  as  he  is  authorized  so  to  do. 

According  to  the  estimates  of  the  Treasury  Dep )artment,  the  revenue  ac- 
bruingfrom  all  sources,  during  the  present  year,willl  amount  to  twenty  mil  dioa 
sixbundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventeen  dol  lars, 
which,  with  the  balance  remaining  in  the  Treasury  on  the  1st  of  Jan  .uary 
last,  of  eleven  million  seven  hundred  and  two  thousand  nine  hundre  d  and 
five  dollars,  produces  an  aggregate  of  thirty-two  million  three  hui  sdred 
and  twenty-seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars.  The 
total  expenditure  during  the  year  for  all  objects,  including  the  public ;  debt, 
is  estimated  at  twenty-five  million  five  hundred  and  ninety-one  th<  >usand 
three  hundred  and  ninety  dollars,  which  will  leave  a  balance  in  the  Trea- 
sury on  the  1st  of  January,  1835,  of  six  millioa  seveA  hundrod  and 
thirty  •'SIX  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars.  In  this  b;  ilance, 
however,  will  be  included  about  one  million  one  hundred  and  fift^  r  thou- 
sand^ dollars  of  what  was  heretofore  reported  by  the  department  aa  not 
efiective. 

Of  former  appropriations,  it  is  estimated  that  there  will  remain  un^- 
pended  at  the  close  of  the  year  eight  million  two  thousand  nine  h  uiulred 
and  twenty-five  dollars,  and  that  of  this  sum  there  will  not  be  re  squired 
more  than  five  million  one  hundred  and  forty-one thoudand  nine  hundred 
and  sixty-four  dollars,  to  accomplish  the  objects  of  all  the  current  appro- 
priations. Thus  it  appears  that,  after  satisfying  all  those  appropriatio  ns,  and  i 
after  discharging  the  last  item  of  our  public  debt,  which  will  be  d  one  oa 
the  1  St  of  January  next,  there  will  remain  unexpended  in  the  Treasury 
an  i^ective  balance  of  about  four  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars*. 
That  such  should  beibe  aspect  of  our 'finances,  is  highly  flattering;  to  the 
industry  and  enterprise  of  our  populatioin,  and  auspicious  of  the  wealth 
and  prosperity  which  await  the  future  cultivation  of  their  growing  re- 
sources.   It  is  not  deemed  prudent,  however,  to  recommend  any  cbaAge 
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for  the  present  in  our  impost  rates,  the  effect  of  the  gradual  reduction  now ' 
in  progress  in  manj  of  them  not  being  sufficiently  tested  to  guide  us  in 
determining  Ae  precise  amount  of  revenue  which  they  will  produce. 

Free  from  public  debt,  at  peace  with  all  the  world,  and  with  no  com- 
plicated interests  to  consult  in  our  intercourse  with  foreign  Powers,  the 
present  may  be  hailed  as  that  epoch  in  our  histoiy  the  most  favorable  for 
the  settlement  of  those  principles  in  our  domestic  policy,  which  shall  be 
best  calculated  to  give  stability  to  our  republic,  and  secure  the  blessings 
of  freedom  to  our  citizens.  Among  these  principles,  from  our  past  ex- 
perience, it  cannot  be  doubted  that  simplicity  in  the  character  of  the 
redeial  Govemment,  and  a  rigid  economy  in  its  administration,  should  be 
rq:anled  as  fundamental  and  sacred.  All  must  be  sensible  that  the  ex- 
istence of  the  public  debt,  by  rendering  taxation  necessary  for  its  extin- 
guishment, has  increased  the  difficulties  which  are  inseparable  from  any 
exercise  of  the  taxing  power ;  and  that  it  was,  in  this  respect,  a  re- 
mote agent  in  producing  those  disturbing  questions  which  grew  out  of 
the  discussions  relating  to  the  tariff.  If  such  has  been  the  tendency  of 
a  debt  incurred  in  the  acquisition  and  maintenance  of  our  national  rights 
and  liberties,  the  obligation  of  which  all  portions  of  the  Union  cheer- 
fully acknowledged,  it  must  be  obvious,  that  whatever  is  calculated  to 
inerease  the  burdens  of  Govemment  without  necessity,  must  be  fatal  to 
all  our  hopes  of  preserving  its  true  character.  While  we  are  felicitat- 
ing ourselves,  therefore,  upon  the  extinguishment  of  the  national  debt, 
and  the  prosperous  state  of  our  finances,  let  us  not  be  tempted  to  depart 
from  those  sound  maxims  of  public  policy,  which  enjoin  a  just  adaptation 
of  the  revenue  to  the  expenditures  that  are  consistent  with  a  rigid  econo- 
my, and  an  entire  abstinence  from  all  topics  of  legislation  that  are  not 
clearly  within  the  constitutional  powers  of  the  Govemment,  and  suggested 
1>y  the  wants  of  the  country.  Properly  regarded,  under  such  a  policy, 
every  diminution  of  the  public  burdens,  arising  from  taxation,  gives  to 
individual  enterprise  increased  power,  and  furnishes  to  all  the  members 
of  our  happy  confederacy' new  motives  for  patriotic  affection  and  sup- 
port. But,  above  all,  its  most  important  effect  will  be  found  in  its  influ- 
ence upon  the  character  of  the  Govemment,  by  confining  its  action  to 
those  objects  which  will  be  sure  to  secure  to  it  the  attachment  and  sup* 
port  of  our  fellow-citizens. 

Circmnstances  make  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  Conei'ess  to  the 
Bank  of  the  United  States.  Created  for  the  convenience  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, that  institution  has  become  the  scourge  of  the  people.  Its  in- 
terference to  postpone  the  payment  of  a  portion  of  the  national  debt,  that 
it  mi^  retain  the  public  money  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  to 
strengthen  it  in  a  political  contest ;  the  extraordinary  extension  and  con- 
traction of  its  accommodations  to  the  community ;  its  corrupt  and  parti- 
san loans ;  its  exclusion  of  the  public  directors  from  a  knowledge  of  its 
most  important  proceedings ;  the  unlimited  authority  conferred  on  the 
president  to  expend  its  funds  in  hiring  writers,  and  procuring  the  exe- 
cution of  printing,  and  the  use  made  of  that  authority ;  the  retention  of 
the  pension  money  and  books  after  the  selection  of  new  agents ;  the 
groundless  claim  to  heavy  damages,  in  consequence  of  the  protest  of  the 
bill  drawn  on  the  French  Govemment,  have,  through  various  channels, 
been  laid  before  Congress.    Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  last  ses- 
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sion,  the  Bank,  through  its  president,  announced  its  ability  and  readif- 
ness  to  abandon  the  system  of  unparalleled  curtailment,  and  the  interrup- 
tion of  domestic  exchanges,  which  it  had  practised  upon  from  the  Ist  of 
August,  1833,  to  the  SOth  of  June,  18S4,  and  to  extend  its  accommodations 
to  tne  community.  The  grounds  assumed  in  this  annunciatioa  amounted 
to  an  acknowledgment  that  the  curtailment,  in  the  extent  tor  which  it 
had  been  carried,  was  not  necessary  to  the  safety  of  the  Bank,,  and  had 
been  persisted  in  merely  to  induce  Congress  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the 
Bank  in  its  memorial  relative  to  the  removal  of  the  deposites,  and  ti> 

S've  it  a  new  charter.  They  were  substantially  a  confession  that  all . 
ereal  distresses  which  individuals  and  the  country  had  endured  for  the 
preceding  six  or  eight  months,  had  been  needlessly  produced  by  it,  witir 
the  view  of  affecting,  through  the  sufferings  of  the  people,  the  legislative 
action  of  Congress.  It  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  diat  Congress  and 
the  country  had  the  virtue  and  firmness  to  bear  the  infliction  ;  that  the 
energies  of  our  people  soon  found  relief  from  this  wanton  tyranny,  in  vast 
importations  of  the  precious  metals  from  almost  every  part  of  the  world  y 
and  that,  at  the  close  of  this  tremendous  effort  to  control  our  Government^ 
the  Bank  found  itself  powerless,  and  no  longer  able  to  loan  out  its  sur- 
plus means.  The  community  had  learned  to  manage  its  affairs  without 
its  assistance,  and  trade  had  already  found  new  auxiliaries ;  so  that,  on« 
the  1st  of  October  last,  the  extraordinary  spectacle  was  presented  of  a 
National  Bank,  more  than  one-half  of  whose  capital  was  either  lying  un-- 
productive  in  its  vaults,  or  in  the  hands  of  foreign  bankers. 

To  the  needless  distresses  brought  on  the  country  during  the  last  session 
of  Congress,  has  since  been  added  the  open  seizure  of  the  dividends  on. 
the  public  stock,  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  and 
forty -one  dollars,  under  pretence  of  paying  damages,  cost,  and  interest, 
upon  the  protested  French  bill.  This  sum  constituted  a  portion  of  the 
estimated  revenues  for  the  year  18S4,  upon  which  the  appropriations 
made  by  Congress  were  based.  It  would  as  soon  have  been  expected 
that  our  collectors  would  seize  on  the  customs,  or  the  receivers  of  our 
land  offices  on  the  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  public  lands,  under  pre- 
tences of  claims  against  the  United  States,  as  that  the  Bank  would  have 
retained  the  dividends.  Indeed,  if  the  principle  be  established  that  any 
one  who  chooses  to  set  up  a  claim  against  the  United  States  may,  without 
authority  of  law,  seize  on  the  public  property  or  money  wherever  he  can 
find  it,  to  pay  such  claim,  there  will  remain  no  assurance  that  our  reve- 
nue will  reach  the  Treasury,  or  that  it  will  be  applied  after  the  appropri- 
ation to  the  purposes  designated  in  the  law.  The  paymasters  of  our 
army,  and  the  pursers  of  our  navy,  may,  under  like  pretences,  apply  to 
their  own  use  moneys  appropriated  to  set  in  motion  the  public  force,  and 
in  time  of  war  leave  the  country  without  defence.  This  measure,  resort- 
ed to  by  the  Bank,  is  disorganizing  and  revolutionary,  and,  if  generallr 
resorted  to  by  private  citizens  in  like  cases,  would  fill  the  land  wilL 
anarchy  and  violence. 

It  is  a  constitutional  provision,  that  ^^  no  money  shall  be  drawn  front* 
the  Treasury  but  in  consequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law."  The 
palpable  object  of  this  provision  is  to  prevent  the  expenditure  of  the 
public  money,  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  which  shall  not  have  been, 
first  approved  by  the  representatives  of  the  people  and  the  States  iot 
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Congress  assembled.  It  vests  the  power  of  declaring  for  what  purposes 
the  public  money  shall  be  expended,  in  the  Legislative  Department  of 
the  Government,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  Executive  and  Judicial,  and  it 
is  not  within  the  constitutional  authority  of  either  of  those  departments 
to  pay  it  away  without  law,  or  tp  sanction  its  payment.  According  to 
this  plain  constitutional  provision,  the  claim  of  the  Bank  can  never  be 
paid  without  an  appropriation  by  act  of  Congress.  But^the  Bank  has 
never  asked  for  an  appropriation.  It  attempts  to  defeat  the  provision  of 
4he  constitution,  and  obtain  payment  without  an  act  of  Coneress.  In- 
stead of  awaiting  an  appropriation  passed  by  both  Houses,  and  approved 
by  the  President,  it  makes  an  appropriation  for  itself,  and  invites  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Judiciary  to  sanction  it.  That  the  money  had  not  technically 
been  paid  into  the  Treasury,  does  not  affect  the  principle  intended  to  be 
established  by  the  constitution.  The  Executive  and  Judiciary  have  as 
little  right  to  appropriate  and  expend  the  public  money  without  authority' 
of  law,  before  it  is  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer,  as  to  take  it 
from  the  Treasury.  In  the  annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, and  in  his  correspondence  with  the  president  of  the  Bank,  and  the 
opinions  of  the  Attorney  General  accompanying  it,  you  will  find  a  further 
examination  of  the  claims  of  the  Bank,  and  the  course  it  has  pursued. 

It  seems  due  to  the  safety  of  the  public  funds  remaining  in  that  Bank, 
and  to  the  honor  of  the  American  people,  that  measures  be  taken  to  sepa- 
rate the  Government  entirely  from  an  institution  so  mischievous  to  the 
public  prosperity,  and  so  regardless  of  the  constitution  and  laws.  By 
transferring  the  public  deposites,  by  appointing  other  pension  agents,  as 
/ar  as  it  had  the  power,  by  ordering  the  discontinuance  of  the  receipt  of 
bank  checks  in  payment  of  the  public  dues  after  the  first  day  of  January 
next,  the  Executive  has  exerted  all  its  lawful  authority  to  sever  the  con-> 
aexion  between  the  Government  and  this  faithless  corporation. 

The  high-handed  career  of  this  institution  imposes  upon  the  constitu- 
tional functionaries  of  this  Grovernment,  duties  of  the  gravest  and  most 
imperative  character — duties  which  they  cannot  avoid,  and  from  which 
I  trust  there  will  be  no  inclination  on  the  part  of  any  of  them  to  shrink. 
My  own  sense  of  them  is  most  clear,  as  is  also  my  readiness  to  discharge 
those  which  may  rightfully  fall  on  me.  To  continue  any  business  rela- 
tions with  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  that  may  be  avoided  without  a 
violation  of  the  national  faith,  after  that  institution  has  set  at  open  de- 
fiance the  conceded  right  of  the  Government  to  examine  its  affairs;  after 
it  has  done  all  in  its  power  to  deride  the  public  authority  in  other  re- 
spects, and  to  bring  it  into  disrepute  at  home  and  abroad ;  after  it  has  at- 
tempted to  defeat  the  clearly  expressed  will  of  the  people,  by  turning 
against  them  the  immense  power  entrusted  to  its  hands,  and  by  involving 
a  country  otherwise  peaceful,  flourishing,  and  happy,  in  dissension,  em- 
barrassment, and  distress,  would  make  the  nation  itself  a  party  to  the 
degradation  so  sedulously  prepared  for  its  public  agents,  and  do  much  to 
destroy  the  confidence  of  mankind  in  popular  Governments,  and  to  bring 
into  contempt  their  authority  and  efficiency.  In  guarding  against  an 
evil  of  such  magnitude,  considerations  of  temporary  convenience  should 
be  thrown  out  of  the  question,  and  we  should  be  influenced  by  such  mo- 
lives  only  as  look  to  the  honor  and  preservation  of  the  republican  sys- 
tem.   Deeply  and  solemnly  impressed  with  the  justice  of  these  views^ 
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I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  recommend  to  you  that  a  law  be  passed  autho- 
.  rizing  the  sale  of  the  public  stock ;  that  the  provision  of  the  charter  re- 
quiring the  receipt  of  notes  of  the  Bank  in  payment  of  public  dues,  shally 
in  accordance  with  the  power  reserved  to  Congress  in  the  14th  section 
of  the  charter,  be  suspended  until  the  Bank  pays  to  th6  Treasury  the 
dividends  withheld  ;  and  that  all  laws  connecting  the  Government  or  its 
officers  with^the  Bank,  directly  or  indii*ectly,  be  repealed  ;  and  that  the 
institution  be  left  hereafter  to  its  own  resources  and  means. 

Events  have  satisfied  my  mind,  and  I  think  the  minds  of  the  American 
people,  that  the  mischiefs  and  dangers  which  flow  from  a  National  Bank, 
far  overbalance  all  its  advantages.  The  bold  effort  the  present  Bank  has 
made  to  control  the  Government,  the  distresses  it  has  wantonly  produced, 
the  violence  of  which  it  has  been  the  occasion  in  one  of  our  cities  famed 
for  its  observance  of  law  and  order,  are  but  premonitions  of  the  fate  which 
awaits  the  American  people  should  they  be  deluded  into  a  perpetuaticm 
of  this  institution,  or  the  establishment  of  another  like  it.  It  is  fervently 
hoped  that,  thus  admonished,  those  who  have  heretofore  favored  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  substitute  for  the  present  Bank,  will  be  induced  to  aban- 
don it,  as  it  is  evidently  better  to  incur  any  inconvenience  that  may  be 
reasonably  expected,  than  to  concentrate  the  whole  moneyed  power  of 
.  the  repiri>lic,  in  any  form  whatsoever,  or  under  any  restrictions. 

Happily  it  is  already  illustrated  that  the  agency  of  such  an  institution 
is  not  necessary  to  the  fiscal  operations  of  the  Government.  The  State 
banks  are  found  fully  adequate  to  the  performance  of  all  services  which 
were  required  lof  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  quite  as  promptly,  and 
.with  the  same  cheapness.  They  have  maintained  themselves,  and  dis> 
charged  all  these  duties,  while  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  was  still 
powerful,  and  in  the  field  as  an  open  enemy;  and  it  is  not  possible  to 
conceive  that  they  will  find  greater  difficulties  in  their  operations,  when 
that  enemy  shall  cease  to  exist. 

The  attention  of  Congress  is  earnestly  invited  to  the  regulation  of  the 
deposites  in  the  State  banks,  by  law.  Although  the  power  now  exercised 
.  by  the  Executive  Department  in  this  behalf  is  only  such  as  was  unifermly 
exerted  through  every  administration  from  the  origin  of  the  Government 
-  up  to  the  establishment  of  the  present  Bank,  yet  it  is  one  which  is  suscep- 
tible of  regulation  by  law,  and,  therefore,  oueht  so  to  be  regulated.  The 
power  of  Congress  to  direct  in  what  places  the  Treasurer  shall  keep  the 
moneys  in  the  Treasury,  and  to  impose  restrictions  upon  the  Execu- 
tive authority,  in  relation  to  their  custody  and  removal,  is  unlimited,  and 
its  exercise  will  rather  be  courted  than  discouraged  by  those  public  offi- 
cers and  agents  on  whom  rests  the  responsibility  for  their  safety.  It  is 
desirable  that  as  little  power  as  possible  should  be  left  to  the  Presidetit 
or  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  over  those  institutions,  which,  being  thus 
freed  from  Executive  influence,  and  without  a  common  head  ,to  direct 
their  operations,  would  have  neither  the  temptation  nor  the  ability  to  in- 
terfere in  the  political  conflicts  of  the  country.  Not  deriving  their  char- 
ters from  the  national  authorities,  they  would  never  have  those  induce- 
ments to  meddle  in  general  elections,  which  have  led  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States  to  agitate  and  convulse  the  country  for  upwards  of  two  years. 

The  progress  of  our  gold  coinage  is  creditable  to  the  officer^  of  the 
.nint^  and  promises  in  a  snort  period  to  furnish  the  eountry  with  a  sound 
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and  portabl'  a  currency,  which  will  much  diminish  the  inconvenience  to 
traversers  o  f  the  want  of  a  general  paper  currency,  should  the  State  banks 
be  it.capal  ,le  of  furnishing  it.  Those  institutions  have  already  shown 
them  selve  s  competent  to  purchase  and  furnish  domestic  exchange  for  the 
COOT  eniet  ice  of  trade,  at  reasonable  rates,  and  not  a  doubt  is  entertained 
that  ,  in  a  short  period,  all  the  wants  of  the  country,  in  bank  accommoda- 
tioT  ,;  anc-  i  in  exchange,  will  be  supplied  as  promptly  and  cheaply  m  they 
ha-  ,e  he-  relofore  bein  by  the  Bank  of  the  United  States.  If  the  several 
St  ates  s'  hall  be  induced  gradually  to  reform  their  bankmg  systems,  and 
V  fohibH  ;  the  issue  of  all  small  notes,  we  shall,  in  a  few  years,  have  a  cur- 
r  -ency  r  a  sound,  and  as  litUe  liable  to  fluctuations,  as  any  other  commer-

Col.  Dodge,  and  the  troops  under  his  command,  have  actea 

wit  h  equal  firmness  and  humanity,  and  an  arrangement  has  been  made 

wit  h  those  Indians,  which  it  is  hoped  will  assure  their  permanent  pacific 

reliitions  with  the  United  States,  and  the  other  tribes  of  Indians  upon  that 

border.     It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  prevalence  of  sickness  in  that 

quarter  has  deprived  the  countiy  of  a  number  of  valuable  lives,  and  par- 

ticnilarly  that  Gen.  Leavenworth,  an  oflBcer  well  known  and  esteemed 

for  his  gallant  services  during  the  late  war,  and  for  subsequent  good  con- 

du*ct,  has  fallen  a  victim  to  his  zeal  and  exertions  in  the  discharge  of  his 

duty. 

The  army  is  in  a  high  state  of  discipline.  Its  moral  condition,  so  far 
as  that  is  known  here,  is  good,  and  the  various  branches  of  the  public 
service  are  carefully  attended  to.  It  is  amply  sufficient,  under  its  pre- 
sent organization,  for  providing  the  necessary  garrisons  for  the  seaboard, 
and  for  the  defence  of  the  internal  frontier,  and  also  for  preserving  the 
elements  of  military  knowledge,  and  for  keeping  pace  with  those  improve- 
ments which  modern  experience  is  continually  making.  And  these  ob- 
jects appear  to  me  to  embrace  all  the  legitimate  purposes  for  which  a 
permanent  military  force  should  be  maintained  in  our  country.  ThjB  les- 
sons of  history  teach  us  its  danger,  and  the  tendency  which  exists  to  an 
increase.  This  can  be  best  met  and  averted  by  a  just  caution  on  the  part 
of  the  public  itself,  and  of  those  who  represent  them  in  Congress. 

From  the  duties  which  devolve  on  the  Engineer  Department,  and  upon 
the  topographical  engineers,  a  different  organization  seems  to  be  de- 
manded by  the  public  interest,  and  I  recommend  the  subject  ^  yourcon- 
isideration. 

No  important  change  has,  during  this  season,  taken  place  in  the  con- 
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dition  of  the  Indians.  Arrangements  are  in  progress  for  the  remoyal 
of  the  Creeks,  and  will  soon  be  for  the  removal  of  the  Seminoles.  I 
regret  that  the  Cherokees  east  of  the  Mississippi  have  not  ;et  deter- 
mined to  remove.  How  lon^  the  personal  causes  which  have  hitherto 
retarded  that  ultimately  inevitable  measure  will  continu'e  to  operate, 
I  am  unable  to  conjecture.  It  is  certain,  however,  tLat  delay  will 
bring  with  it  accumulated  evils,  which  will  render  their  condition  more 
and  more  unpleasant.  The  experience  of  every  year  adds  t  o  the  convic- 
tion that  emigration,  and  that  alone,  can  preserve  from  de  struction  the 
remnant  of  the  tribes  yet  living  among  us.  The  facility  wii^ii  which  the 
necessaries  of  life  are  procured,  and  the  treaty  stipulations  p  roviding  aid 
for  the  emigrant  Indians  in  their  agricultural  pursuits,  and  in  the  import- 
ant concern  of  education,  and  their  removal  from  those  c^iuses  which 
have  heretofore  depressed  all,  and  destroyed  many  of  the  tri  bes,  cannot 
fail  to  stimulate  their  exertions,  and  to  reward  their  industry. 

The  two  laws  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  on  the  subject  of 
Indian  affairs,  have  been  carried  into  effect,  and  detailed  instructions  for 
their  administration  have  been  given*  It  will  be  seen,  by  the-  estimates 
for  the  present  session,  that  a  great  reduction  will  take  place  in  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  depai'tment  in  consequence  of  these  laws,  i^nd  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  their  operation  will  be  salutary,  an«l  that  the 
colonization  of  the  Indians  on  the  western  frontier,  together  wi  th  a  judi- 
cious system  of  administration,  will  still  further  reduce  the  ex  penses  of 
this  branch  of  the  public  service,  and  at  the  same  time  promottB  its  use- 
fulness and  e£Biciency. 

Circumstances  have  been  recently  developed,  showing  the  existence 
qf  extensive  frauds  under  the  various  laws  granting  pensions  ami  gratui- 
ties for  revolutionary  services.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  amount 
which  may  have  been  thus  fraudulently  obtained  from  the  INTational 
Treasury.  I  am  satisfied,  however,  that  it  has  been  such  as  to  Justify  a 
re-examination  of  the  system,  and  the  adoption  of  the  necessary  ciiecks  in 
its  administration.  All  will  agree  that  the  services  and  sufferingisof  the 
remnant  of  our  revolutionary  band  should  be  fully  compensated ;  but 
while  this  is  done,  every  proper  precaution  should  be  taken  to  ^^revent 
the  admission  of  fabricated  and  fraudulent  claims.  In  the  present  mode 
t>f  proceeding,  the  attestations  and  certificates  of  the  judicial  officers  of  the 
various  States  form  a  considerable  portion  of  the  checks  which  are  inter- 
posed against  the  commission  of  frauds.  These,  however,  have  been, 
and  may  be  fabricated,  and  in  such  a  way  as  to  elude  detection  at  the 
examining  offices ;  and,  independently  of  this  practical  difficulty,  it  is 
ascertained  that  these  documents  are  often  loosely  granted ;  sometimes 
even  blank  certificates  have  been  issued ;  sometimes  prepared  papers  have 
been  signed  without  inquiry ;  and,  in  one  instance  at  least,  the  seal  of  the 
-coviTi  has  beei)  within  reach  of  a  person  most  interested  in  its  improper  ap- 
plication. It  is  obvious  that,  under  such  circumstances,  no  severity  of  admin- 
istration can  check  the  abuse  of  the  law ;  and  information  has,  from  time  to 
time,  been  communicated  to  the  Pension  Office,  questioning  or  denying 
the  right  of  persons  placed  upon  the  pension  list  to  the  bounty  of  the 
country.  Such  cautions  are  always  attended  to  and  examined,  but  a  far 
more  general  investigation  is  called  for ;  and  I  therefore  recommendy>'' 
conformity  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  that  an  af

iBflpection  should  be  made,  in  each  State,  into  the  circumstances  and 
claims  of  every  person  now  drawing  a  pension.  The  honest  veteran  has 
Aothing  to  fear  from  such  a  scrutiny,  while  the  fraudulent  claimant  will 
be  detected,  and  the  public  Treasury  relieved  to  an  amount,  I  have  reason 
lo  believe,  far  greater  than  has  heretofore  been  suspected.  The  details 
of  such  a  plan  could  be  so  regulated  as  to  interpose  the  necessary  checks 
without  any  burdensome  operation  upon  the  pensioners.  The  object 
sboold  be  twofold : 

1.  To  look  into  the  original  justice  of  the  claims,  so  far  as  this  can  be 
done  under  a  prefer  system  of  regulations,  by  an  examination  of  the 
cLumaDts  themselves,  and  by  inquiring,  in  the  vicinity  of  their  residence, 
iato  their  history,  and  into  the  opinion  entertained  of  their  revolutionary 
semces. 

2.  To  ascertain,  in  all  cases,  whether  the  original  claimant  ia  living, 
and  this  by  actual  personal  inspection. 

This  measure  will,  if  adopted,  be  productive,  I  think,  of  the  desired 
results,  and  I  therefore  recommend  it  to  your  consideration,  with  the  fur- 
ther  suggestion,  that  all  payments  should  be  suspended  till  the  necessary 
reports  are  received. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  a  tabular  statement  annexed  to  the  documents  trans- 
mitted to  Congress,  that  the  appropriations  for  objects  connected  with  the 
War  Department,  made  at  the  last  session,  for  the  service  of  the  year 
1884,  excluding  the  permanent  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  military 
oratuities  under  the  act  of  June  7,  1832,  the  appropriation  of  two  hun- 
dred  thousand  dollars  for  arming  and  equipping  the  militia,  and  the  ap- 
propriation of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  civilization  of  the  Indians, 
which  are  not  annually  renewed,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  nine  million 
three  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  dollars,  and  that  the  estimates 
of  appropriations  necessary  for  the  same  branch  of  service  for  the  year 
18S5  amount  to  the  sum  of  five  million  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars,  making  a  difference 
in  the  appropriations  of  the  current  year  over  the  estimates  of  appropria- 
tions for  the  next,  of  three  million  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  mou- 
sand  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars. 

The  principal  causes  which  have  operated  at  this  time  to  produce  this 
great  difference,  are  shown  in  the  reports  and  documents,  and  in  the  de- 
taOed  estimates.  Some  of  these  causes  are  accidental  and  temporary, 
while  others  are  permanent,  and,  aided  by  a  just  course  of  administra- 
tion, may  continue  to  operate  beneficially  upon  the  public  expenditures. 

A  just  economy,  expending  where  the  public  service  requires,  and 
withholding  where  it  does  not,  is  among  the  indispensable  duties  of  the 
Government. 

I  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
and  to  file  documents  with  it,  for  a  full  view  of  the  operations  of  that  im- 
poitant  branch  of  our  service  during  the  present  year.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  wisdom  and  liberality  with  whicn  Congress  have  provided  for 
f  the  gradual  increase  of  our  navy  material,  have  been  seconded  by  a  cor- 
responding zeal  and  fidelity  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  has  been  con- 
^^  the  execution  of  the  laws  on  the  subject ;  and  that  but  a  short  pe- 
would  now  be  required  to  put  in  commission  a  force  large  enough 
^  exigency  into  which  the  country  may  be  thrown. 
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held  from  it  my  approyal,  and  now  return  it  to  the  Senate,  the  bodjin 
which  it  originated. 

There  ean  be  no  question  connected  with  the  administration  of  public 
affairs,  more  important,  or  more  difficult  to  be  satisfactorily  dealt  with,  than 
4hat  which  relates  to  the  rightful  authority  and  proper  action  of  the  Fede- 
ral Government  upon  the  subject  of  internal  improvements.  To  inherent 
embarrassments  have  been  added  others  resulting  from  the  course  of  our 
legislation  concerning  it. 

I  have  heretofore  communicated  freely  with  Congress  upon  this  subject, 
and,  in  adverting  to  it  again,  I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  increased 
conviction  of  its  extreme  importance,  as  well  in  regard  to  its  bearing  upon 
the  maintenance  of  the  constitution,  and  the  prudent  management  of  the 
public  revenue,  as  on  account  of  its  disturbing  effect  upon  the  harmony  of 
the  Union. 

We  are  in  no  danger  from  violations  of  the  constitution,  by  which  en- 
eroachments  are  made  upon  the  personal  rights  of  the  citizen.  The  sen- 
tence of  condemnation  long  since  pronounced  by  the  American  people 
upon  acts  of  that  character,  will,  I  doubt  not,  continue  to  prove  as  salu- 
tary in  its  effects  as  it  is  irreversible  in  its  nature.  But  against  the  dan- 
gers of  unconstitutional  acts  which,  instead  of  menacing  the  vengeance  of 
offended  authority,  proffer  local  advantages,  and  bring  in  their  train  the 
patronage  of  the  Government,  we  are,  I  fear,  not  so  ss^fe.  To  suppose  that, 
because  our  Government  has  been  instituted  for  the  benefit  of  the  people, 
it  must  therefore  have  the  power  to  do  whatever  may  seem  to  conduce  to 
Jthe  public  good,  is  an  error,  into  which  even  honest  minds  are  too  apt  to 
fall.  In  yielding  themselves  to  this  fallacy,  they  overlook  the  great  con- 
siderations in  which  the  federal  constitution  was  founded.  They  forget 
that,  in  consequence  of  the  conceded  diversities  in  the  interest  and  condi- 
tion of  the  different  States,  it  was  foreseen,  at  the  period  of  its  adoption, 
that  although  a  particular  measure  of  the  Government  might  be  beneficial 
and  proper  in  one  State,  it  mieht  be  the  reverse  in  another — that  it  was 
for  this  reason  the  States  would  not  consent  to  make  a  grant  to  the  Fede- 
ral Government  of  the  general  and  usual  powers  of  Government,  but  of 
such  only  as  were  specifically  enumerated,  and  the  probable  effects  of 
which  they  could,  as  they  thought,  safely  anticipate :  and  they  forget  also 
the  paramount  obligation  upon  all  to  abide  by  the  compact,  then  so  so- 
lemnly, and,  as  it  was  hoped,  so  firmly  established.  In  addition  to  the 
daneers  to  the  constitutiQu  springing  from  the  sources  I  have  stated,  there 
has  been  one  which  was  pernsms  greater  than  all.  I  allude  to  the  mate- 
rials which  this  subject  has  aflforded  for  sinister  appeals  to  selfish  feel- 
ings, and  the  opinion  heretofore  so  extensively  entertained  of  its  adapta- 
tion to  the  purposes  of  personal  ambition.  With  such  stimulants  it  is  not 
surprising  that  the  acts  and  pretensions  of  the  Federal  Government,  in 
this  behalf,  should  sometimes  have  been  carried  to  an  alarmine  extent. 
The  questions  which  have  arisen  upon  this  subject  have  related— 

1st.  To  the  power  of  making  internal  improvements  within  the  limits 
4}(  a  State,  with  the  right  of  territorial  jurisdiction,  sufficient  at  least  fw 
their  preservation  and  use. 

2d.  To  the  right  of  ^>propriating  money  in  aid  of  such  works  when 
carried  on  by  a  State,  or  by  a  company  in  virtue  of  State  authority,  sur- 
rendering the  claim  of  jurisdiction :  and 
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3d.  To  the  propriety  of  appropriations  for  improvements  of  a  particular 
class,  m.  for  light-houses,  beacons,  buoys,  public  piers,  and  for  the  re- 
moval of  sand  bars,  saviyers,  and  other  temporary  and  partial  impedi- 
ments in  our  navigable  rivers  and  harbors. 

The  claims  of  power  for  the  General  Government  upon  each  of  these 
j)oiiits  certainly  present  matter  of  the  deepest  interest.    The  first  is, 
however,  of  much  the  greatest  importance,  inasmuch  as,  in  addition  to  the 
dangers  of  unequal  and  improvident  expenditures  of  public  moneys, 
common  to  all,  there  is  superadded  to  that  the  conflicting  jurisdictions  of 
Ihe  respective  G«>vemment8.    Federal  jurisdiction,  at  least  io  the  extent 
I  have  stated,  has  been  justly  regarded  by  its  advocates  as  necessarily  ap- 
purtenaottothe  power  in  question,  if  that  exists  by  the  constitution.  That 
the  moei  iojurioas  conflicts  would  unavoidably  arise  between  the  respec- 
tive jurisdictions  of  the  State  and  Federal  Governments,  in  the  absence 
of  a  constitutional  provision  marking  out  their  respective  boundaries, 
cannot  be  doubted.    The  local  advantages  to  be  obtained  would  induce 
the  States  to  overlook  in  the  beginning  the  dangers  and  difficulties  to 
which  they  might  ultimately  be  exposed.    The  powers  exercised  by  the 
Federal  Gknrernment  would  soon  be  regarded  with  jealousy  by  the  State 
authorities,  and  originating,  as  they  must,  from  implication  or  assumption, 
would  be  impossible  to  affix  to  them  certain  and  safe  limits.    Opportu- 
nities and  temptations  to  the  assumption  of  power  incompatible  with  State 
sovereignty,  would  be  increased,  and  those  barriers  which  resist  the  ten* 
deocy  of  our  system  towards  consolidation  greatly  weakened.    The 
oieers  and  agents  of  the  General  Government  might  not  always  have 
the  discretion  to  abstain  from  intermeddling  with  State  concerns ;  and  if 
they  did,  they  would  not  always  escape  the  suspicion  of  having  done  so. 
CoUisiona  and  consequent  irritations  would  spring  up;  that  harmonv 
which  should  ever  exist  between  the  Greneral  Government  and  each 
member  of  the  confederacy,  would  be  frequently  interrupted ;  a  spirit 
of  contention  would  be  engendered;  and  the  dangers  of  disunion  greatly 
multiplied. 

Yet  we  all  know  that,  notwithstanding  these  grave  objections,  this  dan* 
gerous  doctrine  was  atone  time  apparenUy  proceeding  to  its  final  establish- 
ment with  fearful  rapidity.  The  desire  to  embark  the  Federal  Government 
in  woiksof  internal  improvement,  prevailed,  in  the  highest  degree,  during 
the  first  session  of  the  first  Congress  that  I  had  the  honor  to  meet  in  my 
present  situation.  When  the  bill  authorizing  a  subscription  on  the  part 
rfthe  United  States  for  stock  in  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  Turnpike 
Company,  passed  the  two  Houses,  there  had  been  reported,  by  tihe 
Committees  on  Internal  Improvements,  bills  containing  appropriations  for 
such  objects,  inclusive  of  those  for  the  Cumberland  road,  and  for  bar- 
hors  and  lidht-houses,  to  the  amount  of  about  one  hundred  and  six  mil- 
lions of  doUars.  Ill  tfiis  amount  was  included  authority  \o  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  to  subscribe  for  the  stock  of  different  companies  to  a 
peat  extent,  and  the  residue  was  principally  for  the  direct  construction 
of  roads  by  Uiis  Government.  In  addition  to  these  projects,  which  had 
^VL  presented  to  the  two  Houses  under  the  sanction  and  recommenda* 
tion  of  their  respective  Committees  on  Internal  Improvements,  there 
Were  then  still  pending  before  the  committees,  and  in  memorials 
ptesented,  but  not  referred,  different  projects  for  works  of  a  similar 
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apply  my  best  exertions  to  a  faithful  application  of  the  rule  upon  which 
it  is  founded.  I  sincerely  regret  that  I  could  not  eive  my  assent  to  the 
bill  entitled  ^^  An  act  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Wabash  river  ;'^ 
hot  I  could  not  have  done  so  without  receding  from  the  ground  which  I 
have,  upon  the  fullest  consideration,  taken  upon  this  subject,  and  of 
whicn  Congress  has  been  heretofore  apprised^  and  without  throwing  the 
subject  again  open  to  abuses  which  no  good  citizen,  entertaining  my 
opinions,  could  desire. 

I  rely  upon  the  intelligence  and  candor  of  my  fellow-citizens,  in  whose 
liberal  indulgence  I  have  already  so  largely  participted,  for  a  correct 
appreciation  of  my  motives  in  interposing,  as  I  have  done,  on  this,  and 
other  occasions,  checks  to  a  course  of  legislation  which,  without,  in  the 
least  degree,  calling  in  question  the  motives  of  others,  I  consider  as 
sanctioning  improper  and  unconstitutional  expendituresof  public  treasure. 

I  am  not  hostile  to  internal  improvements,  and  wish  to  see  them  ex- 
tended to  every  part  of  the  country.  But  I  am  fully  persuaded,  if  they 
are  not  commenced  in  a  proper  manner,  confined  to  proper  objects,  and 
conducted  under  an  authority  generally  conceded  to  be  rightful,  that  a 
successful  prosecution  of  them  cannot  be  reasonably  expected.  The  at- 
tempt will  meet  with  resistance  where  it  might  otherwise  receive  sup- 
port, and,  instead  of  strengthening  the  bonds  of  our  confederacy,  it  will 
only  multiply  and  aggravate  the  causes  of  disunion.

<tiie  vessebNew  Orleans  and  Chippewa  were  built;  and,  also,  the  tenas 
of  any  contract  which  may  have  been  made  with  the  Government,  or  its 
authorized  agent,  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  such  land ;  and  any 
other  information  in  possession  of  the  department  relative  thereto.

an  estimate  of  the  money  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  appropriate  for 
the  fulfilment  of  the  contract ;"  which  report  was  read,  and  laid  on  the 
table.

And  that  he  also  be  requested  to 
communicate  any  information  he  may  possess  of  the  exercise  of  practical 
jurisdiction,  by  the  authorities  of  the  British  province  of  New  Brunswick, 
over  the  disputed  territory  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Maine,  ac- 
cording to  the  true  line  of  boundary  as  claimed  by  the  United  States, 
and  especially  upon  that  part  of  the  territory  which  has  been  incorporat- 
ed by  the  Government  of  Maine  into  the  town  of  Madawaska  ;  together 
with  such  representations  and  correspondence  (if  any)  as  have  been  had 
by  the  Executive  of  that  State  with  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  on  the  subject.

such  manner  as  may  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  Congress." 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Mann,  of  New  York,  further  to  amend 
said  bill  by  striking  out  the  second  section  thereof,  which  is  as  follows :

sioners for  the  time  being,  who  are  hereby  appointed  a  Board  of  Com- 
missioners, by  the  name  and  style  of  '^  Commissioners  of  the  Navy 
Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund,"  which,  together  with  any  other  moneys 
to  which  the  fund  may  become  legally  entitled,  shall  constitute  a  fund  for 
the  relief  of  the  widows,  children,  and  widowed  mothers,  and  unmarried 
sisters,  of  the  said  commission  and  warrant  officers  of  die  navy  of  the 
United  States,  to  be  invested  by  said  board,  and  the  proceed?  of  it  divided 
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and  disbursed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  hereafter  prescribed  bj 
Congress.

Clerks  of  navy  yards,  and  to  commandants  of  squadrons,  one  thousand 
one  hundred  dollars. 

And,  pending  the  question  on  this  motion, 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Allen,  of  Virginia,  that  the  said  bill  be 
committed  to  the  Committee  on  Naval  Affiurs ;  when 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Mann,  of  New  York,  to  amend  the  motion 
by  appending  thereto  the  following,  viz. 

^^  With  instructions  to  report  a  bill  to  equalize  the  pay  of  the  officers 
ot  the  army  and  navy." 

And,  pending  the  question  on  this  motion. 

The  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  12  o'clock  meridian.

Mr.  Hubbard  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  viz. 

Whereas  it  was  resolved,  at  die  last  session  of  Congress,  that  John 
Quincy  Adams  be  requested  to  deliver  an  oration  on  the  li(e  and  cha- 
racter of  General  Lauiyette,  before  the  two  Houses  of  Congress ;  and,  in 
pursuance  of  that  resolution,  and  sundry  other  resolutions  which  have 
been  subsequently  adopted,  Mr.  Adams,  on  Wednesday,  the  31st  day  of 
December,  18S4,  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  in 
the  presence  of  both  Houses  of  Congress,  and  also  in  the  presence  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  of  the  heads  of  the  respective  de- 
partments of  the  National  Government,  and  of  a  most  numerous  assem- 
bly of  citizens,  did  deliver  an  oration,  replete  with  those  pure  and 
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patriotic  sentiments  which  will  be  sacredQj  cherished  hj  every  true  and 
enlightened  American : 

The  House  of  Representatives,  well  satisfied  with  the  manner  in 
which  Mr.  Adams  has  performed  the  duty  assigned  him,  and  desirous  of 
communicating,  "through  the  medium  of  the  press,"  those  principles 
which  have  been  by  him  so  ably  discussed,  as  well  as  their  sentiments 
of  respect  for  the  distinguished  character,  and  their  sentiments  of  grati- 
tude for  the  devoted  services  of  Lafayette,  which  have  been  by  him 
on  th»  occasion  so  faithfully  expressed,  have  come  to  the  following 
resolution : 

Reaolvedj  That  copies  of  the  oration  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
House. 

The  resolution  was  amended  by  adding  thereto  these  words,  ^^  under 
the  direction  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  House  ;"  and  the  blank 
WBM  filled  with  "J|%  lAou^Ofid." 

As  thus  amended,  the  preamble  and  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Beaty,  by  leave,  submitted  the  following  resolution  ;  which  was 
read,  and  laid  on  the  table  one  day,  under  the  rule. 

Resolvedy  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  requested  to  report  to  this 
House  whether  the  whole  amount,  or  what  part  of  the  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  appropriated  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  for  the  continuation 
of  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Cumberland  river,  has  been 
applied  to  that  object,  and  wheuier  its  application  was  made  imder  the 
direction  of  the  said  Secretary  or  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  whether  the  whole  amount,  or  what  part  of  said  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars, was  directed  to  be  laid  out  upon  said  river  below  Nashville,  and,  if 
any  part  of  said  sum  be  left,  will  it  be  laid  out  in  continuation  of  the  im- 
provement of  the  river  above  Nashville,  if  not,  the  reasons  for  withhold- 
ing it. 

On  leave  given,  sundry  petitions,  &c.  were  presented,  viz. 

By  Mr.  McKennan  :  The  petition  of  Reuben  Mickle,  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  praying  to  be  paid  the  arrears  of  pension  to  which  he  con- 
ceives himself  entitled ;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Revolutionary  Pensions. 

By  Mr.  Dickinson :  The  petition  of  the  heirs  at  law  of  William 
Downes,  late  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  deceased,  praying  that  an  addi- 
tional quantity  of  land  may  be  granted  to  them  for  services  performed  by 
tfieir  ancestor,  under  an  act  of  the  State  of  Georgia  of  the  year  1784,  for 
the  examination  and  survey  of  certain  lands  Ijing  in  the  great  bend  of 
Tennessee  river ;  which  petitibn  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pri- 
vate Land  Claims. 

By  Mr.  Boon :  The  petition  of  John  C.  Thurmdn,  of  the  l^tate  of  In- 
diana, praying  permission  to  correct  an  error  in  an  entnr  of  land  pur- 
chased of  the  United  States ;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Cfom- 
mittee  on  the  Public  Lands. 

By  Mr.  Gillet :  The  petition  of  Amos  W.  Brown,  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  praying  to  be  allowed  additional  pay  for  services  rendered  by  him 
as  a  Canadian  volunteer  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain ;  which  peti- 
tion was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 

By  Mr.  Blair :  The  petition  of  merchants  and  traders  of  the  town  of 
Jonesboro',  in  the  county  of  Washington,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
praying  that  additionsi  duties  may  be  imposed  on  feathers  on  the  impor- 
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tation  thereof  into  the  United  States ;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the 
Conmuttee  on  Manufactures. 

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  submitted  by 
Mr.  Chilton  on  the  Sd  instant  upon  the  subject  of  internal  improvements ; 
and,  after  furdier  debate  thereon,  the  House,  on  motion,  proceeded  to 
the  disposal  of  the  business  on  the  Speaker's  table  and  to  the  orders  of 
the  day;  when 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
TreasuiT,  transmitting  a  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  showing  the 
result  of  the  assays  of  certain  foreign  silver  and  gold  coins,  made  in  obe- 
dience to  the  acts  of  June  25  and  28,  1834;  which  letter  and  report 
were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  report  of  J.  B.  Thornton,  Se- 
cond Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  Charles  Gratiot,  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  United  States,  and  Peter  Hagner,  Third  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  on 
the  claim  of  the  legal  representatives  of  Farrow  and  Harris,  prepared  in 
obedience  to  the  act  for  the  relief  of  the  legal  representatives  of  said 
Farrow  and  Harris,  passed  July  14,  1882. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

A  message,  in  writing,  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Donelson,  his  private  Secretary ;  which  message  was  read, 
and  is  as  follows,  viz.

To  the  House  qf  ReprewiUatives  of  the  United  States : 

In  answer  to  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  passed  on 
the  27th  ultimo,  I  transmit  a  report  made  to  me  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
on  the  subject ;  and  I  have  to  acquaint  the  House  that  the  negotiation

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Lowrie,  their  Secretary: 

Jlfir.  SjpeScer :  The  Senate  have  passed  the  joint  resolution  (No*  12^ 
^^  giving  the  right  of  way  through  the  lands  of  the  United  States  at  Har- 
per's Ferry  to  the  Winchester  and  Potomac  Railroad  Company."  The 
Senate  have  also  passed  bills  of  the  following  titles,  viz. 

No.  1.  An  act  to  settle  and  establish  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois  ; 

No.  17.  An  act  to  provide  for  the  enlistment  of  boys  for  the  navalaar- 
vice; 

No.  18.  An  act  to  change  the  titles  of  certain  officers  of  the  navy  ; 

No.  S4.  An  act  for  the  relief  of  J.  and  W.  Beeson  and  others ; 
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No.  54.  An  act  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Wabash  river ; 

No.  10.  An  act  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  the  right  to  use  the  appa- 
ratus, invented  and  patented  by  Bojd  Reilly,  for  applying  air,  gas,  or 
T)q)or,  to  the  surface  of  the  human  body,  in  the  naval  and  military  ser- 
vice, in  the  hospitals,  and  in  the  penitentiary  of  the  United  States ; 
ta  which  bills  I  am  directed  to  ask  the  concurrence  of  this  House.  And 
then  he  withdrew. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  sundry  communications,  viz. 

I.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  transmitting  the  infor- 
mation called  for  by  the  House  on  the  12th  of  December  ultimo,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  number  of  land  offices,  the  time  they  were  established,  the 
•quantity  of  land  sold  or  remaining  unsold,  the  amount  of  money  received 
in  each  district,  and  the  expense  of- keeping  up  the  land  system  in  each 
State  where  it  exists  ;  which  letter  was  read,  and  laid  on  the  table. 

II.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  transmitting  the  survey  of  the 
canal  route  from  the  Portage  summit,  in  Ohio,  to  Kearney's  line,  in 
Pennsylvania,  called  for  by  the  House  on  the  5th  of  January  instant; 
which  letter  and  survey  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Roads  and 
Canals. 

III.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  transmitting  the  information 
^called  for  on  the  30th  of  December  ultimo,  in  reference  to  the  causes 
which  led  to  the  suspension  of  operations  at  Fort  Sumter,  in  Charleston 
barbor ;  which  letter  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  submitted  by 
Mr.  Chilton  on  the  3d  instant,  upon  the  subject  of  internal  improvements. 

And,  after  further  debate  thereon,  the  House,  on  motion,  proceeded  to 
the  orders  of  the  day. 

The  House  then  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  bill  (No.  334)  to 
equalize  and  regulate  the  pay  of  the  officers  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the 
United  States.

Mr.  Jones  withdrew  so  much  of  his  motion  as  proposed  to  instruct  the 
committee  ;  when 

Mr.  Pope  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  commit,  by  adding  thereto 
lihe  following  instructions :  Strike  out,  under  the  head  of  Captains,  the 
following :

**  When  on  leave,  or  waiting  orders,  $2,000." 
And  by  striking  out  all  that  part  of  the  bill  which  is  contained  within  the 
^«vords  following,  viz. 

^<Iii  lieu  of  cabin  furniture  to  commanders  of  vesaeU  and  8quadront»  and  for  all  oUier  al- 
lovances  to  officers  attached  to  navy  yards,  or  employed  on  any  shore  duty,  except  for  de- 
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tention  and  emplojnnent  on  special  service,  for  hoiiae  rent,  or  chamber  money,  where  qmr^ 
ters  or  public  accommodations  be  not  provided,  and  for  travel  under  orders,  for  which  sixteen 
cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed.  And  all  acts,  or  parts  of  acts,  incon^stent  with  tlie  provisicms. 
of  tills  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

"  Sbc.  2.  Jind  be  it  further  enaeted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be,  and  he  i&- 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  deduct  from  the  pay  hereafter  to  become  due  of  the 
commission  and  warrant  officers  of  the  navy  of  the  United  States,  three  per  centum  of  the 
amount  thereof,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  the  navy  commisMon^ 
era  for  the  time  being,  who  are  hereby  appointed  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  *  Commissioners  of  the  Navy  Widows  and  Orphans'  Fond,'  which,  together 
with  any  other  moneys  to  which  the  fund  may  become  legally  entitled,  shall  constitute  a  fund 
fw  the  relief  of  the  widows,  children,  and  widowed  mothers  and  unmarried  sisters  of  tbe 
said  commission  and  warrant  officers  of  the  navy  of  the  United  States,  to  be  invested  by  said 
Board,  and  the  proceeds  of  it  divide4  and  disbursed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  hereafter  pre-> 
scribed  by  Congress. 

*<  Sic.  3.  Jind  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  from  and  after  tlie  passage  of  this  act,  the  distribiK 
tion  of  prize  money  to  the  officers,  seamen,  and  marines  of  the  navy  of  the  United  Statea 
shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  pay  which  said  officers,  seamen,  and  marines  shall  respectively 
leceive." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Gillet  that  the  bill  be  postponed  nntil  to-- 
morrow ;  which  motion  was  disagreed  to  by  the  House.

Mr.  Carr,  by  leave,  presented  a  memorial  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  praying  a  further  donation  of  a  portion  of  the  public 
domain,  to  assist  in  the  completion  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal,  and 
in  the  construction  of  such  other  works  of  internal  improvement  as  will 
have  a  tendency  to  open  a  line  of  communication  between  the  Wabash 
and  Ohio  rivers ;  which  memorial  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Roads  and  Canals. 

Mr.  Ewing  presented  a  duplicate  of  the  abovementioned  memorial  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana;  which  was  also  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals. 

Mr.  Joseph  M.  White,  by  leave,  presented  a  petition  of  Ferdinand 
Donald  McDonell,  of  the  Territory  of  Florida,  prayine  that  his  title  to 
certain  lands  therein  described  may  be  confirmed  ;  which  petition  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Private  Land  Claims. 

Mr.  Gamble,  by  leave,  presented  sundry  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Georeia,  requesting  the  delesates  of 
that  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  use  their  endeavors 
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to  procure  for  each  State  a  township  of  public  land,  or  such  other  quanti- 
ty as  they  may  be  able  to  obtain,  with  a  view  of  creating  a  fund  in  each 
State,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  education  of  the 
indigent  deaf  and  dumb ;  which  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Public  Lands. 

Mr.  Ewing  presented  a  petition  of  inhabitants  of  the  county  of  Knox> 
in  the  State  of  Indiana,  praying  the  aid  of  the  Government  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  railroad  from  Evansville  to  Lafayette  ;  which  petition  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals. 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  moved  by 
Mr.  McCarty  on  the  12th  instant,  in  relation  to  Indian  reservations  of 
land. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Clay  that  the  further  consideration  of  the 
said  resolution  be  postponed  until  Tuesday,  the  27th  instant. 

And  after  debate,  the  House,  on  motion,  proceeded  to  the  orders  of

Mr.  Janes  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Hardwick,  in  the 
State  of  Vermont,  praying  that  slavery  may  be  abolished  in  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  that  a  law  may  be  passed  making  provisi<m  for  the 
education  of  the  negroes  in  said  District.

City,  praying  that  the  present  system  of  discipline,  as  carried  into  opera* 
tion  in  the  penitentiary  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  be  abolished,  sod 
that  solitary  confinement,  instead  of  mechanical  labor,  be  substituted  as  a 
punishment  for  crime. 

Mr.  Chinn  presented  a  memorial  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the 
Union  Bank,  of  Georgetown,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  praying  lor  a 
renewal  of  their  ohairter  upon  the  terms  heretofore  enjoyed  by  them.

Mr.  Dickson  presented  a  memorial  of  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  praying  for  the  passage  of  a  law  for  the  final  abolition  of  slavery 
in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Mr.  Dickson  presented  a  memorial  of  the  American  Anti- Slavery  So-^ 
ciety,  praying  for  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Mr.  Dicksoii,  after  presenting  the  three  last  mentioned  memorials^, 
submitted  the  following  resolution ;  which,  together  with  said  memorials, 
were  laid  on  the  table  until  Monday  next,  viz. 

Resolved,  That  the  several  petitions  herewith  presented  for  the  ab(Hi- 
tion  of  slavery  and  the  slave  trade  in  and  through  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, be  referred  to  a  select  committee.

S.  Reaolvedj  That,  as  the  King  of  the  French  has,  in  some  of  the 
most  recent  communications  which  have  passed  between  the  ministers  of 
the  two  Governments,  given  repeated  and  reiterated  assurances  of  his 
aincere  desire  to  have  the  treaty  carried  into  effect ;  has  declared  his  in- 
tention to  present  the  bill  for  that  purpose  as  soon  as  the  Chambers  can 
be  assembled,  and  his  determination  to  use  every  exertion  is  his  power 
to  obtain  the  appropriation ;  as  the  bill  waa  heretofore  rejected  in  the 
Chamber  of  D^uties  by  a  very  small  majority,  and  as  that  body  is  now 
in  session  at  an  earlier  period  than  was  anticipated  when  Congress  met, 
we  ought  at  present  to  confide  in  the  sincerity  of  the  professions  of  the 
French  Executive ;  and  relying  still  upon  the  honor  and  integrity  of 
France,  notwithstanding  the  unjustifiable  delays  which  have  taken  place, 
not  now  abandon  the  hope  that  the  obligations  of  eood  faith  and  a  due 
aense  of  the  juatice  of  our  claims  will  not  be  finally  disregarded  and 
overlooked  by  the  French  Government  in  any  of  its  departments. 

4.  Rtaoloed^  That  it  is  not  expedient  at  this  time,  and  under  existing 
circumstances,  to  adopt  any  legislative  measures  in  relation  to  our  affidrs 
with  France.

Ordered^  That  the  Committee  on  Manufactures,  which  was  instructed, 
on  the  29th  of  December  ultimo,  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  so 
amending  the  several  acts  imposing  duties  on  imports,  that  die  same  du- 
ties be  imposed  on  all  books  imported  hereafter,, and  printed  preyJous  to 
the  year  1814,  as  are  tiow  imposed  by  law  on  books  imported  previous  t» 
the  year  1775,  be  discharged  from  the  consideration  thereof. 

Mr.  John  Quincy  Adams,  by  leave,  presented  a  memorial  of  inhabit- 
ants of  the  towns  of  Dordhestor,  Milton,  and  Quincy,  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  praying  for  the  passage  of  an  act  extending  to  parties  to 
actions  arising  under  the  patent  laws,  the  right  to  a  writ  of  error,  or  an 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  in  all  cases  where  the  matter  in  dispute,  or 
the  sum  for  which  judgoient  is  recovered,  exceeds  five  hundred  dollars; 
which  memorial  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  rule  being  suspended  lor  the  purpose,  Mr.  J<^n  Quincy  Adams 
moved  the  following  resolution ;  which  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on 
the  table  one  day,  under  the  rule,  viz. 

Resolvedj  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  requested  to 
communicate  to  this  House,  if  not  incompatible  with  the  public  interest, 
any  correspondence  with  the  Government  of  France,  and  any  despatches 
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received  from  the  minister  of  the  United  States  at  Paris,  not  hitherto* 
communicated  to  the  House,  in  relation  to  the  failure  of  the  French  Go- 
vernment to  carry  into  effect  any  stipulation  of  the  treaty  of  the  4th  of 
July,  1831. 

Mr.  Wise,  from  the  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs,  to  which  was  refer- 
red the  memorial  of  Commodpre  James  Barron,  reported  the  foUomfig 
joint  resolution,  viz. 

Resolved  by  l/*e  SenfUe  and  House  qf  Rq^resentatives  of  the  United 
States  qf  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  constitute  a  b«ard  of 
naval  oflBcers,  to  be  composed  of  three  post  captains,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  in  conjunction  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  to  revise  the  code  of 
naval  signals* 

The  said  resolution  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  the  ftur ther 
consideration  thereof  was  postponed  until  Monday  next. 

Mr.  Wise,  from  the  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs,  made  a  report  on  the 
memorial  of  Commodore  James  Barron,  praying  compensation  for  tlie 
use  of  his  invention  called,.  ^^  a  ventilator  of  ships,"  accompanied  by  a 
bill  (No.  681 )  to  provide  compensation  to  James  Barron  for  said  inven* 
tion ;  which  bill  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Vinton,  from  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals,  to  which  have 
been  referred  sundry  memorials  of  citizens  of  various  parts  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  in  relation  to  a  change  in  the  location  of  the  Cumberland  road, 
reported  a  bill  (No.  682)  amendatory  of  the  act  for  the  continuation  of 
the  Cumberland  road  j  which  bill  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and 
ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  rea,d  a  third  time  to-morrow. 

Mr.  McKim,  from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  made  an  unfa- 
Torable  report  on  the  petition  of  Jesse  S.  Kellam ;  which  report  was  read^ 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.

Mr.  Clay,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands,  to  which  was.  re- 
ferred the  bill  from  the  Senate  (No.  61 )  entitled  '^  An  act  to  remove  the 
land  office  from  Clinton  to  Jackson,  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,"  re- 
ported the  same  without  aniendment. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  read  a  third  time  to-morrow. 

Mr.  McKay,  from  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  bill  from  the  Senate  (No.  34)  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  relief 
of  J.  and  W.  Beeson  and  others,"  reported  the  same  without  amende 
ment.

States  against  Thomas  H.  Smith  and  Son,  and  their  securities. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas,  of  Maryland,  by  leave. 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals  be  instructed  to 
inquire  into  the  expediency  of  aiding,  to  relieve  from  embarrass^ienty 
the  Chesapeake  ana  Ohio  Canal  Company,  by  granting  and  releasing,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  other  stockholders,  the  slock  now  held  therein  by  die 
United  States. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chilton  Allan, 

Ordered^  That  the  second  Monday  in  February  next  be  set  apart  for 
the  consideration  of  bills  relating  to  the  business  of  the  Territories  of  Uie 
United  States. 

The  amendments  of  the  Senate  to  the  biU  (No.  S08)  entitled  ^<  An 
act  for  the  final  adjustment  of  claims  to  lands  in  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
and  Territory  of  Arkansas,"  were  read,  and  concurred  in  by  the  House. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  bill  (No.  616)  making 
appropriations  for  the  civil  and  diplomatic  expenses  of  Government  for 
the  year  1836 ;  and  the  question  recurred  on  the  amendment  moved  by 
Mr.  Vance,  and  depending  yesterday ;  when 

Mr.  Jarvis  moved  to  amend  the  said  amendment ;  whereupon, 

Mr.  Vance  accepted  the  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Jarvis,  aod  fur- 
ther modified  his  said  amendment  so  as  to  read  as  follows  r 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  second  section  of  the  act 
making  appropriations  for  the  civil  and  diplomatic  expenses  of  the  Go*^ 
yemment  for  the  year  1834,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  diat  in  no  case 
shall  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  than  collectors,  naval  o^cers^ 
and  surveyors,  whether  by  siedaries,  fees,  or  otherwise,  exceed  the  sum 
of  $2,000  each  per  annum ;  nor  shall  the  union  of  any  two  or  more  of 
19 
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these  offices  in  one  person  entitle  bim  to  receive  more  than  the  sum  of 
j(2,500  per  annum  :  Provided^  That  the  whole  number  of  custom-house 
officers  in  the  United  States  on  the  1st  of  January,  1834,  shall  not  be 
increased  until  otherwise  allowed  by  Congress  :  And  provided^  furthety 
That  the  said  collectors,  naval  officers,  and  surveyors,  shall  render  an 
account  quarterly  to  the  Treasury,  and  the  other  officers  herein  named  or 
referred  to  shall  render  an  account  quarterly  to  the  respective  collectors 
of  the  customs  where  they  are  employed,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasury, 
of  all  the  fees  and  emoluments  whatever  by  them  respectively  received, 
and  of  all  expenses  incident  to  their  respective  offices,  which  accounts 
shall  be  rendered  on  oath  or  affirmation,  and  shall  be  in  such  form,  and 
be  supported  by  such  proofs,  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  as  will,  in  his  judgment,  best  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  and  show  its  operation  and  effect :  Provided^  also^  That  any  sa- 
lary or  compensation  due  for  the  year  1834,  shall  not  be  affected  by  this 
section. 

The  question ^was  put,  Will  the  House  adopt  the  said  amendment?

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  Thai  the  Secretary  of  War 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  directed  to  cause  to  be  paid  to  each  pensioner  of 
the  United  States  the  amount  of  pension  due  from  time  to  time,  whether 
as  an  invalid  or  indigent  pensioner,  ^t  such  office  or  agency  as  he  may 
elect,  at  which  pensions  are  paid  by  the  United  States. 

The  said  resolution  was  read  the  first  and  second  time. 

Mr.  Gilmer,  by  leave,  moved  the  following  joint  resolution;  which  wa^ 
read,  and  laid  on  the  table,  viz. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  two-thirds  of  both  Houses  con-- 
earrings  That  the  following  amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  be  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  which,  when 
ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  States,  shall  be  valid 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  part  of  the  constitution,  to  wit : 

First.  No  person  who  shall  have  been  elected  President  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  again  eligible  to  that  office. 

Second.  Hereafter,  the  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  chosen  by  the  people  of  the  respective  States  in  the  man- 
ner following :  on  the  first  Monday  and  succeeding  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday, in  the  month  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  apd 
the  same  days  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  an  election  shall  be  held 
for  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  at  such  places  and 
in  such  manner  as  elections  are  held  by  the  laws  of  each  State  for  mem- 
bers of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  Legislature  thereof.  And  the 
citizens  of  each  State,  who  possess  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  the 
most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  Ledslature,  shall  then  and  there  vote 
for  President  and  Vice  President  of  tne  United  States,  one  of  whom 
shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  saif^e  State  with  themselves.  And  the 
superintendents,  or  persons  holding  elections  in  each  election  district,, 
shall  immediately  thereafter  make  returns  thereof  to  the  Governor  of  the 
State.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  together  with  such 
other  persons  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  authority  of  each  State,  to  as- 
certain the  result  of  said  returns ;  and  the  person  receiving  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President,  and  the  one  receiving  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  votes  for  Vice  President,  shall  be  holden  to  have  received  the 
whole  number  of  votes  which  the  State  shall  be  entitled  to  give  for  Pre- 
sident and  Vice  President ;  which  fact  shall  be  imtnediately  certified  by 
the  Governor,  and  sent  to  the  seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  to  each  of  the  Senators  in  Congress  from  such  State,  to  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Senate,  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. The  places  and  manner  of  holding  such  elections,  of  canvassing 
the  votes,  making  returns  thereof,  and  ascertaining  their  result,  shall'  be 
prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  Legislature  thereof.  But  Congress  majr 
at  any  time  make  or  alter  such  regulations.     Congress  shall  have  the 
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power  of  altering  the  times  of  holdine  the  elections,  but  ihej  shall  be  held 
on  the  same  days  throughout  the  United  States ;  and  of  altering  the  time 
herein  afterwards  prescribed  for  the  assembling  of  Congress  every  fourth 
year.    The  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  be  in  session  on  the  se- 
cond Monday  in  October,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-six,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter ;  and  the 
President  of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  and  practicable,  proceed  to 
open  all  the  certificates  and  returns,  and  the  electoral  votes  of  the  States 
shall  be  thereupon  counted.     The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  for  President,  shall  be  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  votes  given  ;•  but  if  no  person  have  such  majority, 
or  if  the  person  having  th^.  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  given 
shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  votes,  then  a  second  election 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  and  succeeding  Tuesday  and  Wednes- 
day, in  the  month  of  December  then  next  ensuing,  which  shall  be  con- 
fined to  the  persons  having  the  two  highest  number  of  votes  at  the  pre- 
ceding election.     But  if  two  or  more  persons  have  the  highest  and  an 
equal  number  of  votes,  then  to  the  persons  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes :  Provided^  however j  If,  in  the  first  election,  there  were  but  two 
persons  voted  for,  and  the  person  receivins  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  votes,  then,  in  the  second 
election,  the  choice  shall  not  be  confined  to  the  persons  previously  voted 
for,  but  any  person  may  be  voted  for  who  may  be  otherwise  qualified  by 
the  constitution  to  be  President  of  the  United  States ;  which  second 
election  shall  be  conducted,  the  returns  made,  the  votes  counted,  and  tbe 
result  of  the  election  in  each  State  certified  by  the  Governor,  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  first,  and  the  final  result  of  the  election  shall  be  ascer- 
tained in  the  same  manner  as  the  first,  and  at  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  law,  or  resolution  of  Congress ;  and  the  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President,  shall  be  President.    But  if  the  two  or  more 
persons  shall  have  received  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of  votes  at 
the  second  election,  or  if  the  person  who  shall  have  received  the  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  votes  given  at  the  second  election  shall  have 
died  before  the  counting  of  the  votes,  then  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives shall  choose  one  of,  the  remaining  number  of  the  persons  voted  for 
for  President,  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  the  constitution,    p^^ 
if  there  shall  have  been  but  two  persons  voted  for  in  the  second  election, 
and  the  person  who  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  votes,  the  Vice  President  then 
in  office  shall  be  President  for  the  next  succeeding  term.

That,  whatever  difference  of  opinion  may  have  existed  as  to  the 
policy  of  the  rerooYal  of  the  public  deposites,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  General  Assembly  that 
the  restoration  of  the  public  funds  to  the  custody  of  the  United  States  Bank  would  be  un« 
vise,  unnecessary,  and  injurious  to  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  these  United  States.

the  Executive  of  the  United  States,  through  the  War  Department,  or 
General  Land  Office,  or  otherwise,  in  reference  to  said  surveys,  loca- 
tions, sales,  and  transfers  of  Indian  reserves ;  together  with  the  maps  and 
plats  of  said  surveys,  and  of  the  tracts  approved  and  confirmed  by  the 
President,  under  said  transfers  and  sales,  and  what  remains  unapproved 
that  have  been  reported  and  submitted  for  his  approval ;  together  with 
the  evidence  of  title,  not  already  communicated  to  the  Senate,  under 
resolutions  of  that  body  adopted  at  the  last  session. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Clay  to  amend  the  said  resolution  by  strik- 
ing out  all  after  the  word  ^'  Resolved^^^  and  inserting  the  following,  viz. 

'^  That  a  select  committee  be  appointed  to  examine  the  records,  cor- 
respondence, and  plats  of  survey,  relating  to,  or  in  any  manner  connected 
with,  the  location,  sale,  or  transfer  of  any  or  all  Indian  reservations  which 
may  be  found  in  the  General  Land  Office,  or  Department  of  War ;  and  as« 
certain  whether  there  is  probable  cause  to  impute  fraud  to  any  agent  or 
officer  of  the  Government,  concerned  in  such  location,  sale,  or  trans- 
fer of  reservations,  and,  if  such  probable  cause  exist,  in  the  opinion  of 
said  committee,  that  they  report  so  tntich  of  said  records,  correspondence> 
and  plats  of  survey,  as  may  have  any  connexion  with  any  such  supposed 
fraudulent  transaction."

Postmaster  General,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  be  authorized 
and  required  to  advertise,  respectively,  for  sealed  proposals  to  execute, 
first,  all  printing  by  order  or  on  account  of  the  Senate ;  secondly,  all 
printing  on  account  of  the  House  of  Representatives ;  thirdly,  all  jHrint^ 
ing,  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  for  the  Post  Office  Department ; 
and,  fourthly,  all  other  printing,  within  said  District,  on  public  account. 
The  said  proposals  to  be  returned  to,  and  lodged  in,  the  Office  of  the  At- 
torney General,  and  to  be  opened,  on  some  day  to  be  prescribed  by  law^ 
and  mentioned  in  the  advertisements,  in  the  presence  of  the  said  Attor- 
ney General  and  all  the  officers  above  named,  and  the  contracts  to  be 
then  and  there  entered  into  by  and  between  the  said  officers  req»ectiFe- 
ly,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  such  persons  as  may  be 
wUling  to  undertake  the  said  printing  on  the  most  advantageous  terror  to- 
the  public,  and  to  give  adequate  security  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the 
work :  Provided,  That  no  person  nor  company  employed  by  any  one  of 
the  officers  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  same,  shaU  be  em-^ 
ployed  or  concerned  in  any  other  printing,  on  public  account,  authorized 
to  be  contracted  for  by  the  other  officers,  respeetivelv ;  and  in  ease  of 
an  equality  in  two  or  more  bids,  the  preference  shall  be  given  to  the 
person  whose  proposals  were  first  lodged  in  the  Attorney  General's  of* 
fice :  Provided,  (Uso,  That  no  person  holding  any  office  or  appointment 
under  the  Government  shall  be  employed  to  do  any  part  of  the  publie 
printing,  or  to  have  an  interest  or  concern  therein. 

This  resolution  was  read ;  and  the  hour  having  expired,  the  House  pro- 
ceeded to  die  orders  of  the  day.

In  doing  so,  however,  1  deem  it  proper  to- 
state  that  whenever  any  communication  shall  be  received,  exhibiting  any 
ehange  in  the  condition  of  the  business  referred  to  in  the  resolution,  in- 
formation will  be  promptly  transmitted  to  Congress.

Mr.  Hiester  presented  a  memorial  of  inhabitants,  male  and  female,  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  praying  Congress  to  pass  a  law  abolishiiig 
slavery  and  the  slave  trade  in  the  District  of  Columbia ; 

Mr.  Galbraith  presented  a  memorial  of  citizens  of  Venango  county,  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  also  praying  for  the  abolition  of  slavery  and 
the  slave  trade  in  said  District ; 
which  memorials  were  read,  and  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Pearce  presented  a  memorial  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  praying  that  the  annual 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  may  be  divided  among  the 
several  States  of  the  Union,  according  to  their  respective  federal  repre> 
sentative  population,  as  ascertained  by  the  last  census,  to  be  applied  by 
tiie  Ledshitures  of  the  same  to  public  education ;  which  memorial  was 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Vinton  presented  a  memorial  of  inhabitants  of  the  Territory  of 
Michigan,  residing  in  the  district  of  country  in  dispute  between  the  State 
of  Ohio  and  said  Territory,  praying  for  the  speedy  adjustment,  by  Con- 
gress,  of  the  disputed  boundary  between  said  State  anci  Territory ;  which 
memorial  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.

Mr.  Lay  presented  a  memorial  of  citizens  of  Genesee  county,  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  pray  ins  Congress  to  pass  a  law  for  the  final  abolition 
of  slavery  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Mr.  Young  presented  a  memorial  of  inhabitants  of  Plainfield,  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  also  praying  for  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

Mr.  Chinn  presented  a  petition  of  George  Evans,  of  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington, praying  to  be  allowed  remuneration  in  consequence  of  a  perma- 
nent disability  incurred  by  him  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  year  1818.

the  said  institutions,  the  bearer  ahaU  be  entitled  to  reoover  the  amount  demanded  from  a»b 
institution,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  with  interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  ten 
per  centum  per  annum,  from  the  date  of  such  demand  until  paid  and  satisfied «  asd  in  om 
that  the  person  having  the  right  to  such  demand  ahall  fiul  to  reoover,  hi  due  coone  of  hv, 
the  amount  thereof  fttrai  such  institution,  or  any  part  thereof,  it  shaU  be  lawfid  for  nch  per- 
son to  receive  therefor,  or  for  any  defidency  or  unaatiafied  part  of  the  aaid  demand,  a  certi- 
ficate or  certificates  of  funded  stock,  bearing  interest  at  five  per  centum,  ficontbeMdit 
of  the  calendar  month  next  ensuing  that  on  whieh  the  said  claim  ahnll  be  presented.  Aod 
the  stock  thus  to  be  issued  shall  be  trmnafevablc  in  the  aane  manner  as  the  fiuided  Mock  cf 
the  United  Statest  the  intereat  on  the  aame,  and  its  reimbttrsement  sUl  be  effected  ooti^ 
such  fund  as  shall  be  established  by  kw  for  that  purpoae.  And  the  fiuth  of  the  Unied 
Statea  b  hereby  pledged  to  eatabliah  aufllclent  revenues,  and  appropriate  them  fur  tStOai 
the  purposes  aforesaid:  Prtmded^  That  it  shall  be  lawfiil  for  the  United  States  to  rrinbone 
the  stock  thus  created  at  any  time  after  two  years  from  the  IsMdng  thereof. 

Sac.  13.  Jbid  be  it  Jurtket  enacted.  That  each  of  the  institutions  of  the  assenting  Statem 
aforesaid,  before  they  shall  be  employed  as  depositories  of  the  publio  moneys^  shall  agftc  w 
reedve  the  aaoieufNm  the  foUowkig  terms  and  conditions^  vis.  Fhet.  To^m,»^* 
all  aums  deposited  tiaer^  to  the  credit  of  the  Treaawer  of  the  Uiuted  States,  and  to  pajriB 

cheeks,  warrantsb  or  dralb^  drawn  on  auch  depoaitea,  in  apecie,  if  required  by  the  ^^ 
thereof.  Seeondfy,  Togive,  whenever  reqvired  by  the  SecMaryef  theT^esaoiyf  tbo>^ 
cessary  fiunlitiea  for  tranaforring  the  public  funda  from  pboe  to  pbce,  within  the  Vvtd 
States  and  the  Territoriea  thereof,  and  for  diatributing  tiie  aame  in  payment  tothepubii«c^ 
ditors,  without  charging  any  commisanwi,  or  cbdming  any  allowance  on  eeooeat  of  differ 
enoeofexehaegeorcthenriae.  TftMl^.  To  fomish  to  the  Secretary  Jif  the  Tkesiuiyt^ 
tune  to  time,  aa  often  aa  he  may  require,  not  exoeedfaig  once  n  week,  statements  of  its  oor 
dltkm  andbuaines%  setting  fiirth  the  amoont  of  capital  paid  in,  and  of  <^*^^^^ 
aame^  of  the  moneya  depoaited  therein,  of  the  notes  in  drouk^n,  and  of  the  specie  oahaad» 
with  iwsh  ether  udbriMtien  cr  detaib  aa  nqr  be  leqpilKd  by  the  mU  Secretary  I  aad  ibtf 
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also  furniib  to  the  Trtamutr  of  the  United  States  a  weekly  sutement  of  his  account  upon 
the  books  of  the  institution. 

Sbc.  14.  Jnd  be  il  Jurihar  enadedf  That,  in  case  any  of  the  said  insUtutions  employed  as  a 
depository  of  the  public  moneys,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
any  of  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them,  or  assumed  by  the  State  to  which  the  same  shall  ap- 
pertain I  or  if  it  shall  appear,  from  the  periodical  statements  of  any  of  the  said  institutions,  or 
from  personal  inspection  of  its  affairs,  that  such  institution  is  an  unsafe  depository  of  the 
public  moneys,  the  board  shall  proceed  to  state  the  facts  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  with  the  approbation  of  Congress  previously  obtained,  if  in  session, 
and  if  Congress  be  not  in  session,  to  discontinue  such  institution  {  and  in  case  of  the  discon- 
tinuance of  any  of  the  said  institutions  in  the  recess  of  Congress,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  report  to  Congress,  at  the  conunencement  of  the  next  session, 
the  lacts  and  reasons  which  induced  such  discontinuance. 

Skc.  15.  And  be  it  furthar  enacted^  That  the  Board  of  Currency,  by  one  or  more  of  its 
cooimissioners,  shall  have  and  exercise  a  visitorial  and  supervisory  control  over  the  Institu- 
tions of  tlje  several  States,  in  the  contemplation  of  this  act,  and  all  their  branches  and  trans- 
actions t  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  sud  board,  by  deputation  as  aforesaid,  to  visit  each 
and  every  of  the  said  institutions,  once  in  every  six  months  at  the  least,  and  thoroughly  to  in- 
spect the  affairs  of  said  institutions,  to  examine  all  the  books,  papers,  notes,  bonds,  and 
other  evidences  of  debt  of  the  said  institutions^  to  compare  their  Ainds  and  property  with 
the  statements  to  be  made  by  them  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  generally  to 
make  such  inquiries  and  examinations  as  may  be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  actual  condition 
of  said  institutions,  and  their  ability  to  ful61  all  the  engagements  made  by  them. 

Sbc.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  commisnoners,  or  either  of  them,  shall 
havA  power  to  examine^  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  all  the  ofRcers,  servants,  or  agents  of  said 
institntions,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  other  person,  in  relation  to  the  affairs  and  condition  of 
•aid  institutions ;  which  oath  or  affirmation  the  said  commiMioners,  or  either  of  them,  are 
personally  authorised  to  administer. 

Sec  17.  And  be  it  Jurtker  enaetedf  That,  in  ease  the  said  commissioners  shall  ascertiun; 
from  such  inspection  and  examination,  or  in  any  other  manner,  that  any  of  said  institutions 
hare  violated  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  said  commissioners  shall  immediately  report  the 
factf ,  so  ascertained  tram  soch  inspection  and  examination^  or  otherwise,  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  TreasurXf  who  shall  proceed  forthwith,  as  shall  seem  expedient,  to  protect  the  public 
from  loss  or  damage,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the  existing  laws  of  the  United 
SUtes. 

Sbc.  18.  And  be  it  fiirther  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commismonem,  in 
the  month  of  December,  in  every  year,  to  report  to  C&ngress  the  manner  in  which  they 
shall  have  discharged  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  this  act»  and  to  aoeonpsny  their  re- 
port, so  to  be  made  by  them,  by  such  other  statements  and  abstracts  as  they  may  deem  to  be 
useful  to  the  public  interest.

'  of  such  institution,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to  be  guilty  of  felony,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  in  due  course  of  law,  shall  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment,  and  kept  at  hard  labor  lor 
a  term  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  ten  yeara. 

Ssc.  31.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bond  of  Currency  to 
devise  and  ordain  all  necessary  roles  snd  ordinances  for  the  coarenient  trunaction  and  good 
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gorernment  of  their  operationt,  and  to  secure  the  observance  of  this  act  and  alt  its  provi- 
sions by  the  several  States  thereto  assenting,  and  for  the  ftithful  performance  of  their  seve- 
ral duties  and  obligations,  and  to  require  such  statements,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be 
deemed  essential  to  the  due  protection  of  the  public  interest ;  for  which  purpose,  the  ssid 
com^isiioners  shall  hare  power  and  full  authority,  by  and  in  virtue  of  this  act. 

Sac.  33.  And  be  it  further  enaeied^  That  the  secretary  shall  receive  the  per  centage  to  be 
paid  by  the  States,  make  all  needful  disbursements  thereof,  under  the  direction  of  the  bosrd, 
and  account  to  Congress  for  any  balance  which  may  remain. 

Sac.  2H.  Jnd  he  it  furiher  enaeUd.  That  each  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Currency 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive doUars  per  diem  for  the  time  necessarily  employed  there- 
in, and  ..—  dollars  for  every  twenty  miles  of  necessary  travelling,  by  the  nearest  mul 
route  between  the  points  to  be  visited,  on  the  business  of  the  board. 

Sac.  34.  Jbid  be  it  fimihtt  enadedt  That  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  each  of  the  Terri- 
tories of  the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  contingent  of  the  currency  to  be  enacted  by 
this  act,  under  such  conditions  and  limitations  as  may  be  enacted  for  such  purposes ;  snd 
whenever  any  of  the  said  Territories  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Union,  the  same  shall  be  en- 
titled, as  a  State,  to  all  the  benefiU  and  immunities,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions  and 
limitations  of  this  act,  and  the  amount  of  the  currency  shall  be  commensurately  increased 
for  that  purpose. 

Sac.  35.  Jnd  be  it  further  enaeted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Currency  to 
keep  fair  records  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  the  same  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
either  House  of  Congress,  or  any  committee  thereof,  and  the  right  to  modify  or  repeal  this 
act,  or  any  of  its  provisions,  shall  be  reserved,  subject  to  the  just  fulfilment  of  any  unsatis- 
fied engagements. 

Sxc.  3d.  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted,  l*hat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  consider  sll 
subjects  connected  with  the  currency  in  rektion  to  the  interests  of  agricultiu^,  nanufiic- 
tures,  or  commerce,  which  may  be  charged  upon  them  by  either  House  of  Congress,  and 
report  thereon  from  time  to  time. 

Sac.  37.  Jnd  be  it  further  enaded.  That  a  majority  of  all  the  commisnoners  diall  be  ne- 
cessary to  constitute  a  quorum  for  transacting  the  general  business  of  the  board,  but  any  six 
of  the  members,  with  their  president,  may  transact  the  ordinary  business,  in  conformity  to 
the  rules  and  ordinances. 

Sac.  38.  Jnd  be  it  further  enaeted%  That,  in  case  of  sickness  or  necessary  absence  of  the 
president,  he  shall  designate  a  member  of  the  board  to  act  as  president  pro  tempore,  for  or- 
dinary bunness  {  and  in  de&ult  of  such  designation,  the  board,  any  seven  members  being 
present,  may  elect  a  president  pro  tempore.

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Lowrie,  their  Secretary; 

Mr.  Speaker :  The  Senate  have  passed  bills  of  the  following  titles,  viz. 

No.  111.  An  act  for  the  continuation  and  repair  of  the  Cumberland 
road  in  the  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois. 

No.  151.  An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  building  a  light-house  at 
Mobile  point,  and  for  placing  buoys  in  Mobile  bay. 

Mr.  Casey,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands,  to  which  was 
referred  a  memorial  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
praying  additional  remuneration  to  the  militia  and  rangers  who  defended 
the  frontier  of  the  United  ^ates  during  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain, 
made  a  report  thereon,  accompanied  by  a  bill  (No.  732)  granting  a  bounty 
in  land  to  the  organized  militiamen,  mounted  militiamen,  ana  rangers, 
who  defended  the  frontier  during  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain ;  which 
bill  was  read  the  first  time.

Jn4  be  U  further  enaetedt  That  no  bank  shall  hereafter  be  selected  and  employed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  a  depository  of  the  public  money,  until  such  bank  shsll 
have  first  furnished  to  the  said  Secretary  a  statement  of  its  condition  and  business,  setting 
forth  the  amount  of  capital  paid  in,  and  of  the  debts  due  to  the  tamtf  of  the  moneys  depo- 
sited thartinf  of  tlie  notes  in  circulation,  and  of  the  specie  on  hand;  a  list  of  the  stock- 
holders, and  of  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each  «  the  current  price  of  its  stock  ;  and» 
also,  a  copy  ofits  charter  t  and,  likewise,  such  other  information  as  may  be  neoesasry  to 
ensble  him  to  judge  of  the  safety  of  its  condition. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Binney  to  amend  the  said  section  as  fol- 
lows: 

After  the  word  ^^  same^^^  insert,  "  distinguishing  the  several  kinds 
thereof." 

After  the  word  ^^  /Aeretn,"  insert,  ^'  distinguishing  private  from  public 
deposites,  and  the  deposites  by  banks  from  other  deposites,  setting  forth 
the  names  of  the  respective  banks,  and  the  amounts  deposited  thereby." 

After  the  word  ^^  handy'*^  insert,  "  specifying  the  respective  amounts 
of  gold  and  silver,  its  real  estate,  its  investments  in  stock  or  otherwise, 
showing  the  different  kinds  thereof." 

The  fourth  section  of  said  bill  is  as  follows : 

Sbc.  4.  Jnd  he  it  further  enaeted^  That  the  said  banks,  before  they  shall  be  employed  as 
the  depositories  of  the  public  money,  shall  agree  to  receive  the  same  upon  the  following 
terms  and  conditions,  viz. 

Firtt,  They  shall  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as 
he  msy  require,  not  exceeding  once  a  week,  statements  setting  forth  its  condition  and  bus- 
ness,  as  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act,  except  that  such  statements  need  not, 
unless  requested  by  said  Secretary,  contain  a  list  of  the  stockholders,  or  the  number  of  shares 
held  by  each,  nor  a  copy  of  the  charter.  And  the  said  banks  shiJl  furnisli  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  and  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  a  weekly  statement  of  the  con- 
dition of  his  account  upon  their  books.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  haire  the 
right,  by  himself,  or  an  agent  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  inspect  such  general  accounts 
in  the  books  of  the  bank  as  shall  relate  to  the  said  statements :  Pronded^  That  this  shall  not 
be  construed  to  imply  a  right  of  inspecting  the  account  of  any  private  individual  or  indifi- 
duals  with  the  bank. 

Secondly.  To  keep  in  its  vaults,  or  the  vaults  of  other  banks,  an  amount  of  specie  equal 
to  one-fourth  the  amount  of  its  notes  and  bills  in  circulation,  and  the  balance  of  its  accounts 
with  other  banks  payable  on  demand.  At  the  same  time, 

Jhirdhf.  To  credit  as  specie  all  sums  deposited  therein  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  UnitcKl  States,  and  to  pay  all  checks,  warrants,  or  drafts  drawn  on  such  deposites,  in 
specie,  if  required  by  the  holder  thereof. 

FmrMy.  To  g^ve,  whenever  required  by  the  SecreUry  of  the  Treasury,  the  necesMiy 
faciltties  for  transferring  the  public  funds  from  place  to  pUce,  within  the  United  States  and 
the  Territories  thei«of,  and  for  (fistriboting  the  same  in  payment  of  the  public  erediton, 
wttlisut  charging  oomoifnoiii,  or  claiming  allowance  on  account  of  difference  of  ezcfaai^. 
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A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Binnej  to  amend  the  Mid  fourth  section 
as  follows : 

Strike  oQt  the  second  article  of  the  section,  and,  in  lieu  thereof,  insert 
the  following : 

^^  To  keep  in  its  Taults  an  amount  of  specie,  which,  together  with  the 
baknee  of  all  its  accounts  with  specie-paying  banks,  shall  be  equal  to 
one^fifth  of  the  amount  of  its  notes  and  bills  in  circulation,  and  its  public 
and  private  deposites.^' 

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  article  of  said  fourth  section  insert  two  ad- 
ditional articles,  as  follows: 

To  do  and  perform  the  duties  of  pension  agent  without  any 
allowance  or  compensation,  except  for  the  actual  cost  of  books  and  sta- 
tionery. 

To  pay  interest,  quarterly,  into  the  Treasuiy*,  at  the  rate  of 
two  per  centum  per  annum,  on  the  average  balance  of  the  public  moneys 
on  deposite,  over  and  above  a  sum  which  shall  be  equal  to  five  per  centum 
of  its  capital  actually  paid  in :  Provided^  That  no  interest  be  payable 
when  the  said  average  quarterly  balance  does  not  exceed  jj(50,0U0." 

The  sixth  section  of  said  bill  is  as  follows : 

Sic.  6.  And  he  it  further  tnadedt  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treaaiuy  ihall  be»  and  he  it 
hereby,  authorized,  and  it  shall  be  hts  duty,  whenever,  in  hia  judgment,  the  tame  thallbe 
necemuy  or  proper,  to  require  of  any  bank,  so  teleeted  and  employed  as  aforesaid,  colb- 
teral  or  additional  securities  for  the  safe  keepings  of  public  monejrs  deposited  therein,  and 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required  by  this  act. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Binney  to  amend  the  said  sixth  section  as 
follows :

public  money  withdrawn  therefrom,  so  long  as  the  said  bank  shall  continue  to  do  and  per* 

Ibnn  the  several  duties  and  services  required  to  be  performed  by  this  act,  and  so  long  as 

•aid  bank  shall  continue  to  be,  in  all  respects^  a  safe  depository  of  the  public  money.    But 

If,  at  any  time,  any  of  said  banks  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  perform  any  of  said  duties  or  services 

mm  prescribed  by  this  act,  and  stipulated  to  be  performed  by  their  contracts^  or  If  it  shall 

appear,  from  the  periodical  or  quarterly  statements  of  any  of  sud  banks  returned  to  the 

Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  or  from  personal  inspection  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  said 

banka  or  otherwise,  that  any  of  said  banks  have,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days,  bad  in  their 

rwalXM^anddepentedin  other  banks,  to  meet  the  paymeni  of  their  notee  and  biilit  a  ku  amount 

ofapeeUf  upen  an  averaget  than  on&fourth  of  the  average  amouni  of  their  hUk  and  natet  in  eir» 

culaHmit  ineluding  the  balance  of  ite  aeeounte  toOk  other  banks,  penfobk  on  demand  during  the 

same  Hme  /  or  if  any  (/the  said  banks  have  so  extended  or  conducted  the  business  thereof 

as  to  render  it«  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  an  unsafe  depository  of  the 

public  money,  he  shall  be  authorized,  with  the  approbation  of  Congress,  previously  obtained , 

if  in  session,  and  if  Congress  be  not  in  sesaon,  he  may  discontinue  any  such  bank  as  a  de- 
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pository,  and  withdraw  from  it  the  public  moneya  which  it  may  hold  on  depoiite  at  the  time 
or  such  discontinuance.

A  motion  was  made  bj  Mr.  Binney  to  amend  the  said  eighth  section 
as  follows : 

Strike  out  the  following  words,  viz.  ^  and  deposited  in  other  banks, 
to  meet  the  payment  of  their  notes  and  bills,  a  less  amount  of  specie, 
upon  an  average,  than  one-fourth  of  the  average  amount  of  their  bills  and 
notes  in  circulation,  including  the^balance  of  its  accounts  with  other  banb, 
payable  on  demand  during  the  same  time  ;  or  if  any  oP' — 

And,  in  lieu  thereof,  insert  the  following : 

^'  A  less  amount  of  specie,  upon  an  average,  than  is  required  by  the 
fourth  section  of  this  act ;  or  if  any  of — 

After  the  word  ^^  dMConlJmiafice,'*  insert,  ^^  And  in  case  Congress  shall 
not  at  the  same  session  approve  of  such  discontinuance,  the  said  monej 
shall  continue  to  be  deposited  in  the  said  banks,  respectively,  as  before 
said  discontinuance." 

After  the  words  <^  Secretary  of  the  Treasury ^^^  where  Aey  occur  tbe  last 
time  in  said  section,  insert,  *^  it  shall  become  his  duty  to  continue  his 
deposites  therein,  as  before  ordered." 

At  the  end  of  the  bill,  Mr.  Binney  moved  to  insert  the  following,  as 
an  additional  section,  viz. 

Skc.  11.  And  he  it  Jvrther  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasuiy  to  arrange  in  a  tabular  form,  at  the  berinning 
of  every  month,  the  statements  required  in  the  fourth  section  of  mis  act, 
and  forthwith  to  publish  the  same  in  two  daily  newspapers  printed  in  the 
city  of  Washinston* 

A  division  of  the  question  on  these  several  amendments  proposed  bj 
Mr.  Binney  was  called  for;  when 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Graham  to  amend  the  second  part  of  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Binney  to  the  fourth  section  of  the  bill,  bj 
•striking  out  so  much  thereof  as  is  contained  in  the  words  following : 

^'  SixMy.  To  pay  interest,  quarterly,  into  the  Treasuiy,  at  the  rate  of 
two  per  centum  per  annum,  on  the  average  balance  of  the  public  moneyson 
deposite,  over  and  above  a  sum  which  shall  be  equal  to  five  per  centum  of 
its  capital  actually  paid  in :  Pravidedy  That  no  interest  be  payable  when 
the  said  average  Quarterly  balance  does  not  exceed  $50,000." 

And  inserting  tne  following : 

^^  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  several  local  and  State  banks  in  which 
the  public  moneys  may  hereafter  be  deposited,  shall  pay  interest  to  tbe 
United  States  for  the  use  of  the  same  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum  per 
annum. 
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**  Be  UJurther  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  keep 
a  bank  book,  in  which  shall  be  entered  his  account  of  deposites  in,  and 
moneys  drawn  from,  the  banks  in  which  such  deposites  shall  be  made  ; 
and  said  book  shall,  at  any  time,  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  and  ex- 
amination of  any  committee  of  Congress  appointed  for  that  purpose.''

That  Senators  should  be  elected  directlj  by  the  people  and 
by  general  ticket  in  their  respective  States." 

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  bill  (No.  7S8)  granting 
a  bounty  in  land  to  the  organized  militiamen,  mounted  militiamen, 
and  rangers,  who  defended  the  frontier  during  tne  late  war  with  Great 
Britain.

Congress  is  deemed  necessary,  to  enable  the  Government  to  carry  into 
effect,  in  good  faith,  either  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1803,  relating  to 
the  16th  section,  and  the  act  of  1817,  relating  to  the  five  per  cent.,  or 
the  stipulations  contained  in  the  aforesaid  treaties  With  the  Chickasaws.

Mr.  Philo  C.  FuUer  presented  a  memorial  of  inhabitants  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  praying  for  the  passaee  of  a  law  for  the  purchase  and 
emancipation  of  the  slaves  in  the.  District  of  Columbia ; 

Mr.  Denny  presented  a  memorial,  signed  by  sundxr  ladies  of  the  town 
of  Alleghany,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  praying  for  the  passage  of  a 
law  abolishing  slavery  in  Ae  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Territories 
under  the  control  of  Congress ; 
which  memoriab  were  severally  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Pearce  presented  a  memorial  of  Joel  Read,  Icfiabod  Tabor,  and

Mr.  May  presented  a  petition  of  Samuel  Cozad,  of  the  State  of  lllinob, 
praying  Congress  to  grant  him  such  relief  as  they  may  think  proper,  in 
consequence  of  sufferings  and  hardships  endured  by  him  while  in  the 
captivity  of  the  Shawnee  Indians,  in  the  year  1794.

Mr.  Lyon  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  Territory  of  MicbigaOf 
praying  for  a  grant  of  land  to  aid  in  the  opening  and  construction  of  a 
road  from  Lower  Sandusky,  by  Port  Oleron  to  Toledo,  in  said  Territonr. 

Mr.  Joseph  M.  White  presented  a  memorial  of  the  trustees  of  die  Me- 
thodist Episcopal  Church  of  the  Territory  of  Florida,  praying  that  a  lot 
of  land  belonging  to  the  United  States,  lying  in  the  city  of  St.  Augustine, 
called  the  old  dragoon  barracks,  may  be  granted  to  them^for  the  purpoee 
of  erecting  a  church  thereon.,

Mr.  Lucius  Lyon  presented  a  petition  of  the  children  of  Jacob  SmiU) 
deceased,  late  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  praying  that  a  law  may  be 
passed,  confirming  to  them  their  claims  to  certain  lands  therein  mention- 
ed, which  were  reserved  to  them  by  the  treaty  with  the  Chippewa  tribe 
of  Indians,  on  the  24th of  September,  1819.

Mr.  Carr  also  presented  a  petition  of  Etienne  Stephen  Lalande,  of 
the  State  of  Alabama,  praying  Congress  to  confirm  to  nim  his  title  to  a 
tract  of  land  therein  mentioned  and  described. 

Ordered^  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Private  Land  Claims. 

Mr.  McCarty,presented  a  petition  of  sundry  citizens  and  Indian  trad- 
ers of  the  State  of  Indiana,  in  behalf  of  Maria  Christiana,  daughter  of 
Kabeno-quah,  of  the  Miami  nation  of  Indians,  prayine  that  the  annuities 
heretofore  granted  to  said  Maria  Christiana,  and  her  children,  which  have 
been  stopped,  from  some  cause  unknown  to  them,  may  be  continued  and 
paid  to  them ;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs. 

Mr.  Joseph  M.  White  presented  a  memorial  of  Henry  Perrine,  consul

Mr.  Pope  presented  resolutions  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky,  requesting  their  Representatives  to  use  their  exer- 
tions to  procure  the  paasajge  of  a  law  autnorizing  the  purchase  of  the 
stock  held  by  individuals  in  the  LouisviUe  and  Portland  Canal  Compa- 
ny, by  the  United  States,  and  making  said  canal  a  free  highwapr  for  the 
trade  of  the  Ohio  river ;  which  resdutions  were  read,  and  laid  on  the 
table. 

Mr.  Gorham  presented  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  the

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the   river  Potomac,  was  read  the  third   time,   and  passed.     Where- 
upon, 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Mercer  that  the  House  do  reconsider  the  ' 
vote  by  which  the  said  resolution  was  passed  ;  when 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  bill  (No.  728)  sup- 
plementary to  ^^  An  act  to  authorize  the  extension,  construction,  and  use 
of  a  lateral  branch  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  into  and  within  the 
District  of  Columbia." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Parker  to  amend  the  said  bill ;  and,  after

and,  in  lieu  thereof,  insert  the  following,  viz. 

*^  When  in  command  of  squadrons  on  foreign  stations,  4,000  dollars ; 

"  When  on  other  duty,  3,500  dollars  ; 

«  When  off  duty,  2,500  dollars." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Jones,  of  Georgia,  to  amend  this  amend- 
ment by  striking  out  from  the  part  to  be  inserted  3,500  dollars,  and  in- 
serting 3,000  dollars ;  and  by  striking  out  2,500  dollars,  and  inserting 
2,000  dollars.     This  motion  was  disagreed  to  by  the  House  ;  and 

The  amendment,  as  reported  from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House,  was  then  concurred  in. 

The  second  amendment,  which  proposes  to  strike  out  that  clause  of 
the  bill  which  allowed  to  surgeons  an  increase  of  three-fourths  of  pay 
when  appointed  to  perform  the  duties  of  surgeon  general,  was,  then^ 
also,  concurred  in  by  the  House. 

The  remaining  amendments  were  also  concurred  in. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Gillet  further  to  amend  the  said  bill 
by  striking  out  the  following,  viz.

"  The  compensation  hereinbefore  specified  shall  be  in  full  for  pay  and 
subsistence,  and  for  all  allowances  whatever,  except  for  travelling  ex- 
penses when  under  orders,  for  which  ten  cents  per  mile  shall  be  al- 
lowed ;" 
and,  in  lieu  thereof,  inserting  the  following,  viz. 

"  Skc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  allowance  shall  hereafter 
be  made  to  any  officer  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  for  draw- 
ing bills,  for  receiving  or  disbursing  money,  or  transacting  any  business 
for  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  nor  shall  he  be  allowed  ser- 
vants, or  pay  for  servants,  or  clothing  or  rations  for  them,  or  pay  for  the 
same ;  nor  shall  any  allowance  be  made  to  him  for  rent  of  quarters,  or 
pay  or  rent  for  furniture,  or  for  lights  or  fuel.  It  is  hereby  expressly  de- 
clared that  the  yearly  allowance  provided  in  this  act  is  all  the  pay,  com- 
pensation, and  allowance  that  shall  be  received,  under  any  circumstances 
whatever,  by  any  such  officer  or  person,  except  for  travelling  expenses 
when  under  orders,  for  which  ten  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed.'* 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Watmough  to  amend  the  amendment  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Gillet  by  substituting,  for  the  section  proposed  to  be  insert- 
ed, the  following,  viz. 
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^^  And  it  is  hereby  further  expressly  declared  that  no  allowance  shall 
hereafter  be  made  to  any  officer  or  person  employed  in  the  naval  service 
of  the  United  States,  for  drawing  bills,  for  receiving  or  disbursing  mo- 
neys, or  transacting  any  business  for  the  Government  of  the  United 
States ;  nor  shall  he  be  allowed  pay  for  servants,  or  clothing  or  rations 
for  them,  or  pay  for  the  same." 

And  on  the  question.  Shall  the  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  GiUet  be 
amended  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Watmough  ? 

It  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Jones,  of  Georgia,  to  amend  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Gillet  by  inserting  in  the  part  proposed  to 
be  inserted  the  following  :  ''  nor  shall  any  officer  or  person  be  allowed  to 
transport,  or  aid  in  the  transporting,  for  pay,  any  specie  or  property  for 
any  person."     This  motion  was  disagreed  to  by  the  House.

The  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  to  which  were  referred  those  parts  of  the  Govem^* 
message  relating  to  the  finanees  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  having  bad  the  »>* 
under  conndenation,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

That  suitable  protection  of  domestic  industry  and  enterprise,  and  the  furtherance  of  io^'" 
nal  improvement  of  a  national  character,  are  essential  to  the  defence  and  independence 
the  country,  the  prosperity  of  its  agricultural,  manufikcturing,  and  commercial  punoits  ^ 
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the  advancement  of  its  general  intereits  and  welfa^.  That  a  national  bank,  with  powefa 
properly  limited  and  restricted,  ia  essential,  if  not  indispensable,  as  a  fiscal  agent,  as  veil  as 
necessary  to  sustain  and  preserve  a  sound  and  uniform  currency,  and  gpve  the  requisite 
&cilitiea  to  trade,  commerce,  and  manufactures. 

That  an  equitable  distribution,  among  the  several  States,  of  the  moneys  arising  fVom  the 
sale  of  the  public  lands,  for  the  purposes  of  education  and  internal  improvement,  comports 
alike  with  sound  policy  and  the  principles  of  justice. 

That  the  maintenance  of  the  just  powers  of  each  department  of  the  Government,  as  con* 
fined  and  defined  by  the  constitution,  ia  essential  to  the  preservation  of  public  liberty,  and 
the  perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions ;  and  that  the  Executive  of  the  United  States,  m  his 
late  removal  of  the  public  moneys  from  the  place  of  custody  established  by  law,  eiercised  a 
power  not  given  to  him  by  the  constitution  or  laws,  but  in  derogation  of  both,  and  in  hla 
late  protest  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  has  asserted  doctrines,  and  claimed  for  him- 
self powers,  at  variance  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  constitution,  subversive  of  the  legiti- 
mate authority  of  the  other  branches  of  the  Government,  and  dangerous  to  the  liberties  of 
the  people. 

Tour  committee  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Beaohtdf  (the  Governor  and  Council  concurring  herein,)  That  our  Senators  in  Congress 
be  instructed,  and  our  Representatives  be  requested,  by  their  influence  and  votes,  to  sustain 
the  principles  and  policy  herein  asserted,  and  especially  to  maintain  inviolate  the  authority 
of  tlie  Legislative  Department  of  the  Government,  and  resist  all  encroachments  upon  its 
constitutional  powers.

The  House  then  proceeded  in  the  consideration  of  the  said  bill,  and 
the  amendments  reported  thereto  from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House  on  the  26th  of  June,  1834,  were  read,  and  concurred  in  by  the 
House. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  John  Quincy  Adams  further  io  amend 
said  bill  by  striking  out  the  second  section  thereof,  viz. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  territory  shall  be 
forever  hereafter  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  various  Indian  tribes  wha 
may  have  a  right  to  the,  same.  And  the  faith  of  the  United  States  is 
hereby  pledged,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  territory  which  has  been, 
or  may  be,  granted  to  any  of  the  Indian  tribes,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  secured  to  them  and  their  heirs  and  descendants,  forever ;  and,  if 
they  prefer  it,  the  United  States  will  cause  a  patent  or  grant  to  be  made 
and  executed  to  the  same ;  and  in  case  any  two  or  more  tribes  shall^ 
unite  and  form  a  single  tribe,  the  grants  to  such  tribes  shall  enure  to  the 
benefit  of  such  united  tribe,  on  such  terms  as  said  tribes  shall  agree  upon. 
And  that  the  right  of  such  Indians  or  tribes  shall  not  be  impaired  by 
their  being  at  any  time  formed  into  a  territory  or  one  of  the  United 
States  :  Provided^  that  such  land  shall  revert  to  the  United  States,  if  the 
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Indians,  for  whose  benefit  such  grants  have  or  shall  be  made,  should  be- 
come extinct,  or  abandon  them. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Gilmer  to  amend  the  said  second  section 
by  inserting  therein,  after  the  word  7%a/,  where  it  occurs  after  the 
enacting  words,  the  words  '^  lands  within.'' 

And,  after  debate,  and  pending  the  question  on  this  motion, 
The  House  adjourned  until  to-raorrow,  11  o'clock  A.  M.

Mr.  Love,  by  leave,  presented  a  memorial  of  Samuel  Ragan,  a  soldier 
in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  setting  forth  that  the  bounty  land 
which  bas  been  granted  him  is  unfit  for  cultivation,  and  praying  permis- 
sion to  exchange  the  same  for  land  fit  for  cultivation ;  which  memorial 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Private  Land  Claims. 

Mr.  Fulton,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims,  made  a  report  on  the  pe- 
tition of  Abner  Stetson,  accompanied  by  a  bill  (No.  757)  for  his  relief; 
which  bill  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  House  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Cambreleng,  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs,  to  which 
was/eferred  the  bill  from  the  Senate  (No.  5)  entitled  "  An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  satisfaction  of  claims  due  to  certain  American  citizens  for 
spoliations  committed  on  their  commerce  prior  to  the  SOth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1800,"  moved  that  the  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  said  bill,  and  that  it  do  lie  on  the  table.  This  motion  was 
agreed  to  by  the  House. 

Mr.  Connor,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads, 
to  which  was  referred  the  bill  from  the  Senate  (No.  128)  entitled  '^  An 
act  to  change  the  organization  of  the  General  Post  Office,"  reported  the 
same  with  an  amendment,  viz.  to  strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  words, 
and  to  insert  a  new  bill. 

Ordered^  That  the  said  bill  be  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House  on  Tuesday  next. 

Mr.  Chinn,  from  the  Committee  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  reported 
a  bill  ( No.  758)  making  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  penitentiaiy 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  year  1835  ;  which  bill  was  read  tbe 
first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House 
to-morrow. 

Mr.  Foster,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reported  a  bill  (No. 

759)  for  the  relief  of  Elizabeth  J.  Wilson,  Anne  C,  Wilson,  and  Malvi- 
na  A.  Campbell ;  which  bill  was  read  the  first  ^nd  second  time,  and 
ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  read  a  third  time  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Foster,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reported  a  bill  (No. 

760)  for  the  relief  of  Sarah  H.  B.  Stith ;  which  bUl  was  read  the  fint 
and  second  time,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  read  a  third  time  to* 
morrow. 

Mr.  Polk,  by  leave,  presented  a  memorial  of  the  committee  appointed 
by  an  internal  improvement  and  railroad  convention  of  the  people  of 
Tennessee,  held  in  the  town  of  Columbia  on  the  15th  day  of  Septem- 
ber last,  praying  Congress  to  make  an  appropriation  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars  for  the  survey  of  a  national  road  irom  Memphis,  in  Tennessee,  to 
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some  point  on  the  line  between  the  State  of  Tennessee  and  the  State  of 
Virginia ;  which  memorial  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Roads  and 
Canals. 

Mr.  Ashley,  by  leave,  presented  ^^  amendments  to  the  constitution  of 
the  State  of  Missouri ;''  which  amendments  relate  to  the  boundaries  of 
that  State,  and  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Beaty,  by  leave,  moved  the  following  joint  resolution,  viz. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rqn-esentatives  qf  the  United 
States  oj  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  Secretary  of  War 
be  instructed  to  expend  ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars appropriated  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  for  the  improvement  of 
the  navigation  of  the  Cumberland  river,  between  the  mouth  of  Laurel 
river  and  the  Big  South  fork  of  Cumberland  river,  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  stone  coal  mines,  durine  the  next  summer. 

The  said  resolution  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  the  further 
consideration  thereof  was  postponed  until  Monday  next. 

Mr.  Hamer,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  which  was  instructed 
*^  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  and  economy  of  so  altering  and  amend- 
ing the  laws,  that,  hereafter,  all  printing  whatever,  required  to  be  done 
for  the  United  States,  in  any  part  of  the  public  service,  shall  be  done 
and  performed  within  the  District  of  Columbia ;  and  that  no  such  print- 
ing shall  be  done  by  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  concerned,  in 
any  way  of  emolument,  with  any  public  journal  or  newspaper,"  made  a 
report ;  which  being  read,  in  part,  the  hour  expired,  and  the  House,  on 
motion,  proceeded  to  the  orders  of  the  day,  and  to  the  business  on  the 
Speaker's  table. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  First  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury,  transmitting  a  list  received  from  the  Register  of  the 
Treasury,  of  the  balances  standing  on  the  books  of  the  revenue,  which 
have  remained  unsettled  by  the  collectors  of  the  customs  and  others,  or 
appear  to  have  been  due  more  than  three  years  prior  to  the  SOth  of  Sep- 
tember, 18S4  ;  which  letter  and  list  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
State,  transmitting  an  abstract  showing  the  number  of  American  seamen 
registered  in  each  port  of  entry,  and  in  each  quarter,  during  the  year 
1834,  as  far  as  the  same  appears  by  returns  made  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  May  28,  1796 ;  which  letter  and  abstract 
were  laid  on  the  table.

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  bill  (No.  490)  to  pro- 
vide for  the  establishment  of  a  western  territorj,  and  for  the  security 
and  protection  of  emigrant  and  other  Indian  tribes  therein. 

The  question  recurred  on  the  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Gilmer,  yes- 
terday, to  amend  the  second  section  of  the  bill ;  which  amendment  was, 
upon  the  question  put  thereon,  agreed  to  by  the  House. 

Various  amendments  having  been  made  to  the  said  section, 

The  question  was  put  on  the  motion  made  by  Mr.  John  Quincy  Ad- 
ams, yesterday,  to  strike  out  the  said  second  section, 

And  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Various  other  amendments  were  made  to  said  bill,  when  a  motion  wis 
made  by  Mr.  Vinton  further  to  amend  the  same  by  striking  out  from  the 
seventh  section  thereof  these  words :  ^^  All  the  regulations  adopUd  (y 
the  said  council  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Oovernor  for  his  consideration 
and  shall  have  no  force  until  approved  by  him ;"  and  inserting,  in  lieu 
thereof,  the  following :  ^'  The  said  general  council  shall  be  the  judge  of 
the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications  of  its  members ;  and  a  majority 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business :  it  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its 
proceedings,  and  all  copies  of  the  laws  and  regulations  of  said  general 
council  shall  be  annually  transmitted  by  the  Governor  to  each  House  of 
Congress ;  and  all  such  laws  and  regulations  shall  be  subject  tobea^ 
nulled  by  Congress.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of  said  council  who 
has  not  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years ;  and  all  male  persons  of 
said  tribes,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
the  election  of  the  members  of  said  General  Assembly." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Garland  to  amend  this  amendment  by 
striking  out  these  words :  '^  and  all  such  laws  and  regulations  shall  be 
subject  to  be  annulled  by  Congress."  This  motion  was  disagreed  to  by 
the  House. 

And  the  question  was  put,  that  the  House  do  agree  to  the  amendment 
moved  by  Mr.  Vinton, 

And  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Various  other  and  further  amendments  were  then  made  to  said  bill 

The  eleventh  section  of  said  bill  is  as  follows : 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That,  in  order  to  encourage  the 
said  tribes,  and  to  promote  their  advancement  in  the  arts  of  civiliz^ 
life,  and  to  afford  to  them  a  convincing  proof  of  the  desire  of  the  United 
States  that  they  may  eventually  be  secured  in  all  the  blessings  of  free 
government,  and  admitted  to  a  full  participation  of  the  privileges  now 
enjoyed  by  the  American  people,  it  rfiall  be  competent  for  the  said  con- 
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federated  tribes  to  elect,  in  such  manner  as  the  general  council  may 
prescribe,  a  Delegate  to  the  Congress  of  the  'United  States,  who  shall 
have  the  same  powers,  privileges,  and  compensation,  as  are  possessed 
by  the  Delegates  of  the  respective  Territories. 

A  motion  was  inade  by  Mr.  Dickinson,  of  Tennessee,  to  amend  this 
section  as  follows :  strike  out  ^'  a  Delegate  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,^^  and  insert,  ^^  an  agent  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States.'' 
Strike  out,  ^^potoers^  privileges^  and^*^  and  strike  out,  "  are  possessed  6v" 
so  as  that  the  sentence  shall  read,  ^'  An  agent  to  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  who  shall  have  the  same  compensation  as  the  Delegates 
of  the  respective  Territories." 
And  pending  the  question  on  this  amendment. 
The  House  adjourned  until  Monday,  11  o'clock  A.  M.

Mr.  Coulter  presented  a  petition  of  John  Gilbert,  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, praying  remuneration  for  services  rendered,  and  a  disabilitj 
iiicurred  by  him  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  daring  the 
late  war  with  Great  Britain. 

Mr.  Sutherland  presented  a  petition  of  Martin  Clark,  praying  to  be 
allowed  a  pension  for  injuries  sustained  by  him  while  serving  as  a  sea- 
man on  board  the  United  States  ship  North  Carolina,  conunanded  bj 
Commodore  John  Rodgers,  in  the  year  1825.

Mr.  Grayson,  from  the  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs,  to  which  were  re- 
ferred the  petitions  of  Mary  McPherson,  Mary  W.  Rose,  Eliza  C. 
Porter,  Owen  Deddolph,  Lucy  Evans,  John  J.  Young,  Robert  Spedden, 
the  late  widow  of  Captain  Francis  B.  Gamble,  Joseph  Dalrymple,  E-  C* 
B.  Thompson,  Eliza  Trenchard,  E.  K.  Bougham,  and  John  Morch, 
made  a  report  touching  the  said  cases ;  which  report  was  ordered  to  lie 
on  the  table. 

Mr.  Forester,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims,  roiide  a  report  on  tbe 
petition  of  Charles  M.  Frazier,  accompanied  by  a  bill  (No.  764)  for 
his  relief;  which  bill  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed 
to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Anthony,  from  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  reported  tbe 
following  resolution ;  which  was  read,  and  asreed  to  by  the  House,  vii. 

Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  directed  to  settle  and  adjust 
the  claim  of  Frederick  Barnard  for  services  as  an  extra  deik,  between 
September,  1823,  and  March,  18S7,  according  to  die  principles  of  equitr 
and  justice. 

Mr.  Pinckney  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  the  Committee  on  Commerce,  accompanied  by  documents  in  rela- 
tion, to  an  increase  of  duties  at  Porto  Rico,  operating  greatly  to  the  dis- 
Sdvantage  of  American  commerce  with  that  island ;  which  letter  and 
documents  were  laid  on  the  table,  and  two  thousand  copies,  additional, 
thereof  were  ordered  to  be  printed. 
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Mr.  May,  by  leave,  presented  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  requesting  the  delegation  of  that  State 
in  Congress  to  obtain  an  appropriation  to  remove  obstructions  to  the  navi- 
gation in  Illinois  river ;  which  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Roads  and  Canals. 

Mr.  Ashley,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands,  reported  a  bill 
(No.  765)  for  the  relief  of  James  Baldridge  ;  which  bill  was  read  the 
first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Ashley,  firom  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands,  reported  a  bill 
(No.  766)  for  the  relief  of  John  Howell ;  which  bill  was  read  the  first 
and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House 
to-morrow. 

Mr.  Fulton,  by  leave,  presented  a  memorial  of  Christopher  T.  Browne, 
administrator  of  Robert  B.  Carter,  deceased,  praying  that  the  estate  of 
the  said  Robert  B.  Carter  may  be  admitted  to  a  participation  in  the 
proceeds  and  profits  of  several  contracts  entered  into  by  one  James  Roddy 
and  the  said  Carter  for  supplying  rations  to  troops  of  the  United  States  ; 
which  memorial  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Janes,  from  the  Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions,  made  a  report  on 
the  petition  of  Daniel  Stoddard,  accompanied  by  a  bill  (No.  767)  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  said  Stoddard ;  which  bill  was  read  the  first  and  second 
Xxme^  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Graham,  from  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  made  an  unfa- 
vorable report  on  the  petition  of  John  McClennahan ;  which  report  was 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Crane,  from  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Claims,  made  a 
report  on  the  case 'of  the  children  of  Colonel  William  Crawford,  de- 
ceased, accompanied  by  a  bill  (No.  768)  for  their  relief;  which  bill 
was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  House  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Burges,  from  the  committee  appointed  on  the  memorial  of  the

Mr.  Stoddert,  firom  the  Committee  of  Claims,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  from  the  Senate  (No.  90)  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of 
William  Tharp,"  reported  the  same  with  an  amendment,  accompanied 
by  an  explanatory  report  in  writing. 

Ordered^  That  said  report  be  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
Houso  to-morrow. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on 
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the  state  of  the  Uaion ;  and,  after  some  time  spent  therein,  the  Speaker 
resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Campbell  P.  White  reported  that  the  com- 
mittee had,  according  to  order,  had  the  state  of  the  UnioD,  genenily, 
under  consideration,  particularly  the  bill  (No.  56)  to  render  permanent 
the  present  mode  of  supplying  the  army  of  the  United  States;  whicb 
bill  he  was  directed  to  report  to  the  House  without  amendment. 

Orderedy  That  the  said  bill  be  engrossed,  and  read  a  third  timeto-daj. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on 
the  bill  ( No.  569 )  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  additional  paymasters, 
and  on  the  bill  (No.  567)  for  the  better  oiganisation  of  the  corps  of 
topographical  engineers ;  and,  after  some  time  spent  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole  House,  Mr.  Lytle  reported  the  ssdd  bills  without  amendment. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Wise  to  amend  the  bill  (No.  569) 
to  authorize  the  appointment  of  additional  paymasters. 

And,  after  debate,  the  hour  allotted  to  those  bills  by  the  order  of  yes- 
terday, expired,  and  the  House,  on  motion,  proceeded  to  the  orders  of  the 
day. 

An  engrossed  bill  (No.  56)  entitled  ^^  An  act  to  render  permanent 
the  present  mode  of  supplying  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  fixing 
the  salary  of  certain  clerks  therein  named,"  was  read  the  third  time,  and 
passed. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  request  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  in  the 
said  bill. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  McKinley  that  all  business  before  the 
House  which  precedes  the  resolution  submitted  by  him  on  the  9th  of 
February  instant,  that  the  House  do  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  printer 
to  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  next  Congress,  viva  voce,  ^ 
postponed,  and  that  the  House  do  now  proceed  to  Uie  consideration  of 
that  resolution. 

The  Speaker  decided  that,  according  to  the  106th  rule  of  the  fioosef 
which  provides  that  no  rule  shall  be  suspended  except  by  a  vote  of  at 
least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  nor  that  the  order  of  business, 
as  established  by  the  rules,  be  postponed  or  changed,  except  by  a  vote  of

An  act  to  provide  for  the  further  compensation  of  the  niarsbJ 
of  the  district  of  Delaware. 
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No,  82.  An  act  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  **  An  act  to  authorize 
the  inhabitants  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  enter  the  back  lands." 

No.  ISl,  An  act  to  complete  certain  roads  of  the  Territory  of  Ar- 
kansas. 

The  House  then,  in  pursuance  of  the  vote  of  this  day,  proceeded  to 
the  consideration  of  the  joint  resolution  (No.  19)  to  amend  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the  election  of  President  and  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  said  resolution  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Gilmer,  amended,  and  is  as 
follows: 

Beaohed  by  the  SenaU  and  House  of  Bepreaentaiivea  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled^  tUHhthirds  of  both  Houses  eoneurringt  That  the  following  amendments  to  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  be  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  Stales, 
which,  when  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  3tates,  shall  be  valid  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  the  constitution,  to  wit  : 

First.  No  person  who  shall  have  been  elected  President  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
again  eligible  to  that  office. 

Second.  Hereafter,  the  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  people  of  the  respective  States  in  the  manner  following  :  On  the  first  Monday  and 
succeeding  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  in  tlie  month  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
six,  and  the  same  days  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  an  election  shall  be  held  for  Presi- 
dent and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  at  such  places  and  in  such  manner,  aa  elections 
are  held  by  the  laws  of  each  State  for  members  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature thereof.  And  the  citizens  of  each  State,  who  possess  the  qualifications  of  electors 
of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  Legislature,  shall  then  and  there  vote  fur 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  one  of  whom  shall  not  be  an  inhabit- 
ant of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And  the  superintendents,  or  persons  holding 
elections  in  each  election  district,  shall  immediately  thereafter  make  returns  thereof  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  together  witli  such  other 
persons  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  authority  of  each  State,  to  ascertain  the  result  of 
said  returns ;  and  the  person  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  voles  for  President,  and  the 
one  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  Vice  President,  shall  be  holden  to  have  re- 
ceived the  «vhole  number  of  votes  which  the  State  shall  be  entitled  to  give  for  President  and 
Vice  Presidtiit ;  and  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  a  number  of  votes  equal  to  the  whole 
number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  States,  respectively,  may  be  entitled  in 
the  Congress ;  which  fact  shall  be  immediately  certified  by  the  Governor,  and  sent  to  the 
seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  to  each  of  the  Senators  in  Congress  from  such 
State,  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
The  places  and  manner  of  holding  such  elections,  of  canvassing  the  votes,  making  returns 
thereof,  and  ascertaining  their  result,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  Legislature 
thereof.  But  Congress  may  at  any  time  make  or  alter  such  regulations.  Congress  shall 
have  the  power  of  altering  the  times  of  holding  the  elections,  but  they  shall  be  held  on  the 
same  days  throughout  the  United  States ;  and  of  altering  the  time  herein  afterwards  pre% 
scribed  for  the  assembling  of  Congress  every  fourth  year.  The  Congress  of  the  United 
States  %YisM  be  in  session  on  the  second  Momlay  in  October,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter  ;  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  shall,  as 
soon  as  convenient  and  practicable,  proceed  to  open  all  the  certificates  and  returns,  and  tlie 
electoral  votes  of  the  States  shall  be  ^thereupon  counted.  The  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole

The  bill  from  the  Senate  (No.  155)  entitled  "An  act  to  estabfe^ 
branches  of  the  Mint  of  the  United  States,"  was  read  the  first  and  seconc 
time,  and  committed  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Stewart  that  the  House  do  reconsider  tii' 
vote  ordering  the  bill  (No.  632)  making  appropriations  for  certain roait*' 
and  for  examinations  and  surveys,  for  the  year  1835,  to  be  engrossed- 
and  read  a  third  time. 

Mr.  Dickerson,  fiom  the  Joint  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  reporic' 
that  the  committee  did,  on  the  24th  instant,  present  to  the  President  n 
the  United  States  enrolled  bills  of  the  following  titles,  viz.

An  act  to  provide  for  the  further  compensation  of  the  roarsW 
of  the  district  of  Delaware. 
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No.  82.  An  act  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  '^  An  act  to  authorize 
the  inhabitants  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  enter  the  back  lands." 

No.  131.  An  act  to  complete  certain  roads  of  the  Territory  of  Ar- 
kansas. 

The  House  then,  in  pursuance  of  the  vote  of  this  day,  proceeded  to 
the  consideration  of  the  joint  resolution  (No.  19)  to  amend  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the  election  of  President  and  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  said  resolution  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Gilmer,  amended,  and  is  as 
follows: 

JUiohed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled^  iwo4hirds  of  both  Houses  eoneurring^  That  the  fullowing^  »raendments  to  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  be  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  Stales, 
which,  when  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  3tates,  shall  be  valid  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  the  constitution,  to  wit  : 

First,  No  person  who  shall  have  been  elected  President  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
»gain  eligible  to  that  office. 

Second,  Hereafter,  the  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  people  of  the  respective  States  in  the  manner  following  :  On  the  first  Monday  and 
succeeding  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  in  the  !nonth  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty. 
six,  and  the  same  days  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  an  election  shall  be  held  for  Presi- 
dent and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  at  such  places  and  in  such  manner,  as  elections 
are  held  by  the  laws  of  each  State  for  members  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  tlie  Legis- 
lature thereof.  And  the  citizens  of  each  State,  who  possess  the  qualifications  of  electors 
of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  Legislature,  shall  then  and  there  vote  fur 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  one  oF  whom  shall  not  be  an  inhabit- 
ant of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And  the  superintendents,  or  persons  holding 
elections  in  each  election  district,  shall  immediately  thereafter  make  returns  thereof  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  together  with  such  other 
persons  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  authority  of  each  State,  to  ascertain  the  result  of 
said  returns  \  and  the  person  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  voles  for  President,  and  the 
one  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  Vice  President,  shall  be  holden  to  have  re- 
ceived the  whole  number  of  votes  which  the  State  shall  be  entitled  to  give  for  President  and 
Vice  Presid^iit ;  and  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  a  number  of  votes  equal  to  the  whole 
number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  States,  respectively,  may  be  entitled  in 
the  Con)>Tess ;  which  fact  shall  be  immediately  certified  by  the  Governor,  and  sent  to  the 
seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  to  each  of  the  Senators  in  Congress  from  such 
State,  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.

in  the  month  of  December  then  next  ensuing,  which  shall  be  confined  to  the  persons  haTiD^ 
thd  two  highest  number  of  rotes  at  the  preceding  election.  But  if  two  or  more  persons 
hare  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  to  the  persons  baring  Ae  higiieit  nua- 
ber  of  rotes :  Promded,  however.  If  in  the  first  eketiong  there  were  but  two  permme  voted  fn 
and  the  person  receiving  the  hi^est  number  of  votes  shall  have  died  before  the  eminUng  eftk 
votes,  then,  in  the  second  election,  the  choice  shaU  not  be  confined  to  the  persons  previouily  tattd 
for,  but  any  person  may  be  voted  for  who  may  be  otherwise  qualified  by  the  eonstOuHcn  toU 
President  of  the  United  States  /  which  second  election  shall  be  conducted,  the  returns  msde^ 
the  votet  counted,  and  the  result  of  the  election  in  each  State  certified  by  the  Gorernor,in 
the  same  manner  as  in  the  first,  and  the  final  result  of  the  election  shall  be  ascertained  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  first,  and  at  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed  by  law,  or  resolution  of  Ccn* 
gress ;  and  the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  Pfeadeut 
But  if  the  two  or  more  persons  shall  have  received  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of  fotes 
at  the  second  election,  or  if  the  person  who  shall  have  received  the  majority  of  the  vboie 
number  of  votes  given  at  the  second  election  shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  voto, 
then  the  House  of  Represenutives  shall  choose  one  of  the  remaining  number  of  the  persons 
roted  for  for  President,  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  the  constitution.  But  if  thoeibail 
have  been  but  two  persons  voted  for  in  the  second  election,  and  the  person  who  diall  hare  ^^ 
cetved  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  votes,  the  Vice 
President  then  in  office  shall  be  President  for  the  next  succeeding  term.  The  person  hsvio; 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  Vice  President  at  the  first  election  shall  be  Vict  Presdent, 
if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  rotes  given.  And  if  no  person  sbtH 
have  received  such  majority,  or  if  the  person  who  shall  have  received  the  majority  of  tiie 
whole  number  of  votes  given  shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  rotes,  then,  of  tbe 
persons  having  the  two  highest  number  of  votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose  one  for  Vtce  I^ 
sident ;  but  if  two  or  more  persons  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes^  then  the 
Senate  shall  choose  a  Vice  President  from  the  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  rotes. 
But  if  there  shall  have  been  but  two  persons  voted  for,  and  the  person  who  shall  harereceiTed 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  votes,  thentheremtioHi; 
person  shall  be  Vice  President ;  or  if  all  the  persons  voted  for  shall  hare  died  before  the 
counting  of  the  rotes,  then  the  Senate  shall  choose  one  of  their  own  body  for  Vice  Preiidfn'.. 

Third.  No  Senator  or  Represenutive  shall  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office,  pUce,  * 
emolument,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  during  the  time  for  which  be  m 
elected,  and  for  six  months  afterwards. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Speight  to  amend  the  said  resolution  so 
that  the  President  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  period  of  six  years,  instead 
of  four  years,  and  to  be  ineligible  to  a  re-election.

The  bill  from  the  Senate  (No.  155)  entitled  "An  act  to  establisb 
branches  of  the  Mint  of  the  United  States,"  was  read  the  first  and  second 
time,  and  committed  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Stewart  that  the  House  do  reconsider  tk 
vote  ordering  the  bill  (No.  632)  making  appropriations  for  certain  roads 
and  for  examinations  and  surveys,  for  the  year  1835,  to  be  engrossed, 
and  read  a  third  time. 

Mr.  Dickerson,  fiom  the  Joint  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  reporteo 
that  the  committee  did,  on  the  24th  instant,  present  to  the  President  oi 
the  United  States  enrolled  bills  of  the  following  titles,  viz. 

No.  33.  An  act  for  improving  the  harbor  at  the  mouth  of  the  rivei 
Eaisin,  in  the  Territory  of  Michigan. 

No.  53.  An  act  for  the  completion  of  certain  improvements  in  Florida. 

No.  63.  An  act  to  provide  for  the  further  compensation  of  the  inarsbai 
of  the  district  of  Delaware. 
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No.  82.  An  act  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize 
the  inhabitants  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  enter  the  back  lands." 

No.  131.  An  act  to  complete  certain  roads  of  the  Territory  of  Ar- 
kansas. 

The  House  then,  in  pursuance  of  the  vote  of  this  day,  proceeded  to 
the  consideration  of  the  joint  resolution  (No.  19)  to  amend  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the  election  of  President  and  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  said  resolution  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Gilmer,  amended,  and  is  as 
follows: 

Haohed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
grtu  auemhkd^  two4hird»  oflnUh  Houses  concurring^  That  the  following  fimendments  to  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  be  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  SUics, 
which,  when  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  States,  shall  be  valid  to  aU 
intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  the  constitution,  to  wit : 

First.  No  person  who  shall  have  been  elected  President  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
again  eligible  to  that  office. 

Second.  Hereafter,  the  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  people  of  the  respective  States  in  the  manner  following  :   On  the  first  Monday  and 
succeeding  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  in  the  sionth  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
six,  and  the  same  days  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  an  election  shall  be  held  for  Presi- 
dent and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  at  such  places  and  in  such  manner,  as  elections 
are  held  by  the  laws  of  each  State  for  members  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature thereof.     And  the  citizens  of  each  State,  who  possess  the  qualifications  of  electors 
of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  Legislature,  shall  then  and  there  vote  for 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  one  of  whom  shall  not  be  an  inhabit- 
ant of  the  same  State  with  themselves.     And  the  superintendents,  or  persons  holding 
elections  in  each  election  district,  shall  immediately  thereafter  make  returns  thereof  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  together  with  such  other 
persons  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  authority  of  each  State,  to  ascertain  the  result  of 
Slid  retunvs  i  and  the  person  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  voles  for  President,  and  the 
one  receiving  the  g^atest  number  of  votes  for  Vice  President,  shall  be  holden  to  have  re- 
ceived the  whole  number  of  votes  which  the  State  shall  be  entitled  to  give  for  President  and 
Vice  President ;  and  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  a  number  of  votes  equal  to  the  whole 
number  or  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State9,  respectively,  may  be  entitled  in 
the  Congress ;  which  fact  shall  be  immediately  certified  by  the  Governor,  and  sent  to  the 
seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  to  each  of  the  Senators  in  Congress  from  such 
State,  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
The  places  and  manner  of  holding  such  elections,  of  canvassing  the  votes,  making  returns 
tliereof,  and  ascertaining  their  result,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  Legislature 
thereof.     But  Congress  may  at  any  time  make  or  alter  such  regulations.     Congress  shall 
have  the  power  of  altering  the  times  of  holding  the  elections,  but  they  shall  be  held  on  the 
same  days  throughout  the  United  States ;  and  of  altering  the  time  herein  aflerwards  pre^ 
scribed  for  the  assembling  of  Congress  every  fourth  year.     The  Congress  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  in  session  on  the  second  Monday  in  October,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fourth  year  thereafVer ;  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  shall,  as 
soon  as  convenient  and  practicable,  proceed  to  open  all  the  certificates  and  returns,  and  the 
electoral  votes  of  the  States  shall  be  thereupon  counted.     The  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  votes  givien ;  but  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  or  if  the  person  having  the  tno' 
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Jorify  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  gweft  shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of&e  oolo,  then  a 
second  electioR  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  and  succeeding^  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
in  the  month  of  December  then  next  ensuing,  which  shall  be  confined  to  the  penoos  h&viog 
thd  two  highest  number  of  votes  at  the  preceding  election.  But  if  two  or  more  persons 
have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  to  the  persons  having  the  highest  mis- 
ber  of  votes :  Providedt  however.  If,  in  the  first  eledion^  there  were  but  two  persons  toied  fir» 
and  the  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  have  died  before  the  countu^  of  the 
votes,  then,  in  tJie  second  election,  the  choice  shall  not  be  confined  to  the  persons  previously  vetei 
for,  but  any  person  may  be  voted  for  who  may  be  otherwise  qualified  by  the  censHiuHam  h  he 
President  of  the  United  States  {  which  second  election  shall  be  conducted,  the  retunia  made, 
the  votescounted,  and  the  result  of  the  election  in  each  State  certified  by  the  Governor,  ia 
the  same  manner  as  in  the  first,  and  the  final  result  of  the  election  shall  be  ascertuned  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  first,  and  at  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed  by  law»  or  resolution  of  Coft- 
g^ess ;  and  the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  Presidcat. 
But  if  the  two  or  more  persons  shall  have  received  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of  votes 
at  the  second  election,  or  if  the  person  who  shall  have  received  the  majority  of  the  vboie 
number  of  votes  given  at  the  second  election  shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  votei^ 
then  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  one  ofthe  remaining  number  of  the  penoes 
voted  for  for  President,  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  the  constitution.  But  if  thcreslal] 
have  been  but  two  persons  voted  for  in  the  second  election,  and  the  person  who  riiall  have  re- 
ceived the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  votes,  the  Vice 
President  then  in  office  shall  be  President  for  the  next  succeeding  term.  The  person  havii^ 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  Vice  President  at  the  first  election  shall  be  Vice  Preaden^ 
if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  given.  And  if  no  person  sfaaB 
have  received  such  majority,  or  if  the  person  who  shaU  have  received  the  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  votes  given  shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  votes,  then,  of  tbe 
persons  having  the  two  highest  number  of  votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose  one  for  Vice  Pre- 
sident ;  but  if  two  or  more  persons  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  tbe 
Senate  shall  choOse  a  Vice  President  from  the  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes. 
But  if  there  shall  have  been  but  two  persons  voted  for,  and  the  person  who  shall  have  reoovcd 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  have  died  before  the  counting  of  the  votes,  then  the  remumn; 
person  shall  be  Vice  President ;  or  if  alt  the  persons  voted  for  shall  have  died  before  tbe 
counting  of  the  votes,  then  the  Senate  shall  choose  one  of  their  own  body  for  Vice  Presaden;. 
Third,  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office,  place,  or 
emolument,  under  the  authority  of  tbe  United  States,  during  the  time  for  which  he  was 
elected,  and  for  six  months  afterwards. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Speight  to  amend  the  said  resolution  so 
that  the  President  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  period  of  six  years,  instead 
of  four  years,  and  to  be  ineligible  to  a  re-election. 
And  the  question  being  put,  to  agree  to  this  amendment,

At  this  staee  of  the  proceeding  on  the  said  hill,  the  hour  of  1  o'clock 
arrived,  at  which  hour,  by  the  order  of  the  House  of  the  24th  instant, 
the  House  agreed  "  to  proceed  to  consider  bills  reported  by  the  Committee 
for  the  District  of  Columbia." 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  House  suspended  the  execution  of  the 
order  in  relation  to  the  said  bills  till  the  message  of  the  President,  re- 
ceived this  day,  shall  have  been  read  and  disposed  of. 
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The  said  message  was  then  reacii  and  is  as  follows :  ^ 

Washington,  February  25,  1835. 
To  the  House  of  Repreaej^fatives  of  the  United  States  : 

I  transmit  to  Congress  a  report  from  the  Secretary  .of  State,  with 
copies  of  all  the  letters  received  from  Mr.  Livingston  since  the  message 
to  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  6th  instant,  of  the  instructions 
given  to  that  minister,  and  of  all  the  late  correspondence  with  the 
French  Government  in  Paris,  or  in  Washington,  except  a  note  of  M. 
Serurier,  which,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  report,  is  not  now  com- 
municated. 

It  will  be  seen  that  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  instruct  Mr.  Living- 
ston to  quit  France,  with  his  legation,  and  return  to  the  United  States,  if 
an  appropriation  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  convention  shall  be  refused  by 
the  Chambers. 

The  subject  being  now,  in  all  its  present  aspects,  before  Congress, 
whose  right  it  is  to  decide  what  measures  are  to  be  pursued  on  that  event, 
I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  make  further  recommendation,  being  confident 
that,  on  their  part,  every  thins  will  be  done  to  maintain  the  rights  and 
honor  of  the  country,  which  the  occasion  requires.

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Lowrie,  their  Secretary : 

Mr.  Speaker :  The  Senate  have  concurred  in  the  amendments  of  this

rected to  ask  the  concurrence  of  this  House.    And  then  he  \vithdrew. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  the  execution  of  the  special  order  in 
relation  to  the  bills  reported  from  the  Committee  for  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia ;  when 

The  bill  (No.  217)  to  organize  the  several  fire  companies  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  was  read  ;  and  the  amendments  reported  from  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  6th  of  June,  1834,  were  con- 
curred in  by  the  House,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and 
read  a  third  time  to-morrow. 

The  bill  (No.  449)  to  extend  the  charter  of  the  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Alexandria,  was  read  ;  and  the  amendments  reported  from  the 
Comnaittee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  6th  of  June,  1834,  were  con- 
curred in  by  the  House,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and 
read  a  ^third  time  to-morrow. 

The'bill  (No.  470 J  further  to  amend  the  act  incorporating  the  Chesa- 
peake and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  was  read  ;  and  the  amendments  reported 
from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  6th  of  June,  1834,  were 
concurred  in  by  the  House,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed, 
and  read  a  third  time  to-morrow. 
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Ordered^  That  the  bill  (No.  512)  Regulating  the  rates  and  tolls  for 
crossing  the  Eastern  Branch  bridge,  do  lie  on  the  table. 

Orderedj  That  the  bill  (No.  151 )  to  incorporate  the  Washington  City 
Insurance  Company,  do  lie  on  the  table.  ^ 

Ordered^  That  the  bill  (No.  277)  to  incorporate  the  Georgetown 
Savings  Institution,  do  lie  on  the  table. 

Ordered,  That  the  consideration  of  the  bill  (No.  350)  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  Potomac  Fire  Insurance  Company,  be  postponed  until 
to-morrow. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on 
the  bill  ( No.  746 )  concerning  the  orphans'  court  of  the  county  of 
Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia ;  and,  after  some  time  spent 
therein,  the  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Mann,  of  New  York, 
reported  the  same  without  amendment. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bill  be  engrossed,  and  read  a  third  time  to- 
morrow. 

A  motion  was  then  made  that  the  House  do  resolve  itself  into  a  cooi' 
mittee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  remaining  bills  reported  by  the 
Committee  for  the  District  of  Columbia.

sumed the  chair,  and  Mr.  Pierce,  of  New  Hampshire,  reported  that  the 
committee  had,  according  to  order,  had  the  said  bills  under  considera- 
tion, and  finding  itself  without  a  quorum,  had  risen,  and  directed  him  to 
report  the  fact. 

A  motion  was  then  made  that  the  House  do  adjourn ;  which  motion  be- 
ing decided  in  the  negative,  and  a  quorum  appearing.

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«djoarnmcnt  on  the  eTretiingof  the  26th  instant,  I  was  waylaid  and  assaulted,  in  the  most  out- 
rageous and  dastardly  manner,  by  John  F.  Lane,  a  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  army, 
and  aon  of  the  honorable  A.  Lane,  of  Indiana,  for  no  other  known  cause  than  for  words 
spoken  in  debate,  some  weeks  mnce,  in  reply  to  his  fatlier,  on  the  floor  of  the  House  (^f  Re- 
presentatives. I  had  but  a  casual  acquaintance  with  the  person  who  committed  this  outra(fe, 
and  no  intercoone  whatever  with  him  to  lead  to  this  assault.  A  blow  from  an  iron  cane, 
with  a  leaden  head,  accompanied  tlie  first  notice  of  his  intention  to  attack  me,  and  was  re- 
peated by  several  others  with  a  violence  whicli,  I  regret  to  say,  at  this  important  and  press- 
ing period  of  tUe  session,  has  utterly  disabled  me  from  taking  my  seat.

2.  Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  so  much  of  the  President's  message  as 
relates  to  commercial  restrictions,  or  to  reprisals  on  the  commerce  of 
France. 

3.  Resolved^  That  contingent  preparation  ought  to  be  made  to  meet 
f  any  emergency  growing  out  of  our  relations  with  France. 

Mr.  John  Quincy  Adams,  on  the  27th  of  February  ultimo,  proposed  to 
amend  said  resolutions  by  striking  out  all  thereof  after  the  word  Reached^ 
in  the  first  resolution,  and  inserting  the  following : 

1.  That  the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  indemoitj 
from  the  Government  of  France,  stipulated  by  the  treaty  concluded  at 
Paris  on  the  4th  of  July,  1831,  ought,  in  no  event,  to  be  sacrificed,  aban- 
doned, or  impaired,  by  any  consent  or  acquiescence  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States. 

2.  Resolved,  That  if  it  be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  compatible  with  the  honor  and  interest  of  the  United  States, 
during  the  interval  until  the  next  session  of  Congress,  to  resume  the 
negotiations  between  the  United  States  and  France,  he  be  requested  so 
to  do. 

3.  Resolved,  That  no  legislative  measure  of  a  hostile  pharacter  or 
tendency  towards  the  French  nation  is  necessary  or  expedient  at  this 
time. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Archer  to  amend  the  resolutions  proposed 
by  Mr.  Adams  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  Resolved,  in  the  first 
resolution,  and  inserting  the  following  : 

^'  That,  in  the  just  expectation  that  the  Government  of  Finance  will 
have  made,  or  will  make,  provision  for  carrying  into  full  effect  the  treatj 
with  that  Government  of  the  4th  of  July,  1831,  stipulating  indemnity 
for  claims  of  our  citizens  which  this  nation  is  bound  to  require,  this 
House  deems  it  inexpedient  to  adopt  any  measure  in  relation  to  that 
subject."

Resolvedy  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  the  treaty  with  France 
of  the  4th  of  July,  1831,  should  be  maintained,  and  its  execution  in- 
sisted on.

^^  That,  with  a  solemn  treaty  acknowledging  the  rights  of  our  citizens, 
entered  into  under  the  usual  formalities,  and  with  a  nation  professing  to 
be  governed  by  that  code  which  prescribes  the  obligation  of  such  instru- 
ments, we  have  every  right  to  expect  that  the  same  will  be  observed  in 
good  faith ;  and  that  as  this  House  is  officially  informed  that  the  law  for 
executing  said  treaty  is  now  under  consideration  in  the  French  Legisla- 
ture, it  is  inexpedient,  for  the  present,  to  legislate  on  the  subject." 

And  on  the  question  that  the  House  do  agree  to  this  amendment, 

It  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Robertson  to  amend  the  said  first  re- 
solution of  Mr.  Adams,  as  modified,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word 
Resolved,  and  inserting  the  following : 

'*  That  there  is  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  French  Government  de- 
sires that  the  appropriation  for  indemnity  should  be  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  July  4,  1831,  and  reason  to  hope  that  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  will  adopt  that  measure,  and  faithfully  discharge 
the  obligations  of  France  to  the  United  States." 

And  on  the  question  that  the  House  do  agree  to  the  first  resolution 
proposed  by  Mr.  Adams,  as  this  day  modified,  as  an  amendment  to  the 
first  resolution  proposed  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs,

Mr.  William  Cost  Johnson,  from  the  committee  appointed  "  to  inquire 
into  the  propriety  of  establishing  a  national  foundry,  for  the  purpose  oi 
fabricating  ordnance  gf  various  kinds,  suitable  to  the  wants  of  the  ge- 
neral Government,"  made  a  report ;  which  was  read,  and  the  resoIutioB 
therein  recommended  was  agreed  to  by  the  House,  as  follows,  viz- 

Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  of  War  ascertain  upon  what  terms  and 
at  what  price  a  proper  site  for  the  erection  and  establishment  of  a  na- 
tional foundry  can  be  obtained  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  tb^^ 
he  report  the  same,  together  with  the  plan  and  estimates  for  a  nationi'l 
foundry,  to  the  next  Congress. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  sundry  communications,  viz. 

I.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  transmitting  the  re- 
sult of  the  assays  of  all  foreign  gold  and  silver  coins  now  in  circubtP'^ 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  their  current  value  at  the  mint,  agrpp- 
bly  to  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  regulating  the  valu^ 
of  gold  and  silver  coins ;  prepared  and  furnished  in  obedience  to  an  <'''"^^ 
of  the  House  of  the  16th  of  December  last ;  which  letter  and  statements 
were  laid  on  the  table. 
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II.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  transmitting  the 
statements  of  the  commerce  and  navigation  of  the  United  States  for  the 
year  ending  September  30,  1834 ;  which  letter  and  statements  were  laid 
on  the  table. 

III.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  transmitting  statements 
showing  the  number  and  description  of  the  passengers  on  shipboard, 
who  have  arrived  from  foreign  countries,  in  each  collection  district  of 
the  United  States,  and  in  each  quarter,  during  the  year  1834,  as  far  as 
the  same  appear  from  returns  made  to  the  Department  of  State ;  which 
letter  and  statements  were  laid  on  the  table. 

IV.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  transmitting  a  statement  of 
the  expenditures  incurred  and  the  arms  manufactured  at  the  national 
armories  in  the  year  1834  ;  prepared  in  obedience  to  the  act  of  April 
2,  1794  ;  which  letter  and  statement  were  laid  on  the  table. 

V.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  transmitting  two  statements 
in  relation  to  expenses  of  transportation  and  disbursement  of  Indian  an- 
nuities for  the  years  1833  and  1834  ^  prepared  in  obedience  to  an  order 
of  the  House  of  the  3d  of  February  ultimo ;  which  letter  and  state- 
ments were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

VI.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  accompanied  with 
statements  showing  the  condition  of  the  banks  in  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland, 
Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  and  Indiana ;  pre- 
pared in  obedience  to  a  standing  order  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  July  10,  1832 ;  which  letter  and  statements  were  laid  on  the  table.

A  letter  from  the  Postmaster  General,  ''  vindicating  himself  from 
aspersions"  which  he  alleges  to  have  been  cast  upon  his  official  conduct 
in  the  reports  of  the  committee  appointed  on  the  26th  of  June,  1834,  to 
investigate  the  affiiirs  of  the  Post  Office  Department.

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  to  bring  to  this  House  a  resolution  passed 
by  the  Senate,  and  which  is  as  follows : 

^'  Resolvedy  That  a  message  be  sent  to  the  honorable  the  House  of  Rep-

'^  As  an  additional  appropriation,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  appropriated  for  arming  the  fortifications  of  the  United 
States,  over  and  above  the  sums  provided  in  this  act ;  and  that  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated  lor 
the  repairs  and  equipment  of  the  vessels  of  war  of  the  United  States,  in 
addition  to  previous  appropriations  ;  the  said  sums  to  be  paid  out  of  an? 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated." 

The  item  proposed  by  the  conferees  in  lieu  of  the  amendment  of  the 
House  was  then  read,  and  the  question  was  stated,  that  the  House  do 
adopt  the  same  ;  when  it  was  objected  that  a  quorum  was  not  present;

Duly  sensible,  as  I  am,  jTthe  value  of  that  testiniony  of  respect  for  your  preaidii^  officer 
which  you  have  this  night  ordered  to  be  placed  upon  the  journals  of  the  House,  and « 
much  bound  as  I  am,  by  ttfkt  compliment,  to  express  my  sensibility  to  your  ldndnet%  Ita 
still  more  solicitous  upon  this  occasion,  the  last  that  may  offer  to  me,  to  ezpreaa  a  yet  deeper 
and  more  abiding  sense  of  gratitude  for  that  continued  indvlgence  to  my  faults  ;  that  marked 
forbearance  and  tenderness  to  my  many  deficiencies,  which  have  been  manifest,  on  yoc 
part,  from  the  first  moment  I  took  this  chah*,  and  \(hich  have  continued  to  be  manifcktedi^ 
to  this  the  last  allotted  hour  of  the  present  Congress. 

The  feeling^  inspired  by  a  recollection  of  so  much  generosity  I  am  unable  adequately 
to  express,  but  they  shall  have  a  place  in  this  bosom  as  long  as  there  is  a  pulsation  there. 

But  this  is  not  the  extent  of  the  obligations  I  am  under  to  you,  gentlemen.  If  the  publsc 
service  had  suffered  essentially  from  any  defect  in  me,  the  memory  of  your  generous  ioduK- 
gence  would  afford  me  but  a  qualified  pleasure  ;  but  you  have  upon  every  occaakm  gmn 
to  me,  your  presiding  officer,  liable  to  err,  and  actually  erring,  as  he  often  did,  your  firm 
support  in  his^cfforts  to  prevent  the  effect  of  what  seemed  to  him  to  be  error  in  others ;  and 
thus  you  reconciled  your  continued  forbearance  towards  him,  with  your  duty  to  the  public, 
in  supporting  the  regularity  and  dignity  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House. 

It  is  needless  to  declare  to  you  how  feeble,  how  utterly  incompetent  the  efforts  of  any  ooa 
must  be  to  discharge  the  duties  of  this  station  without  the  cordial  support  of  the  mesibcn 
of  this  House.  The  satisfaction  I  derive  from  the  reflection  that  I  have  bad  your  oocdbl 
and  necessary  support,  is  greatly  heightened  by  two  considerations  \  the  one  personal  to  oy- 
self,  the  other  of  a  public  nature.  Inexperienced  as  I  was,  when  the  duties  of  the  Chaic 
were  suddenly  devolved  upon  me,  I  could  deserve  your  support  in  attempting  to  i 
the  Just  authority  and  respect  of  the  Chair,  only  by  bringing  to  the  discbarge  of  its 
duties  a  resolute  determination  to  perform  them  with  impartiality,  and  a  suitable  i 
and  decbion.    However  I  may  have  failed  iti  these  purposes  in  particular  instance^  i 
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flciouily,  and  through  the  weakness  of  our  common  nature,  I  feel  a  proud  satisfaction  in 
believing  that  you  have  always  duly  appreciated  my  intentions  and  my  desires. 

But  I  have  a  yet  higher  gratification,  founded  upon  the  experience  I  have  had  in  the 
chair.  Whatever  may  be  the  occasional  disorders  and  intemperance  incident  to  times  highly 
excited  by  party  conflicts,  we  have  just  reason  to  hope  that  there  will  always  remain  a  col- 
lective, an  aggregate  feeling  and  determination  in  this  House  to  forbear  those  extremes, 
those  excesses,  which,  if  indulged,  would  justly  forfeit  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the 
country. 

None  will  question,  that  whatever  concerns  the  character  and  respectability  of  this  House 
as  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  Legislative  Department  of  the  Government,  concerns  likewise 
the  interests,  the  very  being,  of  free  institutions,  and  the  rights  and  happiness  of  the  human 
family.  Whether  this  House  shall  continue  to  hold,  and  actually  exercise,  its  due  propor- 
tion of  the  powers  of  this  Government ;  whether  it  shall  continue  to  contribute  its  due 
weight  and  authority  in  shaping  the  policy  of  this  g^at  country,  and  in  elevating  it  to  that 
high  destiny  which  the  friends  of  political  and  civil  liberty,  in  every  part  of  the  world,  so 
devoutly  desire  $  whether,  indeed,  such  a  destiny  shall  ever  be  ours,  depends  greatly  upon 
the  rank  which  this  House  shall  continue  to  hold  in  the  affections,  the  respect,  and  confi- 
dence of  the  great  body  of  the  people. 

The  recollection  that,  while  I  have  had  the  honor  to  fill  this  station,  I  have  had  your  co- 
operation and  confidence  in  my  feeble  efforts  to  sustain  the  due  importance  and  respecta- 
bility of  this  House,  will  be  a  source  of  high  gratification  to  me  in  the  future  vicissitudes  of 
my  life,  whatever  they  may  be.  And  now,  at  the  moment  of  a  separation  which,  with 
many  of  us,  may  be  permanent,  I  may  be  permitted  to  say,  that  if  upon  any  occasion  I  have 
seemed  to  fail  in  that  respect  which  is  always  due  from  the  Chair  to  the  House,  and  to  all  its 
members,  I  can  with  the  utmost  sincerity  affirm  that  it  was  never  intentional ;  and  I  beg  to 
express  my  ardent  wishes  for  the  continued  and  uninterrupted  health  and  happiness  of  every 
individual  of  which  this  House  is  composed. 
And,  thereupon, 
The  Speaker  adjourned  the  House  sine  die* 
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proceedings.

December  17,  1834. 

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  unfinished  business  of 
yesterday,  viz.  the  resolution  directing  contracts  to  be  made  for  historical 
paintings  for  the  Rotundo ;  when 

The  consideration  of  the  bill  to  equalize  and  regulate  the  pay  of  the 
officers  of  the  army  and  navy,  which  had  been  set  apart  as  the  special 
order  for  this  day,  was  called  for. 

The  Speaker  (Mr.  Bell)  stated  to  the  House  that,  according  to  the

finished business  was  disposed  of  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

February  12,  1835. 

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  bill  (No.  563)  regulating 
the  deposite  of  the  money  of  the  United  States  in  certain  local  banks. 

The  previous  question  having  been  moved  by  Mr.  Boon  yesterday, 
and  the  House  having  adjourned  before  it  was  ascertained  that  the  said 
previous  question  was  seconded, 

The  Speaker  was  about  to  ascertain  the  fact ;  when

the  United  States^this  House  had  ceased,  at  12  o^clock  (o-ni^t,  to  exist.

If  the  authority  by  which  I  am  now  called  to  address  you  is  one  of  the  highest  honors  that 
could  be  conferred  upon  a  citizen  of  this  Union  by  his  countrymen,  I  cannot  dissemble  to 
myself  that  it  embraces  at  the  same  time  one  of  the  most  arduous  duties  that  could  bo 
imposed.  GrateAil  to  you  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  your  invitation,  a  sentiment 
of  irrepressible  and  fearful  diffidence  absorbs  every  faculty  of  my  soul  in  contemplating  the 
m^pnitode,  the  difficulties,  and  the  delicacy  of  the  task  which  it  has  been  your  pleasure  to 
assign  to  me. 

I  am  to  speak  to  the  North  American  States  and  People,  assembled  here  in  the  persons  of 
their  honored  and  confidential  Lawgivers  and  Representatives.  I  am  to  speak  to  them,  by 
their  own  appointment,  upon  the  Life  and  Character  of  a  man  whose  life  was,  for  nearly 
threescore  years,  the  history  of  the  civilized  world— of  a  man,  of  whose  character,  to  say 
that  it  IS  tndlssolubly  identified  with  the  Revolution  of  our  Independence,  is  little  more  than 
to  mark  the  features  of  his  childhood— of  a  msn,  the  personified  image  of  self-circumscribed 
liberty.  Nor  can  it  escape  the  most  superficial  observation,  that,  in  speaking  to  the  fathers 
of  the  land  upon  the  Life  and  Chaeacter  of  LAFAYETTE,  I  cannot  forbear  to  touch 
upon  topics  which  are  yet  deeply  convulsing  the  world,  both  of  opinion  and  of  action.  I 
am  to  ^walk  between  burning  ploughshares— to  tread  upon  fires  which  have  not  yet  even 
collected  cinders  to  cover  them. 

Ify  hi  addrearing  their  countrymen  upon  their  most  important  interests^  the  Orators  of 
Antiquity  were  acctistomed  to  begin  by  supplication  to  their  gods  that  nothing  unsuitable  to 
be  said  or  unworthy  to  be  heard  might  escape  from  their  Tips,  how  much  more  forcible  is 
my  obKgatSon  to  hivoke  the  favor  of  Him  **  who  touched  Isaiah's  hallowed  lips  with  fire," 
not  only  to  extinguish  in  the  mind  every  conception  unadapted  to  the  grandeur  and  sub- 
lifBlty  of  the  theme,  but  to  draw  from  the  bosom  of  the  deepest  conviction  thoughts  con- 
genial to  the  merits  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Discourse  to  unfold,  and  words  not  unworthy 
of  the  dignity  of  the  Auditory  before  whom  I  appear. 

In  Older  to  fiMin  a  just  estimate  of  the  Life  and  Character  of  La&yette,  it  may  bo  neces- 
sary to  advert,  not  onl/  to  the  circumstances  connected  with  his  birth,  education,  and 
lineage,  but  to  the  political  condition  of  his  country  and  of  Great  Britain,  her  national  rival 
And  adversary,  at  the  time  of  Ins  birth,  and  during  his  years  of  childhood. 
42 
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On  the  sixth  day  of  September,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  andiifty«seTen,thebem!l- 
tary  Monarch  of  the  British  Islands  was  a  native  of  Germany.  A  rude,  illitertte  old  soldier 
of  the  wars  for  the  Spanish  succession;  little  versed  even  in  the  language  of  the Nitions 
over  which  he  ruled;  educated  to  the  maxims  and  principles  of  the  Feudal  Law;  of opeol^ 
licentious  life,  and  of  moral  character  far  from  creditable:— he  styled  himself,  by  thcgnce 
of  God,  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  King*;  but  there  was  another  and ralRin^ 
of  France,  no  better,  perhaps  worse,  than  himself,  and  with  whom  be  was  then  at  iir. 
This  was  Louis,  the  fifteenth  of  the  name,  great  grandson  of  his  immediate  predecessor^ 
Louis  the  Fourteenth,  sometimes  denominated  the  Great.  These  two  Rings  beld  tbeir 
thrones  by  the  law  of  hereditary  succession,  variously  modified,  in  France  by  theltaniD 
Catholic,  and  in  Britain  by  Protestant  Reformed  Christianity. 

They  were  at  war— chiefly  for  conflicting  claims  to  the  possession  ef  the  WerteniVilda- 
ness  of  North  America — a  prize,  the  capabilities  of  which  are  now  unfolding  themsehei  with 
a  grandeur  and  magnificence  unexampled  in  the  history  of  the  world;  bucofwbicb,  iftlie 
nominal  possession  had  remained  in  either  of  the  two  Princes,  who  were  staking  their  fisf- 
doms  upon  the  issue  of  the  strife,  the  buffalo  and  the  beaver,  with  their  hunter,  the  lodan 
savage,  would,  at  this  day,  have  been,  as  they  then  were,  the  only  inhabitants. 

in  this  war,  GEORGE  WASHINGTON,  then  at  the  age  of  twenty-four,  was  on  ite 
side  of  the  British  German  King,  a  youthful,  but  heroic  combatant;  and,  in  the  samenr.tiie 
father  of  Lafayette  was  on  the  opposite  side,  exposing  his  life  in  the  heart  of  Gem)tDf,ior 
the  cumt  of  the  King  of  France. 

On  that  day,  the  sixth  of  September,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-sercn, »» 
born  GILBERT  MO  TIER  DE  LAFAYETTE,  at  the  Castle  of  Chavaniac,  in  AuvergK» 
and  a  few  months  af\er  his  birth  his  father  fell  in  battle  at  Minden. 

Let  us  here  observe  the  influence  of  political  institutions  over  the  destinies  indtbe  cu- 
racters  of  men.  George  the  Second  was  a  Gei*man  Prince;  be  had  been  made  King  ^^ 
British  Islands  by  the  accident  of  his  birth:  that  is  to  say,  because  bis  great  grsndflwtiiff 
bad  been  the  daughter  of  James  the  First;  tliat  great  grandmother  bad  been  married  to  (Ik 
King  of  Bohemia,  and  her  youngest  daughter  had  been  married  to  the  Elector  of  HshRt- 
George  the  Second's  fisither  was  her  son,  and,  when  James  the  Second  had  been  esp»» 
from  his  throne  and  his  country  by  the  indignation  of  his  People,  revolted  agturf** 
tyranny,  and  when  his  two  daughters,  who  succeeded  him,  had  died  without  issue,  Getfp 
the  First,  the  son  of  the  Electress  of  Hanover,  became  King  of  Great  Britain,  by  tbefettlt- 
ment  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  blending  together  the  principle  of  hereditary  successioofw 
that  of  Reformed  Protestant  Christianity,  and  the  rites  of  the  Church  of  England. 

The  throne  of  France  was  occupied  by  virtue  of  the  same  principle  of  hereditary  »c^ 
cession,  differently  modified,  and  blended  with  the  Christianity  of  the  Church  of  Boise. 
From  this  line  of  succession  all  females  were  inflexibly  excluded.  Louis  the  FintfouV 
at  the  age  of  six  years,  had  become  the  absolute  Sovereign  of  France,  because  he  ntt^ 
great  grandson  of  bis  immediate  predecessor.  He  was  of  the  third  geneiatioo  ioddcc"^ 
from  the  preceding  King,  and,  by  the  law  of  primogeniture  engrafted  upon  thatofiw"* 
■accession,  did,  by  the  death  of  bis  ancestQr;  forthwith  succeed,  though  in  childhood,  to 
an  absolute  throne,  in  preference  to  numerous  descendants  from  that  same  ancestor,  tw^ 
in  the  full  vigor  of  manhood. 

The  first  reflection  that  must  occur  to  a  rational  being,  in  contempUting  these  twortf* 
of  the  principle  of  hereditary  succession,  as  resorted  to  for  designating  the  ndenof  Nitioo^ 
is,  that  two  persons  more  unfit  to  occupy  the  thrones  of  Britain  and  of  France,  st 
time  of  their  respective  accessions,  could  scarcely  have  Been  found  upon  ^  ^  Vj 
Globe — George  the  Second,  a  foreigner,  the  son  and  grandson  of  foreigners,  bom  o^ 
the  seas,  educated  in  uncongenial  manners,  ignorant  of  the  Constitution*  of  the  ^*^ 
of  the  Language  of  the  People  over  whom  he  was  to  rule{  and  Looii  the  Fifteenth,  tf  ^"^ 
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incapable  of  discerning  his  right  hand  from  his  left.  Yet,  strange  as  it  may  sound  to  the  ear 
of  unsophisticated  reason,  the  British  Nation  were  wedded  to  the  belief  that  this  act  of 
settlement,  fixing  their  Crown  upon  the  heads  of  this  succession  of  total  strangers,  was 
the  brightest  and  most  glorious  exemplification  of  their  national  freedom;  and  not  leS^ 
strange,  if  aught  in  the  imperfection  of  human  reason  could  seem  strange,  was  that  deep 
conviction  of  the  French  People,  at  the  same  period,  that  ihdr  chief  glory  and  happiness 
consisted  in  the  vehemence  of  their  affection  for  their  King,  because  he  was  descended  in 
an  unbroken  male  line  of  genealogy  from  Saint  Louis. 

One  of  the  fVuits  of  this  line  of  hereditary  succession,  modified  by  sectarian  principles 
of  religion,  was  to  make  the  peace  and  war,  the  happiness  or  misery  of  the  People  of  the 
British  Empire,  dependent  upon  the  fortunes  of  the  Electorate  of  Hanover—the  personal 
domain  of  their  imported  King.  This  was  a  result  calamitous  alike  to  the  People  of 
Hanover,  of  Britain,  and  of  France;  for  it  was  one  of  the  two  causes  of  that  dreadful  war 
then  waging  between  them;  and  as  the  cause,  so  was  this  a  principal  theatre  of  that  disastrous 
war.  It  was  at  Minden,  in  the  heart  of  the  Electorate  of  Hanover,  that  the  father  of  La- 
fayette fell,  and  left  him  an  orphan,  a  victim  to  that  war,  and  to  the  principle  of  hereditary 
succession  from  which  it  emanated. 

Thus,  then,  it  was  on  the  6th  of  September,  1757,  the  day  when  Lafayette  was  bom. 
The  Kings  of  France  and  Britain  were  seated  upon  their  thrones  by  virtue  of  the  principle 
of  hereditary  succession,  variously  modified  and  blended  with  diflnerent  forms  of  religious 
faith,  and  they  were  waging  war  against  each  other,  and  exhausting  the  blood  and  treasure 
of  their  People  for  causes  in  which  neithen  of  the  Nations  had  any  beneficial  or  lawful  in- 
terest. 

In  this  war  the  father  of  Lafayette  fell  in  the  cause  of  his  King,  but  not  of  his  country. 
He  was  an  officer  of  an  invading  army,  the  instrument  of  his  Sovereign's  wanton  ambition 
and  lust  of  conquest.  The  People  of  the  Electorate  of  Hanover  had  done  no  wrong  to  him 
or  to  his  country.  When  bis  son  came  to  an  age  capable  of  understanding  the  irreparable 
loss  that  he  had  suffered,  and  to  reflect  upon  the  causes  of  his  father's  fate,  there  was  no 
drop  of  consolation  mingled  in  the  cup,  from  the  consideration  that  he  had  died  for  hii  coun- 
try. And  when  the  youthful  mind  was  awakened  to  meditation  upon  the  rights  of  Man- 
kinda  the  principles  of  Freedom,  and  theories  of  Government,  it  cannot  be  difficult  to  per- 
ceive, in  the  illustrations  of  his  own  family  records,  the  sourceof  that  oMrsion  io  hereditary 
rukf  perhaps  the  most  distinguishing  feature  of  his  political  opinions,  and  to  which  he  ad- 
hered through  all  the, vicissitudes  of  his  life. 

In  the  same  war,  and  at  the  same  time,  George  Washington  was  armed,  a  loyal  subject^ 
in  support  of  his  King;  but  to  him  that  was  also  the  cause  of  his  country.  His  commissioQ 
was  not  in  the  army  of  George  the  Second,  but  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Colony  of 
Virginia,  the  province  in  which  he  received  his  birth.  On  the  borders  of  that  province,  the 
war  in  its  most  horrid  forms  was  waged — not  a  war  of  mercy,  and  of  courtesy,  like  that  of 
the  civilized  embattled  Legions  of  Europe;  but  war  to  the  knife— the  war  of  Indiaii 
savages,  terrible  to  man,  but  more  terrible  to  the  tender  sex,  and  most  terrible  to  hdpleat 
infancy.  In  defence  of  his  country  against  the  ravages  of  such  a  war,  Washington,  in  the 
dawn  of  manhood,  had  drawn  his  sword,  as  if  Providence,  with  deliberate  purpose,  had 
sanctified  for  him  the  practice  of  war,  all<detestable  and  unhallowed  as  it  is,  that  he  migh^ 
in  a  caose,  virtuous  and  exalted  by  its  motive  and  its  end,  be  trained  and  fitted  in  a  con* 
genial  school  to  march  in  aftertimes  the  leader  of  heroes  in  the  war  of  h  s  country's  Inde- 
pendence. 

At  the  time  of  the  birth  of  Lafayette,  this  war,  which  was  to  make  him  a  fatherless  child, 
and  in  which  Washington  was  laying  broad  and  deep,  in  the  defence  and  protection  of  hie 
native  buid,  the  foundations  of  his  unrivalled  renown,  was  but  in  its  early  stage. '  It  was  to 
continue  five  years  longer,  and  was  to  close  with  the  total  extinguishment  of  the  colonial 
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dvminioii  of  Frmce  on  the  Continent  oF  North  Americt.  The  deep  humilblkMi  of  Frtnce, 
tnd  the  triumphant  ascendancy  on  this  Continent  of  her  riTml,  were  the  first  results  of  this 
great  national  conflict.  The  complete  expulsion  of  France  from  North  Americs  seemed  to 
the  superficial  vision  of  men  to  fix  the  British  power  oyer  these  extensive  regions  on  fbooda- 
tisns  immovable  as  the  everlasting  hills. 

Let  us  pass  in  imagination  a  period  of  only  twenty  years,  and  alight  upon  the  botdas  of 
the  river  Brandywine.  Washington  Is  CommandeMn-chief  of  the  armies  of  the  Uidted 
States  of  America* war  is  again  raging  in  the  heart  of  his  native  land— hostile  armies  of 
one  and  the  same  name,  blood,  and  language,  are  arrayed  for  battle  on  the  banks  of  the 
stream;  and  Philadelphia,  where  the  United  States  are  in  Congress  assembled,  and  whence 
their  decree  of  Independence  has  gone  forth,  is  the  destined  price  to  the  conflict  of  the 
day.  Who  is  that  tall,  slender  youth,  of  foreign  air  and  aspect,  scarcely  emerged  from 
the  years  of  boyhood,  and  fresh  from  the  walls  of  a  college  {  fighting,  a  volunteer,  at  the 
side  of  Washington,  bleeding,  unconsciously  to  himself,  and  tsllying  his  men  to  secure  the 
retreat  of  the  scattered  American  ranks  ^  It  is  Gilbut  Motixs  oi  LAriTSTTx — the  son  of 
the  victim  of  Minden;  and  he  is  bleeding  in  the  cause  of  North  American  Independence 
and  of  Freedom. 

We  pause  one  moment  to  inquire  what  was  this  cause  of  North  American  Indepesdnice, 
and  what  were  the  motives  and  inducements  to  the  youthfiil  stranger  to  deTOte  ligBsd( 
his  life,  and  fortune,  to  it. 

The  People  of  the  British  Colonies  in  North  America,  after  a  controversy  of  ten  ytu^ 
duration  with  their  Sovereign  beyond  the  seas,  upon  an  attempt  by  him  and  his  ParEamest 
to  tax  them  without  their  consent,  had  been  constrained  by  necessity  to  declare  tbensehcs 
independent — ^to  dissolve  the  tie  of  their  allegiance  to  him — ^to  renounce  dieir  right  to  his 
prstectton,  and  to  assume  their  station  among  the  independent  civilized  Nations  of  tbeEai^. 
This  had  been  done  with  a  deliberation  and  solemnity  unexampled  in  the  histoiy  of  the 
workl— done  in  the  midst  of  a  civil  war,  differing  in  character  from  any  of  those  wbkh  far 
centuries  before  had  desolated  Europe.  The  war  had  arisen  upon  a  question  between  the 
rights  of  the  People  and  the  powers  of  their  Government.  The  discussions,  in  the  pro- 
gress of  the  controversy,  had  opened  to  the  contemphtions  of  men  the  first  foonditians  of 
civil  society  and  of  government.  The  war  of  Independence  began  by  Utigatioo  upes  s 
petty  stamp  on  paper,  and  a  tax  of  three  pence  a  pound  upon  tea;  but  these  broke  op  ^ 
ibuntains  of  the  g^at  deep,  and  the  deluge  ensued.  Had  the  British  ParKanest  He  f^ 
to  tax  the  People  of  the  Colonies  in  another  hemisphere,  not  represented  in  the  fnperiU 
Legislature?  They  affirmed  they  had:  the  People  of  the  Colonies  insisted  tbcj  had  sot 
There  were  ten  years  of  pleading  before  they  came  to  an  issue;  and  all  the  legitimate  sources 
of  power,  and  all  the  primitive  elements  of  freedom,  were  scrutinized,  debated,  aoslyaedL 
and  elucidated,  before  the  lightnig  of  the  torch  of  M6,  and  her  cry  of  havoc  Bpmi  letting 
iHp  the  dogs  of  war. 

When  the  day  of  conflict  oame,  the  issue  of  the  contest  was  necessarily  changed  The 
People  of  the  Colonies  had  maintained  the  contest  on  the  principle  of  resisting  the  hivsan  of 
chartered  rights— first  by  argument  and  remonstrance,  and,  finally,  by  appeal  to  the  swoid. 
But  With  the  wav^'came  the  necessary  exercise  of  sovereign  powen.  The  HedsiatioB  of 
Independence  justified  itself  as  the  only  possible  remedy  for  insufferable  wrongs.  It  seated 
ttself  upon  the  first  foundations  of  the  law  of  nature,  and  the  incontestable  doctrine  of  huayB 
rights.  There  wu  no  longer  any  question  of  the  constitutional  powers  of  the  Britiih  Par 
liament,  or  of  vioUted  colonial  charters.  Thenceforward  the  American  Nation  supported  W 
existence  by  war;  and  the  British  Nation^  by  war,  was  contending  for  conquest.  Ai^  he- 
tween  the  two  parties,  the  single  question  at  issue  was  Independence— but  in  the  cosMe- 
rate  «dstence  of  the  North  American  Union,  Libxbtt— not  only  their  own  fiberty»  but  the 
ritsl  prinoiple  of  liberty  to  the  whole  race  of  civilised  man,  was  mvolved. 
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It  WM  »t  thii  stage  of  the  oonfliot,  and  immediately  after  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence,  that  it  drew  the  attention,  and  called  into  action  the  moral  tenttbilities  and  the  intelr 
lectuai  fincultiea  of  La&yette,  then  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  hia  age. 

The  war  was  revolutionary.  It  began  by  the  dissolution  of  the  British  Government  in  the 
Colonieaf  the  People  of  which  were»  by  that  operation,  left  without  any  Government  what- 
ever. .They  were  then  at  one  and  the  same  time  maintaining  their  independent  national  exist- 
ence  by  war*  and  forming  new  social  compacts  for  their  own  government  thenceforward. 
The  construction  of  civil  society^  the  extent  and  the  limitations  of  organized  power;  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  government  combining  the  greatest  enlaigement  of  individual 
liberty  with  the  most  perfect  preservation  of  public  order,  were  the  continual  occupatioM 
of  every  mind.  The  consequences,  of  this  state  of  things  to  the  history  of  mankind,  ^nd 
especially  of  Europe,  were  foreseen  by  none.  Europe  saw  nothing  but  tlie  war;  a  people 
struggling  for  liberty,  and  against  oppression;  and  the  People  in  every  part  of  Europe 
sympathized  with  the  people  of  the  American  Colonies. 

With  their  Governments  it  was  not  so.  The  people  of  the  American  Colonies  were  insur- 
gents; all  Governments  abhor  insurrection;  they  were  revolted  colonists.  The  great  mari- 
time Powers  of  Europe  had  Colonies  of  their  own,  to  which  the  example  of  resistance 
against  oppression  might  be  contagious.  The  American  Colonies  were  stigmatized  in  all  the 
official  acts  ef  the  British  Government  as  rtbcU;  and  rebellion  to  the  governing  part  of  man- 
kind is  as  the  an  of  witcheraft.  The  Governments  of  Europe,  therefore,  were,  at  heart,  on 
the  aide  of  the  British  Government  in  this  war,  and  the  People  of  Europe  were  on  the  side 
of  the  American  People. 

Lafayette,  by  his  position  and  condition  in  life,  was  one  of  those  who,  governed  by  the 
ordinary  impulses  which  influence  and  control  tlie  conduct  of  men,  would  have  sided  in  sen- 
timent with  th^  British  or  Royal  cause. 

Lafayette  was  bom  a  subject  of  the  most  absolute  and  most  splendid  Monarchy  of 
Europe,  and  in  the  highest  rank  of  her  proud  and  chivalrous  Nobility.  He  had  been 
educated  at  a  college  of  the  University  of  Paris,  bearing  the  name  of  Louis  the  Great, 
or  of  Du  Plassis.  Left  an  orphan  in  early  childhood,  with  the  inheritance  of  a  princely 
fortune,  he  bad  «been  married,  at  sixteen  years  of  age,  to  a  daughter  of  the  house 
of  Noailles,  the  most  distinguished  family  of  the  Kingdom,  scarcely  deemed  in  public 
consideration  inferior  to  tlwt  which  wore  the  Crown,  lie  came  into  active  life,  at  the 
change  from  boy  to  man,  a  husband  and  a  father,  in  the  foil  enjoyment  of  every  thing 
that  avarice  could  covet,  with  a  certain  prospect  before  him  of  all  that  ambition  could 
crave.  Happy  in  his  domestic  affections;  incapable,  from  the  benignity  of  his  nature, 
of  envy,  hatred,  or  revenge,  a  life  of  **  ignoble  ease  and  indolent  repose"  seemed  to  be 
that  which  nature  and  fortune  had  combined  to  prepare  before  him.  To  men  of  ordinary 
mould  this  condition  would  have  led  to  a  life  of  luxurious  apathy  and  sensual  indulgence. 
Such  was  the  life  into  which,  from  the  operation  of  the  same  causes,  Louis  the  Fifteenth  had 
sunk,  with  his  household  and  Court,  while  Lafayette  was  rising  to  manhood,  surrounded  by 
the  contamination  of  their  example.  Had  his  natural  endowments  been  even  of  the  hi^r 
and  nobler  order  of  such  as  adhere  to  virtue,  even  in  the  lap  of  prosperity,  and  in  the 
bosom  of  temptation,  be  might  have  lived  and  died  a  pattern  of  the  Nobility  of  France,  to 
be  cUssed,  in  aftertimes,  with  tlie  Turennes  and  the  Montausiers  of  the  age  of  Louis  the 
Fourteenth,  or  with  the  Villars  or  the  Lamolgnons  of  the  age  immediately  preceding  his  own. 

But  as,  in  the  firmament  of  Heaven  that  rolls  over  our  heads,  there  is,  among  the  sUrs  of 
the  first  magnitude,  one  so  pre-eminent  in  iplendor,  as,  in  the  opinion  of  astronomers,  tocoor 
stitute  a  class  by  itself;  so,  in  the  fourteen  hundred  years  of  the  French  Monarchy,  among  the 
multitudes  of  great  and  mighty  men  wliich  it  has  evolved,  the  name  of  Lafayette  standi 
unrivalled  in  the  solitude  of  glory. 
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In  entering^  upon  the  threshold  of  life,  a  career  was  to  open  before  him.  He  liad  ^ 
option  of  the  Court  and  the  Camp.  An  office  was  tendered  to  htm  in  the  household  of  the 
King's  brother,  the  Count  de  Provence,  wnce  successively  a  royal  Exile  and  a  reinatale^ 
King.  The  servitude  and  inaction  of  a  Court  had  no  charms  for  him;  he  preferred  a  c»a> 
mission  in  the  army;  and,  at  the  time  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  was  a  captain  of 
dragoons  in  garrison  at  Metz. 

There,  at  an  entertainment  given  by  his  relative,  the  Marechal  de  Brogiie,  the  Commaiid- 
ant  of  the  place,  to  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  brother  to  the  British  King,  and  then  a  tran- 
sient traveller  through  that  part  of  France,  he  learns,  as  an  incident  of  intelligence  reccnred 
that  morning  by  the  English  Prince  from  London,  that  the  Congress  of  Rebels,  at  Plabdel- 
phja,  had  issued  a  Declaration  of  Independehce.  A  conversation  ensues  upon  the  onses 
which  have  contributed  to  produce  this  event,  and  upon  the  consequences  which  msy  be 
expected  to  flow  from  it.  The  imagination  of  Lafsyette  has  caught  across  the  Atlantic  tide 
the  spark  emitted  from  the  Declaration  of  Independence;  his  heart  has  kindled  at  the  shock; 
and,  before  he  slumbers  upon  his  pillow,  he  has  resolved  to  devote  his  life  and  fortane  to  the 
cause. 

You  have  before  you  the  cause  and  the  man.  The  self-devotion  of  Lafayette  was  two- 
fold.  First,  to  the  people,  mainUining  a  bold  and  seemingly  desperate  struspgle  sgaisst 
oppression,  and  for  national  existence.  Secondly,  and  chiefly,  to  the  principles  of  their 
Declaration,  which  then  first  unfurled  before  his  eyes  the  consecrated  standard  of  bunaa 
rights.  To  that  standard,  without  an  instant  of  hesitation,  he  repaired.  Where  it  wwiM 
lead  him,  it  is  scarcely  probable  that  he  himself  then  foresaw.  It  was  then  identical  with 
the  sUrs  and  stripes  of  the  American  Union,  floating  to  the  breeze  from  the  Hall  of  Inde- 
pendence, at  Philadelphia.  Nor  sordid  avarice,  nor  vulgar  ambition,  could  point  ha  Uot- 
steps  to  the  pathway  leading  to  that  banner.  To  the  love  of  ease  or  pleasure  nothisg  coii)d 
be  more  repulsive.  Something  may  be  allowed  to  the  beatings  of  the  youths  lireafi, 
which  make  ambition  virtue,  and  something  to  the  spirit  of  military  adventure,  imbibed 
from  his  profession,  and  which  he  felt  in  common  with  many  others.  France,  Germany, 
Poland,  furnished  to  the  armies  of  this  Union,  in  our  revolutionary  struggle,  no  inconsider- 
able number  of  officers  of  high  rank  and  distinguished  merit.  The  names  of  Pulaski  and 
De  Kalb  are  numbered  among  the  martyrs  of  our  freedom,  and  their  ashes  repose  in  oar 
soil  side  by  side  with  the  canonized  bones  of  Warren  and  of  Montgomery.  To  the  virtiiet 
of  Lafayette,  a  more  protracted  career  and  happier  earthly  destinies  were  reserved.  To 
the  moral  principle  of  political  action,  the  sacrifices  of  no  other  man  were  compafaUe  to 
his.  Youth,  health,  fortune;  the  favor  of  his  King;  th6  enjoyment  of  ease  and  pleasare; 
even  the  choicest  blessings  of  domestic  felicity — he  gave  them  all  for  toil  and  danger  in  a 
distant  land,  and  an  almost  hopeless  cause;  but  it  Was  the  cause  of  justice,  and  of  the  rights 
of  human  kind. 

The  resolve  is  firmly  fixed,  and  it  now  remains  to  be  carried  into  execution.  On  tfce 
7th  of  December,  1776,  Silas  Deane,  then  a  secret  agent  of  the  American  Congress,  at  Psiis, 
stipulates  with  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette  that  he  shall  receive  a  commission,  to  date  from 
that  day,  of  Major  General  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States;  and  the  Marquis  stipulates,  ia 
return,  to  depart  when  and  how  Mr.  Deane  shsll  judge  proper,  to  serve  the  United  States 
with  all  possible  zesl,  without  pay  or  emolument,  reserving  to  himself  only  the  liberty  of 
returning  to  Europe  if  his  family  or  his  King  should  recall  him. 

Neither  his  family  nor  his  King  were  willing  that  he  should  depart;  nor  had  Mr.  Deane 
the  power,  either  to  conclude  this  contract,  or  to  furnish  the  means  of  his  conveyance  ts 
America.  Difficulties  rise  up  before  him  only  to  be  dispersed,  and  obstacles  thicken  only  to 
be  surmounted.  The  day  after  the  signature  of  the  contract,  Mr.  Deane's  agency  was  super- 
seded by  the  arrival  of  Doctor  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Arthur  Lee  as  his  colleaguea  in  txm- 
mission;  nor  did  they  think  themselves  authorised  to  confirm  his  engagements.  Lafiiyette  is 
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not  to  be  discoaraged.  The  Commiasionera  extenuate  nothing  of  the  unpromising  con- 
dition of  their  cause.  Mr.  Deane  avows  his  inability  to  furnish  hinr.  with  a  passage  to  the 
United  States.  ••The  more  desperate  the  cause,"  says  ILafayette,  "the  greater  need  has 
it  of  my  aenrices;  and,  if  Mr,  Deane  has  no  vessel  for  my  passage,  I  shall  purchase  one 
m>'8elf,  and  will  traverse  the  Ocean  with  a  selected  company  of  my  own." 

Other  impediments  arise.  His  design  becomes  known  to  the  British  Ambassador  at  the 
Court  of  Versailles,  who  remonstrates  to  the  French  Government  against  it.  At  his 
instance,  orders  are  issued  for  the  detention  of  the  vessel  purchased  by  the  Marquis,  and 
fitted  out  at  Bordeaux,  and  for  the  arrest  of  his  person.  To  elude  the  first  of  these  orders, 
the  vessel  is  removed  from  Bordeaux  to  the  neighboring  port  of  Passage,  within  the  do- 
minion of  Spain.  The  order  for  his  own  arrest  is  executed;  but,  by  straUgem  and  disguise, 
be  escapes  from  the  custody  of  those  who  have  him  in  charge,  and,  before  a  second  order 
can  reach  him,  he  is  safe  on  the  ocean  wave,  bound  to  the  land  of  Independence  and  of 
Freedom. 

It  bad  been  necessary  to  clear  out  the  vessel  for  an  island  of  the  West  Indies;  but,  once 
at  sea,  >ie  avails  himself  of  his  fight  as  owner  of  the  ship;  and  compels  his  captain  to  steer 
for  the  shores  of  emancipated  North  America.  He  lands,  with  his  companions,  on  the  25th 
of  April,  1777,  in  South  Carolina,  not  far  from  Charleston,  and  finds  a  most  cordial  recep- 
lion  and  hospitable  welcome  in  the  house  of  Major  Huger. 

Every  detail  of  this  adventurous  expedition,  full  of  incidents,  combining  with  the  simpli- 
city of  historical  truth  all  the  interest  of  romance,  is  so  well  known,  and  so  familiar  to  the 
memory  of  all  who  hear  me,  that  I  pass  them  over  without  further  notice. 

From  Charleston  he  proceeded  to  Philadelphia,  where  the  Congress  of  the  Revolution 
were  in  session,  and  where  he  offered  his  services  in  the  cause.  Here,  again,  he  was  met 
with  difficulties,  which,  to  men  of  ordinary  minds,i>would  have  been  insurmountable.  Mr. 
Deane's  contracts  were  so  numerous,  and  for  offices  of  rank  so  high,  that  it  was  impossible 
they  should  be  ratified  by  the  Congress.  He  had  stipulated  for  the  appointment  of  other 
Major  Generals;  and,  in  the  same  contract  with  that  of  Lafayette,  for  eleven  other  officers, 
from  the  rank  of  Colonel  to  that  of  Liemtenant.  To  introduce  these  officers,  strangers, 
scarcely  one  of  whom  could  speak  the  language  of  the  country,  into  the  American  army, 
to  take  rank  and  precedence  over  the  native  citizens  whose  ardent  patriotism  had  pointed 
them  to  the  standard  of  their  country,  could  not,  without  great  injustice,  nor  without  excit- 
ing the  most  fatal  dissensions,  have  been  done;  and  this  answer  was  necessarily  given  as  well 
to  L.afayette  as  to  the  other  officers  who  had  accompanied  him  from  Europe.  His  reply 
waa  an  offer  to  serve  as  a  volunteer,  and  without  pay.  Magnanimity,  thus  disinterested, 
could  not  be  resisted;  nor  could  the  sense  of  it  be  wortliily  manifested  by  a  mere  acceptance 
of  the  offer.  On  the  31st  of  July,  1777,  therefore,  the  following  resolution  and  preamble 
are  recorded  upon  the  Journals  of  Congress. 

•*  Whereas,  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette,  out  of  his  great  zeal  to  the  cause  of  Liberty,  in 
•*  which  the  United  States  are  engaged,  has  left  his  family  and  connexions,  and,  at  his  own 
«•  expense,  come  over  to  offer  his  service  to  the  United  States,  without  pension  oV  parti- 
<>  cular  allowance,  and  is  anxious  to  risk  his  life  in  our  cause: 

«  Resohtdt  f  hat  his  service  be  accepted,  and  that,  in  considertition  of  his  zeal,  illustrious 
"  family,  and  connexions,  he  have  the  rank  and  eommiasion  of  Major  General  in  the  Army  of 
•*  the  United  States." 

He  had  the  rank  and  commission,  but  no  command  as  a  Major  General.  With  this,  all 
personal  ambition  was  gratified;  and  whatever  services  he  might  perform,  he  could  attain  no 
higher  rank  in  the  American  army.  The  discontents  of  officers  already  in  the  service,  at 
being  superseded  in  command  by  a  stripling  foreigner,  were  disarmed;  nor  was  the  prudence 
of  Congress,  perhaps,  without  its  influence  in  withholding  a  command,  which,  but  for  a 
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judgment  premature,  "  beyond  the  slow  advance  of  years,"  might  have  hazarded  Mmietfaii^ 
of  the  sacred  cause  itself,  by  confidence  too  hastily  bestowed. 

The  day  aAer  the  date  of  his  commission,  he  was  introduced  to  WaslHngton,  Camnandcr- 
in-chief  of  the  armies  of  tiie  Confederation.    It  was  the  critical  period  of  the  campaign  of 
1777.     The  British  army,  commanded  by  Lord  Howe,  was  advancing  from  the  head  of 
Elk,  to  which  they  bad  been  transported  by  sea  from  New  York,  upon  Fhiladelphisk.    Wash- 
ington, by  a  counteracting  movement,  had  been  approaching  from  his  line  of  defence  in  the 
Jerseys,  towards  the  city,  and  arrived  there  on  the  1st  of  August.    It  was  a  meetuig'  of  con- 
genial souls.     At  the  close  of  it,  Washington  gave  the  youthful  stranger  an  invitafioii  to 
make  the  head-quarters  of  the  Commander-in-chief  his  home;  that  he  should  eatabUi  bias- 
self  there  at  his  own  time,  and  consider  himself  at  all  times  as  one  of  his  family.    It  vas 
natural  that,  in  giving  this  invitation^  he  should  remark  the  contrast  of  the  attuAtioD  in  whkh 
it  would  place  him,  with  that  of  case,  and  comfort,  and  luxurious  enjoyment,  which  he  had 
left  at  the  splendid  Court  of  Louis  the  Sixteenth,  and  of  his  beautiful  and  accompGahed  but 
ill-fated  Queen,  then  at  the  very  summit  of  all  which  constitutes  the  common  estimate  of/eE- 
city.     How  deep  and  solemn  was  this  contrast!    No  native  American  had  undergone  the 
trial  of  the  same  alternative.     None  of  them,  save  Lafayette,  had  brought  the  aame  tribatc, 
of  his  life,  his  fortune,  and  his  honor,  to  a  cause  of  a  country  foreign  to  his  own.     To  Lsiiay- 
ette  the  soil  of  freedom  was  his  country.    His  post  of  honor  was  the  post  of  dsinger.    Hk 
fireside  was  the  field  of  battle.     He  accepted  with  joy  the  invitation  of  W^ashingtoo,  and 
repaired  forthwith  to  the  Camp.     The  bond  of  indissoluble  friendship — the  frieoddhip  of 
heroes — was  sealed  from  the  first  hour  of  their  meeting,  to  last  throughout  their  lives,  sod 
to  live  in  the  memory  of  mankind  forever. 

It  was,  perhaps,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  American  Commissioners  in  France,  that  tbk 
invitation  was  given  by  Washington.  I^i  a  letter  from  them,  of  the  25th  of  May,  1777,  to 
the  Committee  of  Foreign  Afl^airs,  they  announce  that  the  Marquis  had  departed  for  ^ 
United  States  in  a  ship  of  his  own,  accompanied  by  some  officers  of  distinction,  in  order  to 
serve  in  our  armies.  They  observe  that  he  is  exceedingly  beloved,  and  that  evciy  body's 
g^od  wishes  attend  him.  They  cannot  but  hope  that  he  will  meet  with  such  a  reception  aa 
will  make  the  country  and  his  expedition  agreeable  to  him.  They  further  say  that  those  who 
censure  it  as  imprudent  in  him,  do  nevertheless  applaud  his  spirit;  and  they  are  satisfied  thst 
civilities  and  respect  shown  to  him  will  be  serviceable  to  our  cause  in  France,  aa  pleaaiag 
not  only  to  his  powerful  relations  and  to  the  Court,  but  to  the  whole  French  Nation.  Thej 
finally  add,  that  he  had  left  a  beautiful  young  wife,  and  for  her  sake,  particularly,  they 
hoped  that  his  bravery  and  ardent  desire  to  distinguisii  himself  would  be  a  httle  restrained 
by  the  General's  [Washington's]  prudence,  so  as  not  to  permit  his  being  hazarded  mocb, 
but  upon  some  important  occasion. 

The  head-quarters  of  Washington,  serving  as  a  volunteer,  with  the  rank  and  commiastoo 
of  a  Major  General  without  comniand,  was  precisely  the  station  adapted  to  the  dcvekip- 
ment  of  his  character,  to  his  own  honor,  and  that  of  the  army,  and  to  the  prudent  naa- 
agement  of  the  country's  cause.  To  him  it  was  at  once  a  severe  school  of  experience,  sad 
a  rigorous  test  of  merit.  But  it  was  not  the  pkce  to  restrain  him  from  exposure  to  danger. 
The  time  at  which  he  joined  the  Camp  was  one  of  pre-eminent  peril.  The  British  Go- 
vernment, and  the  Commander-in-chief  of  the  British  forces,  had  imsgined  that  the  pos* 
session  of  Philadelphia,  combined  with  that  of  the  line  along  the  Hudson  river,  from  the 
Canadian  frontier  to  the  city  of  New  York,  would  be  fatal  to  the  American  cause.  By  the 
capture  of  Burgoyne  and  his  army,  that  portion  of  the  project  sustained  a  total  defeat*  The 
final  issue  of  the  war  was  indeed  sealed  with  the  capitulation  of  the  irth  of  October,  1777, 
at  Saratoga— sealed,  not  with  the  subjugation,  but  with  the  independence  of  the  Harh 
American  Union. 
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In  the  Southern  campaign  the  British  Commander  was  more  successful.  The  fkll  of  Phi- 
ladelphia was  the  result  of  the  battle  of  Brandy  wine,  on  the  llth  of  September.  This 
was  the  first  action  in  which  Lafayette  was  engaged,  and  the  first  lesson  of  his  practical 
military  school  was  a  lesson  of  misfortune.  In  the  attempt  to  rally  the  American  troops  in 
their  retreat,  he  received  a  musket  ball  in  the  leg.  He  was  scarcely  conscious  of  the  wound 
till  made  sensible  of  it  by  the  loss  of  blood,  and  even  then  ceased  not  his  exertions  in  the 
field  till  he  had  secured  and  covered  the  retreat. 

This  casualty  confined  him  for  some  time  to  his  bed  at  Philadelphia,  and  afterwards 
detained  him  some  days  at  Bethlehem;  but  within  six  weeks  he  rejoined  the  head-quarters  of 
Washington,  near  Whitemarsh.  He  soon  became  anxious  to  obtain  a  command  equal  to 
his  rank,  and.  In  the  short  space  of  time  that  he  had  been  with  the  Commander-in-chief, 
had  so  thoroughly  obtained  his  confidence  as  to  secure  an  earnest  solicitation  from  him  to 
Congress  in  his  favor.  In  a  letter  to  Congress  of  tlie  1st  of  November,  1777,  he  says:  "  The 
"  Marquis  de  Lafayette  is  extremely  solicitous  of  having  a  command  equal  to  his  rank.  I  do 
"not  know  in  what  light  Congress  will  view  the  matter,  but  it  appears  to  me,  from  a 
"  consideration  of  his  illustrious  and  important  connexions,  the  attachment  which  he  has 
"  manifested  for  our  cause,  and  the  consequences  which  his  return  in  disgust  might  pro- 
*'  duce,  that  it  will  be  advisable  to  gratify  him  in  his  wishesj  and  the  more  so,  as  several 
"gentlemen  from  France,  who  came  over  under  some  assurances,  have  gone  back  dif* 
"  appointed  in  their  expectations.  His  conduct  with  respect  to  tliem  stands  in  a  favorable 
"point  of  view}  having  interested  himself  to  remove  their  uneasiness,  and  urged  theim- 
"  propriety  of  their  making  any  unfavoimbte  representations  upon  their  arrival  at  home}  and 
"  In  all  his  letters  he  has  placed  our  affairs  In  the  best  situation  he  could.  Besides,  he  is 
"  sensible;  discreet  In  his  manners;  has  nuide  great  proficiency  in  our  language}  and,  from 
"  the  disposition  he  discovered  at  the  battle  of  Brandywine,  possesses  a.  large  share  of 
"  bravery  and  military  ardor." 

Perhaps  one  of  the  highest  encomiums  ever  pronounced  of  a  man  in  public  life,  is  that 
of  a  historian  eminent  for  his  profound  acquaintance  with  mankind,  who,  in  painting  a  great 
character  by  a  single  line,  says  that  he  was  just  equal  to  all  the  duties  of  the  highest  offices 
wlilch  he  attained,  and  never  above  them.  There  are  In  some  men  qualities  which  dazzle 
and  consume  to  little  or  no  valuable  purpose,  lliey  seldom  belong  to  the  great  benefactors 
of  mankind.  They  were  not  the  qualities  of  Washington,  or  of  Lafayette.  The  testimonial 
offered  by  the  American  Commander  to  his  young  friend,  after  a  probation  of  several  months, 
and  afler  the  severe  test  of  the  disastrous  day  of  Brandywine,  was  precisely  adapted  to 
the  man  in  whose  favor  it  was  given,  and  to  tlie  object  which  it  was  to  accomplish.  What 
earnestness  of  purpose!  what  sincerity  of  conviction!  what  energetic  simplicity  of  expres- 
sion! what  thorough  delineation  of  character!  The  merits  of  Lafayette,  to  the  eye  of  Wash- 
ington, are  the  candor  and  generosity  of  his  disposition — the  indefatigable  industry  of  ap- 
plication which,  in  the  course  of  a  few  months,  has  already  given  him  the -mastery  of  a 
foreign  language— good  sense— discretion  of  manners,  an  attribute  not  only  unusual  In  early 
years,  but  doubly  rare  in  alliance  with  that  enthusiasm  so  signally  marked  by  his  self-devotion 
to  the  American  cause;  and,  to  crown  all  the  rest,  the  bravery  and  military  ardor  so  bril- 
liantly manifested  at  the  Brandywine.  Here  is  no  random  praise;  no  unmeaning  panegyric* 
This  cluster  of  qualities,  all  plain  and  simple,  but  so  seldom  found  in  union  together,  so 
generally  incompatible  with  one  another,  these  are  the  properties  eminently  trustworthy,  in 
the  judgment  of  Washington;  and  these  are  the  properties  which  his  discernment  has  found 
In  Lafayette,  and  which  urge  him  thus  earnestly  to  advise  the  gratification  of  his  wish  by 
the  assignment  of  a  command  equal  to  the  rank  whicl\  had  been  granted  to  his  zeal  and 
his  illustrious  name. 

l*he  recommendation  of  Washington  had  its  immediate  eflTect)  and  on  the  1st  of  December* 
1777,  it  was  resolved  by  Congress  that  he  should  be  informed  it  wu  highly  agreeable  to  Coo* 
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gress  that  the  Marquia  de  Lafayette  should  be  appointed  to  the  command  of  a  diviaon  is  the 
Continental  Army. 

He  received  accordingly  such  an  appointment;  and  a  plan  was  organized  in  Congrewfer 
a  second  invasion  of  Canada,  at  the  head  of  which  he  was  placed.     This  expedition,  oHfi- 
nally  projected  without  consultation  with  the  Commander-in-chief,  might  be   connectof  with 
the  temporary  dissatisfaction,  in  the  community  and  in  Congress,  at  the  ill  success  of  his  en- 
deavors to  defend  Philadelphia,  which  rival  and  unfriendly  partisans  were  too  rei^  to 
compare  with  the  splendid  termination,  by  the  capture  of  Burgoyne  and  his  vmy,  of  tfee 
Northern  campaign,  under  the  command  of  General  Gates.    To  foreclose  all  suspicion  d 
participation  in  these  views,  Lafayette  proceeded  to  the  Seat  of  Ccmgrcss,  and,  accepting 
the  important  charge  which  it  was  proposed  to  assign  to  him,  obtained  at  his  particuhr  re- 
quest that  he  should  be  considered  as  an  officer  detached  from  the  army  of  Washington,  and 
to  remain  under  his  orders.     He  then  repaired  in  person  to  Albany,  to  take  command  of 
the  troops  who  were  to  assemble  at  that  place,  in  order  to  cross  the  Lakes  on  the  ice, 
and  attack  Montreal;  but,  on  arriving  at  Albany,  he  found  none  of  the   promised  prepara- 
tions in  readiness— they  were  never  effected.     Congress  some  time  after  reliDquished  the 
design,  and  the  Marquis  was  ordered  to  rejoin  the  army  of  Washington. 

In  the  succeeding  month  of  May,  his  military  talent  was  displayed  by  the  masterly  retreat 
effected  in  the  presence  of  an  overwhelming  superiority  of  the  enemy's  force  from  the  posi* 
tion  at  Barren  Hill. 

He  was  soon  af\er  distinguished  at  the  battle  of  Monmouth;  and  in  September,  ITTS^a 
resolution  of  Congress  declared  their  high  sense  of  his  services,  not  only  in  the  field,  butm 
his  exertions  to  conciliate  and  heal  dissensions  between  the  officers  of  the  French  fleet  uodtf 
the  command  of  Count  d'Estaing,  and  some  of  the  native  officers  of  our  army.  These  dis- 
sensions had  arisen  in  the  first  moments  of  co-operation  in  the  service,  and  had  threalcTiei 
pernicious  consequences.  In  the  month  of  April,  1776,  the  combined  wisdom  of  the  Cobb: 
de  Vergennes  and  of  Mr.  Turgot,  the  Prime  Minister,  and  the  Financier  of  L.ouis  the  Six- 
teenth, had  brought  him  to  the  conclusion  that  the  event  the  most  desirable  to  France,  with 
regard  to  the  controversy  between  Great  Britain  and  her  American  Colonies,  was  that  the 
insurrection  should  be  suppressed.  This  judgment,  evincing  only  the  total  absence  of  sll 
moral  considerations,  in  the  estimate,  by  these  eminent  statesmen,  of  what  was  desir^bk  2b 
France,  had  undergone  a  great  change  by  the  close  of  the  year  1777.  The  DecUrsaas 
of  Independence  had  changed  the  question  between  the  parties.  The  popular  feelii^  of 
France  was  all  on  the  side  of  the  Americans.  The  daring  and  romantic  movement  of  La- 
fayette, in  defiance  of  the  Government  itself,  then  highly  favored  by  public  opinion,  •« 
followed  by  universal  admiration.  The  spontaneous  spirit  of  the  people  gradually  spread 
itself  even  over  the  rank  corruption  of  the  Court;  a  suspicious  and  deceptive  neutrality  suc- 
ceeded to  an  ostensible  exclusion  of  the  Insurgents  from  the  ports  of  France,  till  the  capi- 
tulation of  Burgoyne  satisfied  tlie  casuists  of  international  law  at  Versailles  that  the  «ppres- 
sion  of  the  insurrection  was  no  longer  the  most  desirable  of  events;  but  that  the  United 
States  were,  de  fado,  sovereign  and  independent;  and  that  France  might  conclude  aTteaty 
of  Commerce  with  them,  without  giving  just  cause  of  offence  to  the  step-mother  counirr. 
On  the  6th  of  February,  1778,  a  Treaty  of  Commerce  between  France  and  the  United  State* 
was  concluded,  and  with  it,  on  the  same  day,  a  Treaty  of  eventual  Defensive  Alliance,  to 
take  effect  only  in  the  event  of  Great  Britain's  resenting,  by  war  against  France,  tbeconsss* 
ination  of  the  Commercial  Treaty.  The  war  immediately  ensued,  and  in  the  summer  J 
1778  a  French  fleet  under  the  command  of  Count  d'Estaing  was  sent  to  co-operate  with  tkt 
forces  of  the  United  States  for  the  maintenance  of  their  Independence. 

By  these  events  the  position  of  the  Marquis  de  LAfayette  was  essentially  changed.  It'tecaoe 
necessary  for  him  to  reinstate  himself  in  the  good  graces  of  his  Sovereign,  offended  at  his 
absenting  himself  from  his  country  without  permission,  but  gratified  with  the  distinctioB    i 
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which  he  had  acquired  by  gallant  deeds  in  a  senrice  now  become  that  of  France  herself. 
At  the  close  of  the  campaign  of  1778,  with  the  approbation  of  his  friend  and  patron,  the 
Commander-in-chief,  he  addressed  a  letter  to  the  President  of  Congress,  representing  his  then 
present  circumstances  with  the  confidence  of  affection  and  gratitude,  observing  that  the 
sentiments  which  bound  him  to  his  country  could  nerer  be  more  properly  spoken  of  than  in 
the  presence  of  men  who  had  done  so  much  for  their  own.  **  As  long/'  continued  he,  "as 
**  I  thought  I  could  dispose  of  myself,  I  made  it  my  pride  and  pleasure  to  fight  under  Amert- 
**  can  colors,  in  defence  of  a  cause  which  I  dare  more  particularly  call  ours,  because  I  bad 
**  the  gfood  foKune  of  bleeding  for  her.  Now,  sir,  that  France  is  involved  in  a  war,  I  am 
•*  urgfed,  by  a  sense  of  my  duty,  as  well  as  by  the  love  of  my  country,  to  present  myself  be- 
**  fore  the  King,  and  know  in  what  manner  he  judges  proper  to  employ  my  services.  The 
**  most  agreeable  of  all  will  always  be  such  as  may  enable  me  to  serve  the  common  cause 
*'  among^  ^hose  whose  friendship  I  had  the  happiness  obtun,  and  whose  fortune  I  had  the 
•*  honor  to  follow  in  less  smiling  limes.  Tliat  reason,  and  others,  which  I  leave  to  the  feel- 
•*  ings  of  Congress,  engage  me  to  beg  from  them  the  liberty  of  going  home  for  the  next 
«*  winter. 

"  As  long  as  there  were  any  hopes  of  an  active  campaign,  I  did  not  think  of  leaving  the 
••  field;  now  that  I  see  a  very  peaceable  and  undisturbed  moment,  I  take  this  opportuiuty 
«•  of  waiting  on  Congress." 

In  the  remainder  of  the  letter  he  solicited  that,  in  the  event  of  his  request  being  granted, 
he  migfht  be  considered  as  a  soldier  on  furlough,  heartily  wishing  to  regain  his  colors  and 
his  esteemed  and  beloved  fellow-soldiers.  And  he  closefc  with  a  tender  of  any  services 
which  he  might  be  enabled  to  render  to  the  American  cause  in  his  own  country. 

On  the  receipt  of  this  letter,  accompanied  by  one  from  General  Washington,  recommend- 
ing to  Congress,  in  terms  most  honorable  to  the  Marquis,  a  compliance  with  his  request,  that 
body  immediately  passed  resolutions  granting  him  an  unlimited  leave  of  -absence,  with  per- 
mission to  return  to  the  United  States  at  his  own  most  convenient  time;  that  the  President 
of  Congress  should  write  him  a  letter  returning  him  the  thanks  of  Congress  for  that  dis- 
interested zeal  which  had  led  him  to  America,  and  for  the  services  he  had  rendered  to  the 
United  States  by  the  exertion  of  his  courage  and  abilities  on  many  signal  occasions  ;  and  that 
the  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  at  the  Court  of  Versailles  should  be  direct- 
ed to  cause  an  elegant  sword,  with  proper  devices,  to  be  made,  and  presented  to  him  in 
the  name  of  the  United  States.  These  resolutions  were  communicated  to  him  in  a  letter 
expressive  of  the  sensibility  congenial  to  them,  from  the  President  of  Congress,  Henry 
Laurens.  ,  ' 

He  embartced  in  January,  1779,  in  the  frigate  Alliance,  at  Boston,  and,  on  the  succeeding 
12th  day  of  February,  presented  himself  at  Versailles.  Twelve  months  had  already  elapsed 
since  the  conclusion  of  the  Treaties  of  Commerce  and  of  eventual  Alfiance  between  France 
and  the  United  States.  They  had,  during  the  gp>eater  part  of  that  time,  been  deeply  engag- 
ed in  war  with  a  common  cause  against  Great  Britain,  and  it  was  the  cause  in  which  La- 
fayette had  been  shedding  his  blood;  yet,  instead  of  receivitig  him  with  open  arms,  as  the 
pride  and  ornament  of  his  country,  a  cold  and  hollow-hearted  order  was  issued  to  him  not  to 
present  himself  at  Court,  but  to  consider  himself  under  arrest,  with  permission  to  receive 
visits  only  from  his  relations.  This  ostensible  mark  of  the  Koyal  displeasure  was  to  last  eight 
days,  and  Lafayette  manifested  his  sense  of  it  only  by  a  letter  to  the  Count  de  Vergennes, 
inquiring  whether  the  interdiction  upon  him  to  receive  visits  was  to  be  considered  as  extend- 
ing to  that  of  Doctor  Franklin.  The  sentiment  of  universal  admiration  which  had  followed 
him  at  his  first  departure,  greatly  increased  by  his  splendid  career  of  service  during  the  two 
years  of  his  absence,  indemnified  him  for  the  indignity  of  the  courtly  rebuke. 

He  remained  in  France  through  the  year  1779,  and  returned  to  the  scene  of  action  early 
in  the  ensuing  year.    He  continued  in  the  French  service,  and  was  appointed  to  command 
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the  Kiag't  own  regiment  of  dMgooM»  ttitioned  during  the  year  in  Taxioua  parts  of  the  liog- 
doin»  «nd  holding  an  incessant  correspondence  with  the  Ministers  of  Foreign  AfiEaixs  and  cf 
War,  urging  the  employment  of  a  land  and  naval  force  in  aid  of  the  Americmn  cauae.  "  The 
Marquis  delAfayette,"  says  Doctor  Franklin,  in  a  letter  of  the  4th  of  Msuyls  1780^  to  the 
President  of  Congress,  «  who,  during  hia  residence  in  France,  has  been  extremely  seaJoos 
"  in  supporting  our  cause  on  aU  oeeasiontf  returns  again  to  fight  for  it.  He  ia  iofisitely 
**  esteemed  and  beloved  here»  and  I  am  persuaded  will  do  erery  tiling  in  his  pover  tancnt 
*'  a  continuance  of  the  same  affection  from  America." 

Immediately  after  his  arrival  in  the  United  States,  it  was,  on  the  16th  of  May,  17W,  it- 
solved  in  Congress,  that  they  considered  his  return  to  America  to  resume  his  coonaBd  as  a 
fresh  proof  of  the  disinterested  zeal  and  persevering  attachment  which  have  justly  recom- 
mended him  to  the  public  confidence  and  applause,  an^  that  they  received  with  pleasure  a 
tender  of  the  further  services  of  so  gallant  and  meritorious  an  officer. 

From  this  time  until  the  termination  of  the  campaign  of  irSl,  by  the  surrender  of  Lerd 
Comwallis  and  his  army  at  Yorktown,  bis  service  was  of  incessant  activity,  always  signslized 
by  nyilitary  talents  unsurpassed,  and  by  a  spirit  never  to  be  subdued.  At  the  time  oi  (be 
treason  of  Arnold,  Lafayette  was  accompanying  his  Commander-in-chier  to  an  iapsrtuit 
conference  and  consultation  with  the  French  General,  Rocbambeau;  and  then,  ssisereiy 
stage  of  the  war,  it  seemed  as  if  the  position  which  he  occupied,  his  personal  chsiadcr,  bb 
individual  relations  with  Washington,  with  the  officers  of  both  the  allied  armies,  and  viih  the 
armies  themselves,  had  been  specially  ordered  to  promote  and  secure  that  harmoay  saJ  bih 
tual  good  understanding  indispensable  to  the  ultimate  success  of  the  comnkon  cause.  His 
position,  too,  as  a  foreigner  by  birth,  a  European,  a  volunteer  in  the  American  serricc^  ssi 
a  person  of  high  rank  in  his  native  country',  pointed  him  out  as  peculiarly  suited  to  the 
psinful  duty  of  deciding  upon  the  character  of  the  crime,  and  upon  the  £ste  of  the  Brilah 
officer,  the  accomplice  and  victim  of  the  detested  traitor,  Arnold. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  campaign  of  1781,  when  Cornwallis,  with  an  ovenrJkdiBiag 
force,  was  spreading  ruin  and  devastation  over  the  Southern  portion  of  the  UnioB,  we  find 
Lafityette,  with  means  altogether  inadequate,  charged  with  the  defence  of  the  Territory  of 
Virginia.  Always  equal  to  the  emergencies  in  which  circumstances  placed  him,  \m  expe- 
dients for  encountering  and  surmounting  the  obstacles  which  they  cast  in  his  way  are  isn- 
riably  stamped  with  the  peculiarities  of  his  character.  The  troops  placed  under  lus  ttm- 
mand  for  the  defence  of  Virginia  were  cbiefiy  taken  from  the  Eastern  regiments,  unscsmiMd 
to  the  climate  of  the  South,  and  prejudiced  against  it  as  unfavorable  to  the  health  of  the 
natives  of  the  more  rigorous  regions  of  the  North.  Desertions  became  frequent,  tSI  tlicy 
threatened  the  very  dissolution  of  the  corps.  Instead  of  resorting  to  military  ezecutkn  to 
retain  his  men,  he  appeals  to  the  sympathies  of  honor.  He  states,  in  general  orders  the 
great  danger  and  difficulty  of  tlie  enterprise  upon  which  he  is  about  to  embark;  repfcveota 
the  only  possibility  by  which  it  can  promise  success— the  faithful  adherence  of  the  soldiers  to 
tlieir  chief,  and  his  confidence  that  they  will  not  abandon  him.  He  tlien  adds,  that  i(  how- 
ever, any  individual  of  the  detachment  was  unwilling  to  follow  hhn,  a  passport  to  retsimto 
his  home  should  be  forthwith  granted  him  upon  his  application.  It  is  to  a  cause  like  that  of 
American  Independence  that  resources  like  this  are  congenial.  After  these  geneni  ofdcn, 
nothing  more  was  heard  of  desertion.  The  very  cripples  of  the  army  preferred  paying  fcr 
their  own  transportation,  to  .follow  the  corps,  rather  than  to  ask  for  the  dismissioa  which  hid 
been  made  so  easily  accessible  to  all. 

But  how  shall  the  deficiencies  of  the  military  chest  be  supplied  ?  The  want  of  moiiey  vis 
heavily  pressing  upon  the  service  in  every  direction.  Where  are  the  sinews  of  war?  Bsw 
are  the  troops  to  march  without  shoes,  linen,  clothing  of  all  descriptions,  and  other  acecssa- 
ries  of  life?  Lafayette  has  found  them  all.  From  the  patriotic  merchants  of  BaltioMre  he 
obtains,  on  the  pledge  of  his  own  personal  credit,  a  loan  of  money  adequate  to  the  purchsse 
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<if  the  materials  ;  and  from  the  ftir  hands  of  the  daughters  of  the  Monumental  CHy,  eren 
then  worthy  to  be  so  caTled,  he  obtains  the  toil  of  making  up  the  needed  garments. 

The  detaib  of  the  campaign,  from  its  unpromising  outset,  when  Cornwanis,  the  British 
Comiiumder,  exulted  in  anticipation  that  the  boy  could  not  escape^him,  till  the  storming  of 
the  twin  redoubts,  in  emulation  of  gallantry  by  the  raliant  Frenchmen  of  Yiomesnil,  and  the 
American  fellow-soldiers  of  Lafayette,  led  by  him  to  Tictory  at  Yorktown,  must  be  left  to 
the  reeording  pen  of  History.  Both  redoubts  were  carried  at  ttie  point  of  the  sword;  and 
Comwsdlia,  with  averted  face,  surrendered  his  sword  to  Washington. 

This  was  the  last  vital  struggle  of  the  war,  which,  however,  lingered  trough  another 
year,  rather  of  negotiation  than  of  action.  Immediately  after  the  capitulation  at  Torktown, 
Lafayette  asked  and  obtained  agun  a  leave  of  absence  to  visit  his  family  and  his  country  <  and 
with  thia  closed  his  military  service  in  the  field  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  But  it  was 
not  for  the  individual  enjoyment  of  his  renown  that  he  returned  to  France.  The  reso- 
lutions of  Congress  accompanying  that  which  gave  him  a  discretionary  leave  of  absence, 
while  honorary  in  the  highest  deg^e  to  hiin,  were  equally  marked  by  a  grant  of  virtual 
credentials  for  negotiation,  and  by  the  trust  of  confidential  powers,  together  with  a  letter  of 
the  warmest  commendation  of  the  galfamt  soldier  to  the  favor  of  his  King.  The  ensuing 
year  was  consumed  in  preparations  fbr  a  fbrmidable  combined  French  and  Spanish  expedi- 
tion against  the  British  Islands  in  the  West  Indies,  and  particularly  the  Island  of  Jamaica; 
thence  to  recoil  upon  New  York,  and  to  pursue  the  offennve  war  into  Canada.  The  fleet 
destined  for  this  gigantic  undertaking  was  already  assembled  at  Cadiz;  and  Lafayette,  ap- 
pointed the  chief  of  the  fltafiiv  ▼•>  there  ready  to  embark  upon  this  perilous  adventure, 
when,  on  the  30th  of  November,  1782,  the  preliminary  treaties  of  peace  were  concluded 
between  his  Britannic  Majesty  on  one  part,  and  the  Allied  Powers  of  France,  Spain,  and 
the  United  States  of  America,  on  the  other.  The  first  intelligence  of  this  event  received  by 
the  American  Congress  was  in  the  communication  of  a  letter  from  Lafayette. 

The  war  of  American  Independence  is  closed.    The  People  of  the  North  American  Con- 
federation are  in  union,  soveretc^  and  independent.    Lafayette,  at  twenty-five  years  of  age, 
has  lived  the  life  of  a  patriarch,  and  illustrated  the  career  of  a  hero.     Had  his  days  upon 
earth  been  then  numbered,  and  had  he  then  slept  with  his  fathers,  illustrious  as  for  cen- 
turies their  names  had  been,  his  name,  to  the  end  of  time,  would  have  transcended  them  all. 
fortunate  youth!  fortunate  beyond  even  the  measure  of  his  companions  in  arms  with  whom 
he  had  achieved  the  glorious  consummation  of  American  Independence!  His  fame  was  all 
his  own;  not  cheaply  earned,  not  ignobly  won.    His  fellow-soldiers  had  been  the  champions 
and  defenders  of  their  country.    They  reaped  for  themselves,  for  their  wives,  their  children, 
their  posteri^  to  the  latest  time,  the  rewards  of  their  dangers  and  their  toils.    Lafayette 
had  watched,  and  labored,  and  fought,  and  bled,  not  for  himself,  not  for  his  family,  not,  in 
the  first  instance,  even  for  lus  country.    In  the  legendary  tales  of  Chivalry  we  read  of  tour- 
naments at  which  a  foreign  and  unknown  Knight  suddenly  presents  himself^  armed  in  com- 
plete steel,  and,  with  the  visor  down,  enters  the  ring  to  contend  with  the  assembled  flower 
of  Knighthood  for  the  prize  of  honor,  to  be  awarded  by  tiie  hand  of  Beauty;  bears  it  in 
triumph  away,  and  disappears  from  the  astonished  multitude  of  competitors  and  spectaton 
of  the  fisats  of  arms.    But  where,  in  the  rolls  of  History,  where,  in  the  fictions  of  Romance, 
where,  but  in  the  life  of  Lafayette,  has  been  seen  the  noble  stranger,  flying,  with  the  tri- 
bute of  his  name,  his  rank,  his  sffluence,  his  ease,  his  domestic  bliss,  fan  treasure,  his  blood, 
to  the  relief  of  a  suffering  and  distant  land,  m  the  hour  of  her  deepest  calamity— -baring  his 
bosom  to  her  foes;  and  not  at  the  tran^ent  pageantry  of  a  tournament,  but  fbr  a  succes- 
sion of  five  years,  sharing  all  the  vicissitudes  of  her  fortunes;  always  eager  to  appear  at  the 
post  of  danger— tempering  the  glow  of  jrouthfiil  ardor  with  the  cold  caution  of  a  veteian 
commander;  bold  a'hd  daring  in  action;  prompt  in  execution;  rapid  in  pursuit;  fertile  irt 
expedients;  unattfldnable  in  retreat;  oAen  exposed,  but  never  surprised,  never  diseoncerted; 
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eluding  bif  enemy  when  within  his  &ncied  gmp$  bearing  upon  bim  with  irreateible  cwaj 
when  of  force  to  cope  with  him  in  the  conflict  of  arms?  And  what  is  this  but  the  ddrj  of 
Lafayette,  from  the  day  of  his  rallying  the  scattered  fugitires  of  the  Brandy wine^  umcaatk 
of  the  blood  flowing  from  his  wound,  to  the  storming  of  the  redoubt  at  Yorktov^o? 

Henceforth,  as  a  public  man,  LAfayette  is  to  be  considered  as  a  Frenchman,  mIwmjw 
active  and  ardent  to  serve  the  United  Statea*  but  no  longer  in  their  service  as  an  officer.  So 
transcendent  had  been  his  merits  in  the  common  cause,  that,  to  reward  tbem*  tbe  rak  of 
progressive  advancement  in  the  armies  of  France  was  set  aside  for  him.  He  receired  ir^m 
the  Minister  of  War  a  notification  that  from  the  day  of  his  retirement  from  the  serrice  of  tbe 
United  States  as  a  Major  General,  at  the  close  of  the  war,  he  should  hold  the  same  nnk  in 
the  armies  of  France,  to  date  from  the  day  of  tbe  capitulation  of  Lord  Comwallis. 

Henceforth  he  is  a  Frenchman,  destined  to  perform  in  the  history  of  his  country  a  part,  as 
peculiarly  his  own,  and  not  less  glorious  than  that  which  he  had  perfornaed  in  tbe  war  cf 
Independence.  A  short  period  of  profound  peace  followed  the  great  triumph  of  Freedooi. 
The  desire  of  Lafayette  once  more  to  see  the  land  of  his  adoption  and  the  •isociatnt  <tf 
his  glory,  the  fellow-soldiers  il^ho  had  become  to  him  as  brothers,  and  the  friend  and  patraa 
of  his  youth,  who  had  become  to  him  as  a  father;  sympathizing  with  their  desire  once  mart 
to  see  him— to  see  in  their  prosperity  him  who  had  first  come  to  them  hi  their  sflirtwiy 
induced  him,  in  the  year  1784,  to  pay  a  visit  to  the  United  States. 

On  the  4th  of  August,  of  that  year,  he  landed  at  New  York,  and,  in  the  mpaot  of  &ve 
months  from  that  time,  visited  his  venerable  friend  at  Mount  Vernon,  where  be  wss  thes 
living  ill  retirement,  and  traversed  ten  States  of  the  Union,  receiving  every  wherCt  frost  tbcJr 
LegisUtive  Assemblies,  from  the  Municipal  Bodies  of  the  cities  and  towns  through  which  he 
passed,  from  the  officers  of  the  army,  his  late  assodates,  now  restored  to  the  rutaeg  sod 
occupations  of  private  life,  and  even  from  the  recent  emigrants  from  Ireland,  who  had  omw 
to  adopt  for  their  country  the  self-emancipated  land,  addresses  of  gratulation  and  of  jor, 
the  eflfusions  of  hearts  grateful  in  the  enjoyment  of  tbe  blessings  for  the  poasessioo  of  which 
they  had  been  so  largely  indebted  to  his  exertions— and,  finally,  from  the  United  States-  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled  at  Trenton. 

On  the  9th  of  December  it  was  resolved  by  that  body  that  a  committee,  to  conaiii  oC  one 
member  from  each  State,  should  be  appointed  to  receive,  and  in  the  name  of  Coogres 
take  leave  of  the  Marquis.  That  they  should  be  instructed  to  assure  him  that  Coogits 
continued  to  entertun  the  same  high  sense  of  his  abilities  and  zeal  to  promote  the  wtHatt 
of  America,  both  here  and  in  Europe,  which  tbey  had  frequently  expressed  and  maiufested 
on  former  occasions,  and  which  the  recent  marks  of  his  attention  to  their  commerdal  ud 
other  interests  had  perfectly  confirmed.  **  That,  as  his  uniform  and  unceasing  attadunait 
« to  this  comtry  has  resembled  that  of  a  patriotic  citizen,  the  United  States  regard  him  with 
*'  particuUr  affection,  and  will  not  cease  to  feel  an  interest  in  whatever  may  coocsm  hk 
«  honor  and  prosperity,  and  that  their  best  and  kindest  wishes  will  always  attend  him." 

And  it  was  further  resolved,  that  a  letter  be  written  to  his  Most  Cliristian  Majesty,  to  be 
signed  by  his  Excellency  the  President  of  Congress,  expressive  of  the  high  sense  which 
the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  entertain  of  the  zeal,  talents,  and  meritorious  sci^ 
rices  of  the  Marquis  de  Lafiiyette,  and  recommending  him  to  the  fiivor  and  patronage  of 
his  Mi^sty. 

The  first  of  these  resolutions  was,  on  the  next  day,  carried  into  execution.  At  a  aoleos 
interview  with  the  Committee  of  Congress^  received  in  their  HaU,  and  addressed  by  the 
Chairmhn  of  theUr  Committee,  John  Jay,  the  purport  of  these  resplutions  was  '^'^■umiwr- 
cated  to  him.  He  replied  in  terms  of  fervent  sensibility  for  the  kindness  manifested  penos- 
ally  to  himself}  and,  with  allusions  to  the  situation,  the  prospects,  and  the  duties  of  the 
Feople  of  this  country,  he  pointed  out  the  great  interesU  which  he  believed  it  indispemible 
to  their  wd&re  that  they  should  cultivate  and  cherish.    In  the  following  memocmbk  tei^ 
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tences  the  ultimate  objects  of  his  solicitude  are  disclosed  in  a  tone,  deeply  solemn  and 
impressive: 

"  May  this  immense  Temple  of  Freedom,"  said  he,  ''ever  stand,  a  lesson  to  oppressors^ 
"an  example  to  the  oppressed,  a  sanctuary  for  the  rights  of  mankind!  and  may  these  happy 
"  United  States  attain  that  complete  splendor  and  prosperity  which  will  illustrate  the  bless- 
"  ings  of  their  Government,  and  for  ages  to  come  rejoice  the  departed  souls  of  its  founders." 

Fellow-citizens!  Ages  have  passed  away  since  these  words  were  spoken;  but  ages  are 
the  years  of  the  existence  of  nations.  The  founders  of  this  immense  Temple  of  Freedom 
have  all  departed,  save  here  and  there  a  solitary  exception,  even  while  I  speak,  at  the  point 
of  taking  wing.  The  prayer  of  Lafayette  is  not  yet  consummated.  Ages  upon  ages  are 
still  to  pass  away  before  it  can  have  its  full  accomplishment}  and,  for  its  full  accomplish- 
ment, his  spirit,  hovering  over  our  heads,  in  more  than  echoes  talks  around  these  walls. 
It  repeats  the  prayer  which  from  his  hps  fifty  years  ago  was  at  once  a  parting  blessing  and  a 
prophecy}  for,  were  it  possible  for  the  whole  human  race,  now  breathing  the  breath  of  life» 
to  be  assembled  within  this  Hall,  your  Orator  would,  in  your  name  and  in  that  of  your  con- 
stituents, appeal  to  them  to  testify  for  your  fathers  of  the  last  generation,  that,  so  far  as  haa 
depended  upon  them,  the  blessing  of  Lafayette  has  been  prophecy.  Yes!  this  immense 
Temple  of  Freedom  still  stands,  a  lesson  to  oppressors,  an  example  to  the  oppressed,  and  a 
sanctuary  for  the  rights  of  mankind.  Yes!  with  the  smiles  of  a  benignant  Providence,  the 
splendor  and  prosperity  of  these  happy  United  States  have  illustrated  the  blessings  of  their 
Government,  and,  we  may  humbly  hope,  have  rejoiced  the  departed  souls  of  its  founders. 
For  the  past  your  Others  and  you  have  been  responsible.  The  charge  of  the  future  de- 
yolves  upon  you  and  upon  your  children.  The  vestal  fire  of  Freedom  is  in  your  custody. 
May  the  souls  of  its  departed  founders  never  be  called  to  witness  its  extinction  by  neglect^ 
nor  a  soil  upon  the  purity  of  its  keepers! 

With  this  valedictory,  Lafayette  took,  as  he  and  those  who  heard  him  then  believed,  a 
final  leave  of  the  People  of  the  United  States.  He  returned  to  France,  and  arrived  at  Paris 
on  the  25tb  of  January,  1785. 

He  continued  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  concerns  of  the  United  States,  and  exerted 
his  influence  with  the  French  Government  to  obtain  reductions  of  duties  favorable  to  their 
commerce  and  fisheries.  In  the  summer  of  1786,  he  visited  several  of  the  German  Courts, 
and  attended  the  last  great  review  by  Frederick  the  Second  of  his  veteran  army — a  review 
unusually  splendid,  and  specially  remarkable  by  the  attendance  of  many  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished military  commanders  of  Europe .  In  the  same  year  the  Legislature  of  Virginia 
manifested  the  continued  recollection  of  his  services  rendered  to  the  People  of  that  Com- 
monwealth, by  a  complimentary  token  of  gratitude  not  less  honorable  than  it  was  unusual. 
They  resolved  that  two  busts  of  Lafayette,  to  be  executed  by  the  celebrated  sculptor,  Hou- 
don,  should  be  procured  at  their  expense;  that  one  of  them  should  be  placed  in  their  own 
Legislative  Hall,  and  the  other  presented,  in  their  name,  to  the  rounidpal  authorities  of  the 
city  of  Paris.  It  was  accordingly  presented  by  Mr.  Jefferson,  then  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
of  the  United  States  in  France,  and,  by  the  permission  of  Louis  the  Sixteenth,  was  ac^ 
cepted,  and,  with  appropriate  solemnity,  placed  in  one  of  the  Halls  of  the  Hotel  de  Yille 
of  the  Metropolis  of  France. 

We  have  gone  through  one  stage  of  the  life  of  Lafayette:  we  are  now  to  see  him  acting 
upon  another  theatre— in  a  cause  still  essentially  the  same,  but  in  the  application  of  its  prin- 
ciples to  his  own  country. 

The  immediately  originating  question  which  occasioned  the  French  Revolution  was  the 
same  with  that  from  which  the  American  Revolution  had  sprung — ^Taxation  of  the  People 
without  their  consent.  For  nearly  two  centuries  the  Kings  of  France  had  been  accustomed 
to  levy  taxes  upon  the  People  by  Royal  Ordinances.  But  it  was  necessary  that  these  Ordi- 
nances should  be  registered  in  the  Parliaments  or  Judicial  Tribunals;  and  these  Parliaments

clftlmed  the  right  of  remonstrtting  against  them,  and  aometimet  refused  the  registry  of  them 
itself.  The  members  of  the  Parliaments  held  their  offices  by  purchase,  but  were  appointed 
by  the  King,  and  were  subject  to  banishment  or  imprisonment,  at  his  pleasure.  I^cMiii  the 
fifteenth,  towards  the  close  of  his  reign,  had  abolished  the  Parlikments,  but  they  had  been 
restored  at  the  accession  of  his  successor. 

The  finances  of  the  Kingdom  were  in  extreme  disorder.    The  Minister,  or  Comptn^kr 
General,  De  Calonne,  af^er  attempting  various  projects  for  obtaining  the  supplies,  the  ammait 
and  need  of  which  he  was  with  lavish  hand  daily  increasing,  bethought  himselfy  at  last,  oC 
calling  for  the  counsel  of  others.    He  prevailed  upon  the  King  to  convoke,  not  the  States 
Oeneral,  but  an  Assembly  of  NotMea,    There  was  sometfiing  ridiculous  in  the  reiy  name 
by  which  this  meeting  was  called,  but  it  consisted  of  a  selection  from  all  the  Grandees  and 
Dignitaries  of  the  Kingdom.    The  two  brothers  of  the  King->a!l  the  Princes  of  tiie  bkwd. 
Archbishops  and  Bishops,  Dukes  and  Peers— the  Chancellor  and  Prending  Members  of  the 
Parliaments;  distinguished  Members  of  the  Noblesse,  and  the  Mayors  and  Chief  Magistrates 
of  a  few  of  die  principal  cities  of  the  Kingdom,  constituted  this  Assembly.     It  was  a  repre- 
sentation of  every  interest  but  that  of  the  People.    They  were  appointed  by  the  King— were 
members  of  the  highest  Aristocracy,  and  were  assembled  with  the  design  that  their  defibers- 
tlons  should  be  confined  exclusively  to  the  subjects  submitted  to  their  comnderatioa  hj  tike 
Minister.    These  were  certain  plans  devised  by  him  for  replenishing  the  inacdvcaC  Tres- 
sury,  by  assessments  upon  the  privileged  classes,  the  very  Princes,  Nobles*  Eodesadtics, 
and  Magistrates  exclusively  represented  in  the  Assembly  itself. 

Of  this  meeting  the  Marquis  de  Lafiiyette  was  a  member.  It  was  held  in  Febmaiy,  ITST, 
and  terminated  in  the  overthrow  and  banishment  of  the  Minister  by  whom  it  had  been  css- 
vened.  In  the  fiscal  concerns  which  absorbed  the  care  and  attention  of  others,  Laftyeffie 
took  comptlratively  little  interest.    His  views  were  mor^  comprehensive. 

The  Assembly  consisted  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  persons,  and  divided  icsdf  ists 
seven  sections  or  bureaux,  each  presided  by  a  Prince  of  the  blood.  Lafayette  wuaBotted 
to  the  division  under  the  Presidency  of  the  Count  d'Artois,  the  younger  brother  of  the  King; 
and  since  known  as  Charles  the  Tenth.    The  propositions  made  by  Lafiiyette  w«c^ 

1.  The  suppression  of  Lettres  de  Cachet,  and  the  aboKtion  of  all  arbitrary  imprisonineBt 

2.  The  establishment  of  religious  toleration,  and  the  restoration  of  the  Prtytestants  to 
their  civil  rights. 

3.  The  convocation  of  a  National  Assembly,  representing  the  People  of  Prance — Peraoatl 
Liberty — ^Religious  Liberty— and  a  Representative  Assembly  of  the  People.  These  were 
his  demands. 

The  first  and  second  of  them  produced,  perhaps,  at  the  time,  no  deep  impressioa  upon 
the  Assembly,  nor  upon  the  pubfic.  Arbitraiy  imprisonment,  and  the  religious  peisecutiun 
of  the  Protestants,  had  become  universally  odious.  They  were  wom-Ottt  uistninient% 
even  in  the  hands  of  those  who  wielded  them.    There  was  none  to  defend  them. 

But  the  demand  for  a  National  Assembly  startled  the  Prinee  at  the  head  of  the  Bsreau. 
What!  said  the  Count  d'Artois,  do  you  ask  for  the  States  Cenend?  Yes,  Sir,  was  ^e 
answer  of  Lafiiyette,  and  <br  something  yet  better.  Tou  desire,  then,  replied  the  Prince, 
that  I  should  take  in  writing,  and  report  to  the  King,  that  the  modon  to  convoke  the  Ststes 
Oeneral  has  been  made  by  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette.^  **Tes,  Sirs"  and  the  naow  of  I^&y* 
ette  was  accordingly  reported  to  the  King. 

The  Assembly  of  Notables  was  dissolved— De  Calonne  wu  displaced  and  baiMahed,  and 
Us  successor  undertook  to  raise  the  needed  funds,  by  the  Authority  of  Hoyal  Edicts.  The 
war  of  litigation  with  the  Parliaments  recommenced,  which  terminated  only  with  a  posifire 
promise  that  the  States  General  should  be  convoked. 

From  that  time  a  total  revolution  of  Government  in  France  was  in  progress.  R  tea 
heen  a  solemn,  a  sublime,  of^  a  most  painful,  and  yet,  in  the  contemplation  of  great  lesaks. 
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«  refVeflhin^  and  cheering  contempUtion.  I  cannot  follow  tt  in  its  overwhelming  multitude 
of  details,  even  as  connected  with  the  Life  and  Character  of  I^fayette.  A  second  Assem- 
bly of  Notables  succeeded  the  first;  and  then  an  Assembly  of  the  States  General,  first  to 
deliberate  in  separate  orders  of  Clergj',  Nobility,  and  Third  Estate;  but,  finally,  constituting 
itself  a  National  Assembly,  and  forming  a  Constitution  of  limited  Monarchy,  with  an  heredi- 
tary Royal  Executive,  and  a  Legislature  in  a  single  Assembly  representing  the  People. 

Lafayette  was  a  member  of  the  States  (veneral  first  assembled.  Their  meeting  was  ng- 
nalized  by  a  struggle  between  the  several  orders  of  which  they  were  composed,  which 
resulted  ii)  breaking  them  all  down  into  one  National  Assembly. 

The  convocation  of  the  States  General  had,  in  one  respect,  operated,  in  the  progress 
of  the  French  Revolution,  like  the  Declaration  of  Independence  in  that  of  North  America. 
It  had  changed  the  question  in  controversy.  It  was,  on  the  part  of  the  King  of'France,  a 
concession  that  he  bad  no  lawful  power  to  tax  \ht  People  without  their  consent.  The  States 
General,  therefore,  met  with  this  admission  already  conceded  by  the  King.  In  the  American 
confliot  the  British  Government  never  yielded  the  concession.  They  undertook  to  maintain 
tlieir  supposed  right' of  arbitrary  taxation  by  force;  and  then  the  People  of  the  Colonies 
renounced  all  community  of  Government,  not  only  with  the  King  and  Parliament,  but  with 
the  British  Nation .  They  reconstructed  the  Yabric  of  Government  for  themselves,  and  held 
the  People  of  Britain  as  foreigners — ^friends  in  peace — enemies  in  war. 

The  concession  by  Louis  the  Sixteenth,  implied  in  the  convocation  of  the  Sfates  General, 
was  a  vtrtua!  surrender  of  absolute  power— an  acknowledgment  that,  as  exercised  by  himself 
and  his  predecessors,  it  had  been  usurped.  It  was,  in  substance,  an  abdication  of  his  Crown. 
There  was  no  power  which  he  exercised  as  King  of  France,  the  lawfulness  of  which  was  not 
contestable  on  the  same  principle  which  denied  him  the  right  of  taxation.  Vfhen  the  Assem- 
bly of  the  States  General  met  at  Versailles,  in  May,  1789,  there  was  but  a  shadow  of  the 
Royal  authority  lefl.  They  felt  that  the  power  of  the  Nation  was  in  their  hands,  and  they 
were  not  sparing  in  the  use  of  it.  The  Representatives  of  the  Third  Estate,  double  in  num-  . 
hers  to  those  of  the  Clergy  and  th«  Nobility,  constituted  themselves  a  National  Assynbly, 
and,  as  a  signal  for  the  demolition  of  all  privileged  orders,  refused  to  deliberate  in  separate 
Chambers,  and  thus  compelled  the  Representatives  of  the  Clergy  and  Nobility  to  merge  their 
separate  existence  in  the  general  mass  of  the  popular  representation. 
;i).Thus  the  edifice  of  society  was  to  fie  reconstructed  in  France  as  it  had  been  in  America. 
The  Ring,  made  a  feeble  attempt  to^  overawe  the  Assembly,  by  calling  regiments  of  troops 
to  Versailles,  and  surrounding  with  them  the  hall  of  their  meeting.  But  there  was  defec- 
tion in  the  army  itself,  and  even  the  person  of  the  King  soon  ceased  to  be  at  his  own  disposal. 
On  the  11th  of  July,  1789,  in  the  midst  of  the  fermentation  which  had  succeeded  the  fall 
of  the  Monarchy,  and  while  the  Assembly  was  surrounded  by  armed  soldiers,  Lafayette 
presented  to  them  his  Declaration  of  Rights— the  first  declaration  of  human  rights  ever  pro- 
claimed  in  Europe,  ft  was  adopted,  and  became  the  basis  of  that  which  the  Assembly 
promulgated  with  their  Const' tution. 

It  was  in  this  hemisphere,  and  in  our  own  country,  that  all  its  principles  had  been  im- 
bibed. At  the  very  moment  when  the  Declaration  was  presented,  the  convulsive  struggle 
between  the  expiring  Monarchy  and  the  new-born  but  portentous  anarcliy  of  the  Parisian 
populace  was  taking  place.  The  Royd  Palace  and  the  Hall  of  the  Assembly  were  sur- 
rounded with  troops,  and  insurrection  was  kindling  at  Paris.  In  the  midst  of  the  popular 
commotion,  a  deputation  of  sixty  members,  with  Lafayette  at  their  head,  was  sent  from  the 
Assembly  to  tranquillize  the  Peop<e  of  Paris?  and  that  incident  was  the  occasion  of  the  insti- 
tution of  the  National  Guard  throughout  the  Realm,  and  of  the  appointment,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  King*  of  Lafayette  as  their  General  Commander-in-chief. 

This  event,  without  vacating  his  seat  in  the  National  Assembly,  connected  him  at  once 
with  the  military  and  the  popular  movement  of  the  Revolution.     The  National  Guard  was 
43 
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the  armed  militia  of  the  whole  Kingdom^  embodied  for  the  preservation  of  order,  and  te 
protection  of  persons  and  property,  as  well  as  for  the  establishment  of  the  nberties  cuf  Ibe 
People.  In  his  double  capacity  of  Commander  General  of  this  force,  and  of  a  RepresentatiTe 
in  the  Constituent  Assembly,  his  career,  for  a  period  of  more  than  tliree  years^  was  beset 
with  the  most  imminent  dangers,  and  with  difficulties  beyond  all  human  power  to  Airmouat. 

t*he  ancient  Monarchy  of  France  had  crumbled  into  ruins.     A  National  Assembly,  fonred 
by  an  irregular  Representalion  of  Clergy,  Nobles,  and  Third  Estate,  after  melting  at  the  fire 
of  a  revolution  into  one  body,  had  transformed  itself  into  a  Constituent  Assembly  representLc^ 
the  People,  had  assumed  tiie  exercise  of  all  the  powers  of  Government,  extorted  Iron  tbe 
hands  of  the  King,  and  undertaken  to  form  a  Constitution  for  the  French  Nation,  founded 
at  once  upon  the  theory  of  human  rights,  and  upon  the  preservation  of  a  royal  bereditaiy 
Crown  upon  the  head  of  Louis  the  Sixteenth.     Lafayette  sincerely  believed  that  soch  a 
system  would  not  be  absolutely  incompatible  with  the  nature  of  things.     An  bereditary 
Monarchy,  surrounded  by  popular  institutions,  presented  itself  to  his  imagination  as  a  practi- 
cable form  of  government;  nor  is  it  certain  that  even  to  his  last  days  be  ever  abandoned 
this  persuasion.     The  element  of  hereditary  Monarchy  in  this  Constitution  was  indeed  mot 
congenial  with  it.     The  prototype,  from  which  the  whole  fabric  had  been  drawn,  had  no 
such  element  in  its  composition.     A  feeling  of  generosity,  of  compassion,  of  commiserabM 
with  the  unfortunate  Prince  then  upon  the  throne,  who  had  been  his  soverejgpi,  and  for  bis 
ill-fated  family,  mingled  itself,  perhaps  unconsciously  to  himself,  with  his   well-reasoned 
faith  in  Uie  abstract  principles  of  a  republican  creed.     The  total  abolition  of  the  nxHiarcii- 
cal  feature  undoubtedly  belonged  to  his  theory,  but  the  family  of  Bourbon  had  still  a  strosg 
hold  on  the  affections  of  the  French  People;    History  had  not  made  up  a  record  &vorftble 
to  the  establishment  of  elective  Kings;  a  strong  Executive  Head  was  absolutely  neceassry 
to  curb  the  impetuosities  of  the  People  of  France;  and  the  same  doctrine  which  played  up<a 
the  fancy,  and  crept  upon  the  kind-liearted  benevolence  of  Lafayette,  was  adopted  by  a 
large  majority  of  the   National  Assembly,  sanctioned  by  the   suffrages   of  its  most  intdr 
li^ent,  virtuous,  and  patriotic  members,  and  was  Bnally  esnbodied  in  that  royal  dcnocrscy, 
the  result  of  their  labors,  sent  forth  to  the  world,  under  the  guaranty  of  numberleas  oatfas, 
as  the  Constitution  of  France  for  all  af\ertime. 

But,  during  the  same  period,  al\er  the  first  meeting  of  the  States  General,  and  whfte  tbey 
were  in  actual  conflict  with  the  expiring  energies  of  the  Crown,  and  with  the  exckiave 
privileges  of  the  Clergy  and  Nobility,  another  portentous  power  had  arisen,  and  entered 
with  terrific  activity  into  the  controversies  of  the  time.  This  was  the  power  of  popular 
insurrection,  organized  by  voluntary  associations  of  clubs,  and  impelled  to  action  by  the 
municipal  authorities  of  th^  city  of  Paris. 

The  first  movements  of  the  People  in  the  state  of  insurrection  took  pkce  on  the  12th  of 
July,  1789,  aiKl  issued  in  the  destruction  of  the  Dastillev  and  in  the  murder  of  iu  Governor, 
and  of  several  other  persons,  hung  up  at  lamp-posts,  or  torn  to  pieces  by  the  frenzied  mul- 
titude, without  form  of  trial,  and  without  shadow  of  guilt. 

The  Bastille  had  long  been  odious  as  the  place  of  confinement  of  persons  arrested  by 
arbitrary  orders  for  offences  against  the  Government,  and  its  destruction  was  hailed  by  nost 
of  the  friends  of  Liberty  throughout  the  world  as  an  act  of  patriotism  and  magnanimity  oa 
the  part  of  the  People.  The  brutal  ferocity  of  the. murders  was  overlooked  or  palliated  in 
the  glory  of  the  achievement  of  razing  to  its  foundations  the  execrated  Citadel  of  Despotism. 
But,  as  the  summary  justice  of  insurrection  can  manifest  itself  only  by  destruction,  the  exam- 
ple, once  set,  became  a  precedent  for  a  series  of  years  for  scenes  so  atrocious,  and  for  butchetica 
■o  merciless  and  horrible,  that  memory  revolu  at  the  task  of  recalling  them  to  tlie  mind. 

It  would  be  impossible,  within  the  compass  of  this  Discourse,  to  follow  tlie  details  of  tiie 
French  Ilevolution  to  the  final  dethronement  of  Louis  the  Sixteenth,  and  ihe  extinctioo  rf 
the  Constitutional  Monarchy  of  France,  on  the  10th  of  August,  1792.    During  that  period. 
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the  two  distinct  Powers  were  in  continual  operation— sometimes  in  concert  with  each  other, 
sometimes  at  irreconcilable  opposition.  Of  these  Powers,  one  was  the  People  of  France^ 
represented  by  the  Parisian  populace  in  insurrection;  the  other  was  the  People  of  France, 
represented  successively  by  the  Constituent  Assembly,  which  formed  the  Constitution  of 
1791,  and  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,'  elected  to  carry  it  into  execution. 

The  movements  of  the  iiisurgent  Power  were  occasionally  ponvulsive  and  cruel,  with* 
out  mitigation  or  mercy.     Guided  by  secret  springs,  prompted  by  vindictive  and  sanguinary  , 
ambition,  directed  by  hands  unseen  to  objects  of  individual  aggrandisement,  its  agency  fell 
like  the  thunderbolt,  and  swept  like  the  whirlwind. 

'  The  proceedings  of  the  Assemblies  were  deliberative  and  intellectual.  They  be£^n  by 
grasping  at  the  whole  power  of  the  Monarchy,  and  'they  finished  by  sinking  under  the  . 
dictation  of  the  Parisian  populace.  1'he  Constituent  Assembly  numbered  among  its  mem- 
bers many  individuals  of  great  ability  and  of  pure  principles,  but  they  were  overawed  and 
domineered  by  that  other  Representation  of  the  People  of  France,  which,  through  the 
instra mentality  of  the  Jacobin  Club,  and  the  Blunicipality  of  Paris,  disconcerted  the  wisdom 
of  the  wise,  and  scattered  to  the  winds  the  counsels  of  the  prudent.  It  was  impossible  that, 
under  the  perturbations  of  such  a  controlling  power,  a  Constitution  suited  to  the  character 
and  circumstances  of  the  Nation  should  be  formed. 

Through  the  whole  of  this  period,  the  part  performed  by  Lafayette  was  without  parallel 
in  history.  The  annals  of  the  human  race  exhibit  no  other  instance  of  a  position  comparable 
for  its  unintermitted  perils,  its  deep  responsibilities,  and  its  providential  issues,  with  that 
which  he  occupied  as  Commander  General  of  the  National  Guard,  and  as  a  leading  member 
of  the  Constituent  Assembly.  In  the  numerous  insurrections  of  the  People,  he  saved  the 
lives  of  multitudes  devoted  as  victims,  and  always  at  the  most  imminent  hazard  of  his  own. 
On  the  5th  and  6th  of  October,  1789,  he  saved  the  lives  of  Louis  the  Sixteenth  and  of  bi» 
Queen.  He  escaped,  time  af\er  time,  the  daggers  sharpened  by  princely  conspiracy  on 
one  hand,  and  by  popular  frenzy  on  the  other.  He  witnessed,  too,  without  being  able  to  . 
prevent  it,  the  butchery  of  Foulon  before  his^yes;  and  the  reeking  heart  of  Berthier,  torn 
from'  his  lifeless  trunk»  was  held  up  in  exulting  triumph  before  him.  On  this  occasion,  and 
on  another,  he  threw  up  his  commission  as  Commander  of  the  National  Guards;  but  who 
could  have  succeeded  him,  even  with  equal  power  to. restrain  tltese  volcanic  excesses?  At 
the  earnest  solicitation  of  those  who  well  knew  that  his  place  could  never  be  supplied,  he 
resumed  and  continued  in  the  command  until  the  solemn  proclamation  of  the  Constitution, 
upon  which  he  definitively  laid  it  down,  and  retired  to  private,  life  upon  his  estate  in 
AuTergne. 

As  a  member  of  the  Constituent  Assembly,  it  is  not  in  the  detailed  organization  of  the 
Government  which  they  prepared  that  his  spirit  and  co-operation  is  to  be  traced.  It  is  in  the 
prindpkt  which  he  proposed  and  infused  into  the  system.  .  As,  at  the  first  Assembly  of  Nota- 
bles, his  voice  had  been  raised  for  the  abolition  of  arbitrary  imprisonment,  for  the  extinc«^ 
tion  of  religious  intolerance,  and  for  the  representation  of  the  People,  so,  in  the  National 
Assembly,  besides  the  Declaration  of  Rights,  which  formed  the  basis  of  the  Constitution 
itself,  he  made  or  supported  the  motions  for  the  establishment  of  trial  ii^ury,  for  the  gra* 
dual  emancipation  of  slaves,  for  the  freedom  of  the  Press,  for  the  abolition  of  all  titles  of 
nobility*  and  for  the  declaration  of  equality  of  all  the  citizens,  and  the  suppression  of  all  the 
privileged  orders^  without  exception  of  the  Princes  of  the  royal  family.  Thus,  while,  as  a 
legislator,  he  was  spreading  tlie  principles  of  universal  liberty  over  the  whole  surface  of  thft 
State,  as  Commander-in-chief  of  the  armed  force  of  the  Nation,  he  was  controlling,  repress- 
ing', and  mitigating,  as  far  as  it  could  be  efifected  by  human  power,  the  excesses  of  tlie  People^ 
The  Constitution  was  at  length  proclaimed,  and  the. Constituent  National  Assembly  wm 
djsaolved.  In  advance  of  this  event,  the  sublime  spectacle  of  the  Federation  was  exhibited 
on  the  14th  of  July,  1790,  the  first  anniversary  of  the  destruction  of  the  Bastille.    Them 
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was  Ml  ingenious  and  fancirul  association  of  ideas  in  the  selection  of  that  day.  The  B» 
tille  was  a  State  Prison,  a  massive  stnicture,  which  had  stood  four  hundred  yein,  fw 
stone  of  which  was  saturated  wiih  sighs  and  tears,  and  echoed  the  groans  of  fo«rcentu'« 
of  oppression.  It  was  the  very  type  and  emblem  of  the  despotism  which  had  »  kn? 
veighcd  upon  France.  Demolished  from  its  summit  to  its  foundation  at  the  fim sW cf 
Freedom  from  the  People,  wliat  day  could  be  more  appropriate  than  its  anniveT8ar)fcrt!! 
day  ofsolemn  consecration  of  the  new  fabric  of  Government,  founded  upon  the  rights  of  rit' 

I  shall  not  describe  the  magnificent  and  melancholy  pageant  of  that  day.  It  has  betn  i! « 
by  abler  hands,  and  in  a  style  which  could  only  be  weakened  and  diluted  by  rfpttidi.* 
The  religious  solemnity  of  the  mass  was  performed  by  a  Prelate,  then  eminent  arowf  '^c 
members  of  the  Assemldy  and  the  dignitaries  of  the  land?  stifl  eminent,  after  Buivivirr*^ 
whole  circle  of  subsequent  revolutions.  No  Ibnger  a  father  of  the  Church,  but  amor? 'He 
most  distinguished  laymen  and  most  celebrated  statesmen  of  France,  Ait  was  the  met  to 
invoke  the  blessing  of  Heaven  upon  this  new  Constitution  for  his  liberated  cOTw/ry;  >r<J  h* 
and  Louis  the  Sixteenth,  and  Lafayette,  and  thirty  thousand  delegates  from  all  the  Q^ 
federated  National  Guards  of  the  Kingdom,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God,  and  of  liw 
hundred  thousand  of  their  countrymen,  took  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  Nation,  tothcCv- 
stitution,  and  all,  save  the  Monarch  himself,  to  the  King.  His  corresponding  wlb  »«> " 
fidelity  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  high  office,  and  to  the  People. 

Alas!  and  was  it  all  false  and  hollow?  had  these  oaths  no  more  substance  than  tkbr*»'- 
that  ushered  them  to  the  winds?  It  is  impossible  to  look  back  upon  the  short  and  torbtkit 
eexistcnce  of  this  royal  democracy,  to  mark  the  frequent  paroxysms  of  popular  frtrar  tj 
which  it  was  assailed,  and  the  catastrophe  by  which  it  perished,  and  to  bcficve  tht !  .e 
vows  of  all  who  swore  to  support  it  were  sincere.  But,  as  well  might  the-sculptor  u» 
block  of  marble,  after  exliausting  his  genius  and  his  art  in  giving  it  a  beautiful  hutiun  finr, 
call  God  to  witness  that  it  shall  perform  all  tiie  functions  of  anintal  life,  as  the  Consiisuff' 
Assembly  of  France  could  pledge  the  faith  of  itsYnembers  that  their  royal  deinocHcy«<-' 
work  as  a  permanent  organized  form  of  government.  The  Declaration  of  Rights  corts'ne* 
all  the  principles  essential  to  freedom.  The  frame  of  government  was  radically  »nd  ^^' 
parably  defective.  The  hereditary  *Royal  Executive  was  itself  an  inconsistency  vi^l>  '"* 
Declaration  of  llights.  The  Legislative  power,  all  concentrated  in  a  single  A*"'*'*'  ** 
an  incongruity  still  more  glaring.  These  were  both  departures  from  the  system  of  oT*^*^* 
2Sttion  which  Lafayette  had  witnessed  in  the  American  Constitutions:  neither  of  tbto  «« 
approved  by  Lafayette.  In  deference  to  the  prevailing  opinions  and  prejudices  of  lhc|'""^ 
lie  acquiesced  in  them,  and  he  was  destined  to  incur  the  most  imminent  hazards  of  b"*  ' 
and  to  make  the  sacrifice  of  all  that  gives  value  to  life  itself,  in  faithful  adherence  to  t!at 
Constitution  which  he  had  sworn  to  support. 

Shortly  after  his  resignation  as  Commander  General  of  the  National  Guards,  thefffiw-* 
liberty  and  order  presented  him  as  a  candidate  for  election  as  Mayor  of  Pwisi  but  w 
a  esmpttitor  in  the  person  of  Pethion,  more  suited  to  the  party,  pursuing  with  intic^ 
nncor  the  abolition  of  the  Monarchy  and  the  destruction  of  the  King;  and,  wl»»t"J*T 
scarcely  credible,  tfcc  remnant  of  the  party  which  still  adhered  to  the  King,  the  '^'"^ 
self,  and,  above  all,  \he  Queen,  favored  the  election  of  the  Jacobin  Petliion,  in  V^^ 
to  that  of  Lafayette.     They  were,  too  fatally  for  themselves,  successful.  j^ 

From  the  first  meeting  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  under  the  Constitution  ^ 
^destruction  of  the  King  and  of  the  Monarchy,  and  the  establishment  of  a  R^pu**'**»,  -j" 
of  the  popular  passions  and  of  popular  violence,  were  the  deliberate  purposes  oHt*     ' 
memfoers.     The  spirit  with  which  the  Revolution  had  been  pursued,  from  the  ti»e 
4de«truetion  of  the  Bastille,  had  caused  the  emigration  of  great  numbers  of  the  No  i  , 

*  In  \he  Addrcia  to  tiie  ywing  men  of  Boitpo,  bj  Edward  Efcrett. 
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Clergfy;  ttid*  among  them,  of  the  two  brothers  of  Louts  the  Sixteenth,  and  of  several  other 
i'rlnces  of  his  blood.  They  had  applied  to  all  the  other  great  Monarchies  of  Europe  for 
aasi-stance  to  uphold  or  restore  the  crumbling  Monarchy  of  France.  The  French  Reformers 
then^selves,  in  the  heat  of  tlieir  political  fanaticism,  avowed,  without  disguise,  the  design  to  rt- 
volutionize  all  Europe,  and  had  emissaries  in  every  country,  openly  or  secretly  preaching  the 
doctrine  of  insurrection  against  all  established  Gorernhients.  Louis  the  Sixteenth,  and  his 
Queen,  an  Austrian  Princess,  sister  to  the  Emperor  Leopold,  were  in  secret  negotiation  with 
the  Austrian  Government  for  the  rescue  of  the  King  and  royal  family  of  France  from  the 
dangers  with  which  they,  were  so  incessantly  beset.  In  the  Electorate  of  Treves,  a  part  of 
the  Germanic  Empire,  the  emigrants  from  France  were  assembling,  with  indications  of  a 
design  to  enter  France  in  hostile  array,  to  effect  a  counter-revolution;  and  the  brothers  of 
the  King,  assuming  a  position  at  Coblentz,  on  the  borders  of  their  country,  were  holdinjf 
councils  the  object  of  which  was  to  march  in  arms  to  Paris,  to  release  the  King  from  cap- 
tivity, and  to  restore  the  ancient  Monarchy  to  the  dominion  of  absolute  power. 

The  King,  who,  even  before  his  forced  acceptance  of  the  Constitution  of  1791,  had  made 
an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  escape  from  his  palace  prison,  was,  in  April,  1792,  reduced  to  the 
humiliating  necessity  of  declaring  war  against  the  very  Sovereigns  who  were  arming  their 
Nations  to  rescue  him  from  his  revolted  subjects.  Three  armies,  each  of  fiAy  thousand  men, 
were  levied  to  meet  the  emergencies  of  this  war,  and  were  placed  under  the  command  of 
Luckner,  Rochambeau,  and  Lafayette.  As  he  passed  through  Paris  to  go  and  take  the 
command  of  his  army,  he  Appeared  before  the  Legislative  Assembly,  the  President  of  which, 
addressing  him,  said  that  the  Nation  would  oppose  to  their  enemies  the  Constitution  and 
I^afayctte.      • 

But  the  enemies  to  the  Constitution  were  within  the  walls.  At  this  distance  of  time,  when 
most  of  the  men,  and  many  of  the  passions  of  those  days,  have  passed  awayj  when  the 
French  Revolution,  and  its  results,  should  be  regarded  with  the  searching  eye  of  philoso- 
phical speculation,  as  lessons  of  experience  to  after  ages,  may  it  even  now  be  permitted  to 
remark  how  much  the  virtues  and  the  crimes  of  men,  in  times  of  political  convulsion,  are 
modified  and  characterized  by  the  circumstances  in  which  they  are  placed.  The  great 
actors  of  the  tremendous  scenes  of  revolution  of  those  times  were  men  educated  in  schools  of 
high  civilization,  and  in  the  humane  and  benevolent  precepts  of  tire  Christian  religion.  A 
smill  portion  of  them  were  vicious  and  depraved;  but  the  great  majority  were  wound  up  to 
madness  by  that  war  of  conflicting  interests  and  absorbing  passions,  enkindled  by  a  gpreat 
convulsion  of  the  social  system.    It  has  been  said,  by  a  great  master  of  human  nature — 

'*  In  prace  ihere'g  nothing  go  becomes  a  man 
**  Af  modett  ttillneti  and  hamility; 
**  But  when  the  blatc  of  war  blows  in  yoor  can, 
<*  Then  imiuci^  Um;  aeU»n  of  the  tigrr.** 

Too  faithfully  did  the  People  of  France,  and  the  leaders  of  their  factions,  in  that  war  of  all 
the  political  elements,  obey  that  injunction.  Who,  that  lived  in  that  day,  can  remember? 
who,  «nc«  born,  can  read,  or  bear  to  be  told,  the  horrop  of  the  50th  of  June,  the  10th  of 
August,  the  2d  and  Sd  of  September,  1792,  of  the  Slat  of  May,  1793,  aiid  of  a  multitude 
of  others,  during  which,  in  dreadful  succession,  the  murderers  of  one  day  were  the  victiraft 
of  the  next,  until  that,  when  the  insurgent  populace  themselves  were  shot  down  by  thou- 
sands, in  the  very  streets  of  Paris,  by  the  military  legions  of  the  Convention,  and  the  rising^ 
fortune  and  genius  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte  ^  Who  can  remember,  or  read,  or  hear,  of  all 
this,  without  shuddering  at  the  sight  of  man,  his  Tellow-creature,  in  the  drunkenness  of  poli- 
tical frenzy,  degrading  himself  beneath  the  condition  of  the  cannibal  savage?  beneath  even 
the  condition  of  the  wild  beast  of  the  desert?  and  who,  but  with  a  feeling  of  deep  mortifi^ 
cation,  can  reflect,  that  ths  rational  and  imnnrtal  being,  to  the  race  of  which  he  hiioself  be- 
longs shoiilJ,  even  in  his  most  palmy  state  of  intellectual  cultivation,  be  capable  of  tlii» 
self-transformaiUon  to  brutality  ? 
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In  this  dissolution  of  all  the  moral  elements  which  reg^ulate  the  condact  of  men  in  tier 
social  condition — ^in  this  monstrous,  and  scarcely  conceivable  spectacle  of  a  King*,  mt  the  heic 
of  a  mighty  Nation,  in  secret  league  with  the  enemies  against  whom  he  has  proclaiined  bi» 
•self  at  war,  and  of  a  Legislature  conspiring  to  destroy  the  King  and  Constitution  to  wbkk 
they  have  sworn  allegiance  and  support,  I^fayette  alone  is  seen  to  presenre  his  fidelily  ts 
the  Ring,  to  the  Constitution,  and  to  his  country, 

*(  Unshaken,  unieduced,  untt-rriflt-d, 
**  His  loyalty  he  kept,  bis  love,  hit  seal.** 

On  the  16th  of  June,  1792,  four  days  before  the  first  violation  of  the  Palace  ofthc  Tuillerirt 
by  the  populace  of  Paris,  at  the  instigation  of  the  Jacobins,  LAfayette,  in  a  letter  to  tbe  Le- 
^slative  Assembly,  had  denounced  the  Jacobin  Club,  and  called  upon  the  Assembly  to  sup- 
press them.  He  afterwards  repaired  to  Paris  in  person,  presented  himself  at  the  bar  of  the 
Assembly,  repeated  his  denunciation  of  the  Club,  and  took  nfeasures  for  suppreanog  ther 
meetings  by  force.  He  proposed  also  to  the  King  himself  to  furnish  him  with  means  of  with- 
drawing with  his  family  to  Compiegne,  where  he  would  have  been  out  of  the  reach  of  tloi 
ferocious  and  blood-thirsty  multitude.  The  Assembly,  by  a  great  majority  of  votes,  sustained 
the  principles  of  his  letter,  but  the  King  declined  his  proffered  assistance  to  enable  him  ts 
withdraw  from  Paris;  and  of  those  upon  whom. he  called  to  march  with  him,  and  dmi  op 
the  hall  where  the  Jacobins  held  their  meetings,  not  more  than  thirteen  persons  presented 
themselves  at  the  appointed  time. 

He  returned  to  his  army,  and  became  thenceforth  the  special  object  of  Jacobin  resentmeDt 
and  revenge.  On  the  8th  of  August,  on  a  preliminary  measure  to  the  intended  inaurrcctioe 
of  the  lOtb,  the  question  was  taken,  after  several  days  of  debate,  upon  a  formal  motion  itjsi 
he  should  be  put  in  accusation  and  tried.  The  last  remnant  of  freedom  in  that  Assemcly 
was  then  seen  by  the  vote  upon  nominal  appeal,  or  yeas  and  nays,  in  which  four  hundred 
and  forty-six  votes  were  for  rejecting  the  charge,  and  only  two  hundred  and  twenlj-fooi 
for  sustaining  it.  Two  days  after,  the  Tuilleries  was  stormed  by  popular  insurrection.  TLe 
unfortunate  King  was  compelled  to  seek  refuge,  with  his  family,  in  the  Hall  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  and  escaped  from  being  torn  to  pieces  by  an  infuriated^  multitude,  only  to  paa 
from  his  palace  to  the  prison  in  his  way  to  the  scaffold. 

This  revolution,  thus  accomplished,  annihilated  the  Constitution,  the  Government,  sad 
the  cause  for  which  Lafayette  had  contended.  The  People  of  France,  by  their  acqaiescenee, 
a  great  portion  of  them  by  direct  approval,  confirmed  and  sanctioned  the  abolition  of  the 
Monarchy.  The  armies  and  their  commanders  took  the  same  victorious  side:  not  a  show 
of  resistance  was  made  to  the  revolutionary  torrent;  not  an  arm  was  lifted  to  restore  the 
fallen  Monarch  to  his  throne,  nor  even  to  rescue  or  protect  his  person  from  the  fury  of  bis 
inexorable  foes.  Lafayette  himself  would  have  marched  to  Paris  with  his  army,  for  the 
defence  of  the  Constitution,  but  in  this  disposition  he  was  not  seconded  by  his  troops.  After 
ascertaining  that  tlie  effort  would  be  vain,  and  after  arresting  at  Sedan  the  members  of  the 
Deputation  from  the  Legislative  .^embly,  sent,  after  their  4)wn  subjugation,  to  arrest  Inoi, 
fie  determined,  as  the  only  expedient  left  him  to  save  his  honor  and  his  principles,  to  with- 
•draw  both  from  the  army  and  the  country;  to  pass  into  a  neutral  territory,  and  thence  into 
these  United  States,  the  country  of  his  early  adoption  and  his  fond  partiality,  where  be 
VTM  sure  of  finding  a  safe  asylum,  and  of  meeting  a  cordial  welcome. 

But  his  destiny  had  reserved  him  for  other  and  sererer  trials.  We  have  seen  him  stn^> 
^ling  for  the  support  of  principles,  against  the  violence  of  raging  factions,  and  the  fickle- 
ness of  the  multitude;  we  are  now  to  behold  him  in  the  hands  of  the  hereditary  rulers  of 
mankind,  and  to  witness  the  nature  of  their  tender  mercies  to  him. 

It  was  in  the  neutral  territory  of  Li^ge  that  he,  together  with  his  companiotis,  Latour 
Maubourg,  Bureau  de  Puzy,  and  Alexandre  I^meth,  was  taken  by  Austrians,  and  irantfer- 
ted  to  Prussian  guards.    Under  the  curcumstances  of  the  case,  be  could  not,  by  the  principles 
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vf  tYie  lawi  of  Nations,  be  treated  even  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  He  was  treated  as  a  prisoner 
of  State.  Prisoners  of  State  in  the  Monarchies  of  Europe  arc  always  presumed  guilty, 
mnd  are  treated  as  if  entitled  as  little  to  mercy  as  to  justice.  Lafayette  was  immured  in  dun- 
Speons,  first  at  Wesel,  then  at  Magdeburg,  and,  finally,  at  Olmutz,  in  Moravia.  By  what 
rig'ht?  By  none  known  among  men.  By  what  authority?  7%ai  has  never  been  avowed. 
For  what  cause?  None  has  ever  been  assigned.  Taken  by  Austrian  soldiers  upon  a  neutral 
territory,  handed  over  to  Prussian  jailers;  and,  when  Frederick  William  of  Prussia  abandoned 
lii«  Austrian  ally,  and  made  his  separate  peace  with  republican  France,  he  re-transferred 
his  illustrious  prisoner  to  the  Austrians,  from  whom  he  had  received  him,  that  he  might  be 
deprived  of  the  blessing  of  regaining  his  liberty,  even  from  the  hands  of  Peace,  Five  years 
^ras  the  duration  of  this  imprisonment,  aggravated  by  every  indignity  that  could  make 
oppression  bitter.  That  it  was  intended  as  imprisonment  for  life,  was  not  only  freely 
mvowed,  but  significantly  made  known  to  him,  by  his  jailers;  and  while,  with  affected  pre- 
caution, the  means  of  terminating  his  sufferings  by  his  own  act  were  removed  from  him, 
the  barbarity  of  ill  usage,  of  unwholesome  food,  and  of  a  pestiferous  atmosphere,  was  appli- 
ed  with  inexorable  rigor,  as  if  to  abridge  the  days  which,  at  the  same  time,  were  rendered 
as  far  as  possible  insupportable  to  himself. 

M^either  the  generous  sympathies  of  the  gallant  soldier.  General  Fitzpatrick,  in  the  British 
House  of  Commons,  nor  the  personal  solicitation  of  Washington,  President  of  the  United 
States,  speaking  with  the  voice  of  a  grateful  Nation,  nor  the  persuasive  accents  of  domestic 
«nd  conjugal  affection,  imploring  the  Monarch  of  Austria  for  the  release  of  Lafayette,  could 
avail.  The  unsophisticated  feeling  of  generous  nature  in  the  hearts  of  men,  at  this  outrage 
upon  justice  and  humanity,  was  manifested  in  another  form.  Two  individuals,  private 
citizen^  one,  of  the  United  States  of  America,  Francis  Huger,  the  other,  a  native  of  the 
Electorate  of  Hanover,  Doctor  Erick  Bollman,  undertook,  at  the  imminent  hazard  of  their 
lives,  to  supply  means  for  his  escape  from  prison,  and  their  personal  aid  to  its  accomplish- 
ment. Their  design  was  formed  with  great  address,  pursued  with  untiring  perseverance, 
and  executed  with  undaunted  intrepidity.  It  was  frustrated  by  accidents  beyond  the  con- 
trol of  human  sagacity. 

To  his  persecutions,  however,  the  hand  of  a  wise  and  just  Providence  had,  in  its  own  time, 
and  in  its  own  way,  prepared  a  termination.  The  hands  of  the  Emperor  Francis,  tied  by 
mysterious  and  invisible  bands  against  the  indulgence  of  mercy  to  the  tears  of  a  more  than 
heroic  wife,  were  loosened  by  the  more  prevailing  eloquence,  or,  rather,  were  severed  by 
the  conquering  sword  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  acting  under  instructions  from  the  Executive 
Directory,  tlien  swaying  the  destinies  of  France. 

Lafiiyette  and  his  fellow-sufferers  were  still  under  the  sentence  of  proscription  issued  by 
the  faction  which  had  destroyed  the  Constitution  of  1791,  and  murdered  the  ill-fated  Louis 
and  his  Queen.  Btit  revolution  had  followed  upon  devolution  since  the  downfall  of  the 
Monarchy,  on  the  10th  of  August,  1792.  The  Federative  Republicans  of  the  Gironde  had 
been  butchered  by  the  Jacobin  liepublicans  of  the  Mountain.  The  Mountain  bsd  been 
subjugated  by  the  Municipality  of  Paris,  and  the  sections  of  Paris,  by  a  re-organization  of 
parties  in  the  National  Convention,  and  with  aid  from  the  armies.  Brissot  and  his  federal 
associates,  Danton  and  his  party,  Robespierre  and  his  subaltern  demons,  had  successively 
perished,  each  by  the  measure  applied  to  themselves  wliich  they  had  meted  out  to  others; 
and  as  no  experiment  of  political  empiricism  wasHo  be  omitted  in  the  medley  of  the  French 
Revolutions,  the  hereditary  Executive,  with  a  single  legislative  Assembly,  was  succeeded 
by  a  Constitution  with  a  Legislature  in  two  branches,  and  a  five-headed  Executive,  eligible, 
annually,  one-fifth,  by  their  concurrent  votes,  and  bearing  the  name  of  a  Directory.  This 
was  the  Government  at  whose  instance  Lafiiyette  was  finally  liberated  from  the  dungeon  of 
Olmutx. 
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But,  while  this  Directory  were  shaking  to  their  deepest  foundations  all  the  Uaomxt^^ 
of  Europe?  while  they  were  stripping  Austria,  the  most  potent  of  them  all,  piecemeal  ^ 
her  territoriesi  while  they  were  imposing  upon  her  the  most  humiliating  condition*  of  peace, 
and  bursting  open  her  dungeons  to  restore  their  illustrious  counlryroaa  to  the  light  of  atf 
and  the  blessing  of  personal  freedom,  they  were  themselves  exploding  by  internal  coeibiif- 
tion,  divided  into  two  factions,  each  conspiring  the  destruction  of  the  other.  La^yttu 
received  his  freedom  only  to  see  the  two  members  of  the  Directory,  who  bad  Uke«  xb« 
warmest  interest  in  effecting  his  liberation,  outlawed  and  proscribed  by  their  colleagues:  oce 
of  them,  Carnoti  a  fugitive  from  his  country,  lurking  in  banishment  to  escape  puraiit;  ar.a 
the  other,  Barthelemy,. deported,  with  fifty  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembljr,  without 
form  of  trial,  or  even  of  legal  process,  to  the  pestilential  climate  of  Guiana.  All  this  was 
done  with  the  approbation,  expressed  in  the  most  unqualified  terms,  of  Napoleoiv  aeJ 
with  co-operation  of  his  army.  Upon  being  informed  of  the  success  of  this  Pride's  purge, 
he  wrote  to  the  Directory  that  he  had  with  him  one  hundred  thousand  men,  upon  wtoa 
they  might  rely  to  cause  to  be  respected  all  the  measures  that  they  should  take  to  eslabLib 
liberty  upon  solid  foundations. 

Two  years  afterwards,  another  revolution,  directly  accomplished  by  Napoleon  hiroself, 
demolished  tlie  Directory,  the  Constitution  of  the  two  Councils,  and  the  solid  liberty,  to  the 
lupport  of  which  the  hundred  thousand  men  had  been  pledged,  and  introduced  another 
Constitution,  with  Bonaparte  himself  for  iU  Executive  Head,  as  the  first  of  three  CobsbK 
for  five  years. 

In  the  intetval  between  these  two  revolutions,  Lafayette  resided  for  about  two  years,  firrt 
in  the  Danish  Territory  of  Holsteiri,  and  afterwards  at  Utrecht,  in  the  Batavijui  Republic 
Neither  of  them  bad  been  effected  by  means  or  in  a  manner  which  could  possibly  meet 
his  approbation.  But  the  Consular  Government  commenc^  with  broad  proftasioos  of 
republican  principle^  on  the  faith  of  which  he  returned  to  France,  and  for  a  series  of  yeaw 
resided  in  privacy  and  retirement  upon  his  estate  of  La  Grange*  Here,  in  the  cultiTatioci  of 
his  farm,  and  the  enjoyment  of  domestic  felicity,  embittered  only  by  the  losa^  in  I W,  of 
that  angel  upon  earth,  the  partner  of  all  the  vicissitudes  of  his  life,  he  employed  his  time, 
and  witnessed  the  upward  flight  and  downward  fall  of  the  soldier  and  sport  of  foKune,  Na- 
poleon Bonaparte.  He  had  soon  perceived  the  JioUowness  of  the  Consular  profesRoos  of 
pure  republican  principles,  and  withheld  himself  from  all  participation  in  the  Gorerwaeat. 
In  1802,  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Department  of  Upper  Loire, 
and,  in  declining  the  appointment,  took  occasion  to  present  a  review  of  hia  preceding  life, 
and  a  pledge  of  his  perseverance  in  the  principles  which  he  had  previoualy  sustained. 
<'Far,"  said  he,  <*  from  the  scene  of  public  afiairs,  and  devoting  myself  at  last  to  the  repoK 
^'  of  private  life,  my  ardent  wishes  are,  that  external  peace  should  soon  prove  the  fruit  of 
**  those  miracles  of  glory  which  are  even  ilow  surpassing  the  prodigiea  of  the  precedii^ 
'*  campaigner  and  that  internal  peace  should  be  consolidated  upon  the  essential  and  iavari* 
**  able  foundations  of  true  liberty.  Happy  that  twenty-three  years  of  vicisntudes  in  ay 
**  fortune,  and  of  constancy  to  my  principles,  authorize  me  to  repeat,  that,  if  a  Nation,  to 
**  recover  its  rights,  needs  only  the  will,  they  can  only  be  preserved  by  inflexible  fidelity  to 
*<  its  obligations." 

When  the  First  Consulate  for  five  years  was  invented  as  one  of  the  steps  of  the  ladder  of 
Napoleon's  ambition,  he  suffered  Sieyes,  the  member  of  the«Directory  whom  he  had  used  aa 
an  instrument  for  casting  off  that  worse  than  worthless  institotion,  to  prepare  another  Con- 
stitution, of  which  he  took  as  much  as  suited  his  purpose,  and  conaigned  the  rest  to  oblivion. 
One  of  the  wheels  of  this  new  political  engine  was  a  conservative  Senate,  forming  the 
Peerage  to  sustain  the  Executive  Head.  This  body  it  was  the  Interest  and  the  policy  of 
Napoleon  to  conciliate,  and  he  filled  it  with  men  who,  through  all  the  previous  stages  of  the 
Revolution,  had  acquired  and  maintained  the  highest  respectability  of  character,    La&yette 
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was  urged  with  p^reat  esmestness,  by  Napc^eoii  himself*  to  take  a  seat  in  this  Senate;  bnt, 
after  several  conferences  with  the  First  Consul,  in  which  he  ascertained  the  extent  of  hia 
designs  he  peremptorily  declined.  His  answer  to  the  Minister  of  War  tempered  his  refusal 
vrith  a  generous  and  delicate  compliment,  alluding  at  the  same  time  to  the  position  which  the 
consistency  of  his  character  made  it  his  duty  to  occupy.  To  the  Firat  Consul  himself,  in 
terms  equally  candid  and  explicit,  he  said,  ''that,  from  the  direction  which  public  affaira 
*'  were  taking,  what  he  already  saw,  and  what  it  was  easy  to  foresee,  it  did  not  seem  suitable 
'*  to  hia  character  to  enter  into  an  order  of  things  contrary  to  lus  principles,  an^  in  which 
"he  would  have  to  contend  wilho\it  success,  as  without  public  utility,  aj^inst  a  Bian  te 
**  whom  he  was  indebted  for  great  obligations.'* 

Not  long  afterwards,  when  all  republican  principle  was  so  utterly  prostrated  that  he  waa 
summoned  to  vote  on  the  question  whether  the  citizen  Napoleon  Bonaparte  should  be  Consul 
for  life,  Lafayette  added  to  his  rote  the  following  comment:  "  I  cannot  vote  for  such  a 
Msg>iatnicy  until  the  public  liberty  shall  have  been  sufficiently  guarantied;  and  in  thilt  event 
I  vote  for  Napoleon  Bonaparte." 

He  wrote  at  the  same  time  to  the  First  Consul  a  letter  explanatory  of  hia  vote,  ^hich  no 
Republican  will  now  read  without  recognising  the  ima|fe  of  inordinate  and  triumphant  am- 
bition cowering  under  the  rebuke  of  disinterested  virtue. 

••The  18th  of  Brumaire  [said  this  letter]  saved  France;  and  1  felt  myself  recalled  by 
**  the  liberal  professions  to  which  you  had  attached  your  honor.  Since  then,  we  have,  seen 
•«  in  the  Consular  power  that  reparatory  dictatorship  which,  under  the  auspices  of  your 
«•  genius,  has  achieved  so  mcich;  yet  not  $o  much  aa  wilt  be  thereatoration  of  Uherty,  It  is  im- 
•'  possible  that  you,  General,  the  first  of  that  order  of  men  who,  to  compare  and  seat 
'*  themselves,  take  in  the  compass  of  all  ages,  thst  yof»  should  wish  such  a  revolution — so 
**  many  victories,  so  much  bloml,  so  many  calamities  and  prodigies,  should  have  for  the 
*«  world  and  for  you  no  other  result  than  an  arbitrary  Government.  The  French  People 
**  have  too  well  known  their  rights  ultimately'to  forget  them;  but  perhaps  they  are  now 
**  better  prepared,  than  in  the  time  of  their  effervescence,  to  recover  them  usefully;  and 
«•  you,  by  the  force  of  your  character,  and  of  the  public  confidence,  by  the  superiority  of 
••  your  talents,  of  your  position,  of  your  fortune,  may,  by  the  re-establishment  of  liberty^ 
**  surmount  every  danger,  and  relieve  every  anxiety.  I  have,  then,  no  other  than  patriotic 
.**  and  personal  motives  for  wishing  you  this  last  addition  to  your  glory— a  permanent  ma* 
**  Ipstracy;  but  it  is  due  to  the  principles,  the  engagements,  and  the  actions  of  my  whole 
•*  life,  to  wait,  before  giving  my  vote,  until  liberty  shall  have  been  settled  upon  foundationt 
•«  worthy  of  the  Nation  and  of  you.  •  I  hope.  General,  that  you  will  here  find,  as  heretofore, 
«<  that  with,  the  perseverance  of  my  political  opinions  are  united  aincere  good  wiahes  per. 
**  sonally  to  you,  and  a  profound  sentiment  of  my  obligations  to  you." 

The  writer  of  this  letter,  and  he  to  whom  it  was  addressed,  have,  each  in  his  appropri- 
ate sphere,  been  instruments  of  transcendent  power,  in  thef  hands  of  Providence,  to  shape 
the  ends  of  its  wisdom  in  the  wonderfiil  story  of  the  French  Revolution.  In  contemplating 
the  part  which  each  of  them  had  acted  upon  that  great  theatre  of  human  destiny,  before  the 
date  of  the  letter,  how  strange  was  at  that  moment  the  relative  position  of  the  two  indivi- 
duals to  each  other,  and  to  the  world!  Lafayette  was  the  founder  of  the  great  movement 
then  in  progress  for  the  establishment  of  freedom  in  France,  and  in  the  Kuropean  worldi 
but  his  agency  had  been  all  intellectual  and  moral.  He  had  asserted  and  proclaimed  the  prin* 
ciples.  He  had  never  violated,  never  betrayed  them.  Napoleon,  a  military  adventurer, 
had  vapored  in  proclamations,  and  had  the  froth  of  Jacobinism  upon  his  lips;  but  his  soul 
waa  at  the  point  of  his  sword.  The  Revolution  waa  to  Lafayette  the  cause  of  human  kind;  to 
Napoleon  it  was  a  mere  ladder  of  ambition. 

Yet,  at  the  time  when  this  letter  was  written,  Lafayette,  after  %  series  of  immense  «cri- 
ftces  and  unparalleled  sufferings,  waa  a  private  citizen,  called  to  account  to  the  world 
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for  declining  to  vote  for  pUcing  Napoleon  at  the  hea4  of  the  French  Nfttion,  with  arbttnrjr 
and  indefinite  power  for  life;  and  Napoleon,  amid  professions  of  unbounded  dcrotioii  & 
Uhertyj  was,  in  the  face  of  mankind,  ascending  the  steps  of  an  hereditary  imperial  and  mpl 
throne.  Such  was  their  relative  position  Men/  what  is  it  now?  Has  History  a  1e»an  fcr 
mankind  more  instructive  than  the  contrast  and  the  parallel  of  their  foKunea  and  tbeir 
fate?  Time  and  chance,  and  the  finger  of  Providence,  which,  in  every  deviation  frota  -^ 
path  of  justice,  reserves  or  opens  to  itself  an  avenue  of  rcturrt,  has  brought  each  of  tliesc 
mighty  men  to  a  close  of  life,  congenial  to  the  character  with  which  he  travelled  orer  its 
scenes.  The  Consul  for  life,  the  hereditary  Emperor  and  King,  expires  m  captive  on  t 
barren  rpck  in  the  wilderness  of  a  distant  Ocean— separated  from  his  imperial  wife— sepa- 
rated from  his  son,  who  survives  him  only  to  pine  away  his  existence,  and  die,  at  the  momect 
of  manhood,  in  the  condition  of  an  Austrian  Prince.  The  Apostle  of  Liberty  aurrivea,  aga^a 
to  come  forward,  the  ever-consistent  champion  of  her  cause,  and,  finally,  to  close  liia  career 
in  peace,  a  Republican,  without  reproach  in  death,  as  he  had  been  without  fear  throughout 
life. 

But  Napoleon  was  to  be  the  artificer  of  his  own  fortunes,  prosperous  and  adverae.  He 
was  rising  by  the  sword;  by  the  sword  he  was  destined  to  fall.  The  counsels  of  wbdoe 
and  of  virtue  fell  forceless  upon  his  ear,  or  sunk  into  his  heart  only  to- kindle  reaentnent  and 
hatred.  He  sought  no  further  personal  intercourse  with  Lafayette;  and  denied  comaion  j<0- 
tice  to  his  son,  who  had  entered  and  distinguished  himself  in  the  army  of  Italy,  and  froia 
whom  he  withheld  the  promotion  justly  due  to  his  services. 

The  career  of  glory,  of  fame,  and  of  power,  of  which  the  Consulate  for  life  was  but  the 
first  step,  was  of  ten  years'  continuance,  till  it  had  reached  its  zenith;  till  the  astonished  e>es 
of  mankind  beheld  the  charity  scholar  of  Brienne,  Emperor,  King,  and  Protector  of  the 
Confederation  of  the  Rhine,  banqueting  at  Dresden,  surrounded  by  a  circle  of  tribotarr 
crowned  heads;  among  whom  was  seen  that  very  Francis  of  Austria,  the  keeper,  in  hj 
Castle  of  Olmutz,  of  the  republioan  Lafayette.  And  upon  that  day  of  the  banqueting  at 
Dresden,  Uie  star  of  Napoleon  culminated  from  the  Equator.  Thenceforward  it  was  to  dc^ 
Bcend  with  motion  far  more  rapid  than  when  rising,  till  it  sank  in  endless  night.  Tbroufii 
that  long  period,  Lafayette  remained  in  retirement  at  La  Grange.  Silent  amidst  the  d«af 
cning  shouts  of  victory  from  Marengo,  and  Jena,  and  Austerlitz,  and  Fricdiand,  and  Wa- 
gram,  and  Borodino— silent  at  the  conflagration  of  Moscow;  at  the  passage  of  the  Bcresina; 
at  the  irretrievable  discomfiture  of  Leipzig;  at  the  capitulation  at  the  gates  of  Paris^  and  at 
the  first  restoration  of  the  Bourbons,  under  the  auspices  of  the  inveterate  enemies  of 
France — as  little  could  Lafayette  participate  in  the  measures  of  that  restoration,  as  in  the 
Msurpations  of  Napoleon.  Louis  the  Eighteenth  was  quartered  upon  the  French  Natiofl 
as  the  soldiers  of  the  victorious  armies  were  quartered  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Pam. 
Tct  Louis  the  Eighteenth,  who  held  his  Crown  as  the  %\h  of  the  conquerors  of  France,  the 
most  humiliating'  of  tlie  conditions  imposed  upon  the  vanquished  Nation,  affected  to  bold 
it  by  Divine  right,  and  to  grant,  as  a  special  favor,  a  Charter,  or  Constitution,  founded  oathe 
avowetl  principle  tliat  all  the  liberties  of  the  Nation  were  no  more  than  gratuitous  dooatkim 
of  the  King. 

These  pretensions,  with  a  corresponding  course  of  policy  pursued  by  the  reinstated  Go- 
vernment of  the  Bourbons,  and  the  disregard  of  the  national  feelings  and  interests  of  France, 
with  which  Europe  was  remodelled  at  the  Congress  of  Vienna,  opened  the  way  for  the  return 
of  Napoleon  from  Elba,  within  a  year  from  the  time  when  he  had  been  relegated  Uicre.  He 
landed  as  a  solitary  adventurer,  and  the  Nation  rallied  round  him  with  rapture.  He  came 
with  promises  to  the  Nation  of  freedom  as  well  as  of  independence.  The  Allies  of  Vienns 
proclaimed  against  him  a  war  of  extermination,  and  reinvaded  France  with  armies  exceedti^ 
in  numbers  a  million  of  men.  Lafayette  had  been  courted  by  Napoleon  upon  his  return.  He 
was  again  urged  to  take  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Peers,  but  peremptorily  declined*  from  aver 
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!>n  to  ita  hereditary  character.  He  had  refused  to  resnme  his  title  of  nobHity,  and  pro- 
tested against  the  Constitution  of  the  Empire,  and  the  additional  act  entailing  the  imperial 
hereditary  Crown  upon  the  family  of  Napoleon.  But  he  offered  himself  as  a  candidate  for 
^election  as  a  member  of  the  popular  Representative  Chamber  of  the  Legislature,  and  was 
vinmniinously  chosen  by  the  Electoral  College  of  his  Department  to  that  station. 

The  battle  of  Waterloo  was  the  last  desperate  struggle  of  Nfipoleon  to  recover  his  fallen 
fortunes^  and  its  issue  fixed  bis  destiny  forever.  He  escaped  almost  alone  from  the  field,  and 
returned  a  fugitive  to  Paris,  projecting  to  dissolve  by  armed  force  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly, and,  assuming  a  dictatorial  power,  to  levy  a  new  army,  and  try  the  desperate  chances 
of  another  battle.  This  purpose  was  defeated  by  the  energy  and  promptitude  of  Lafayette. 
At  his  instance  the  Assembly  adopted  three  resolutions,  one  of  which  declared  them  in  per- 
manent session,  and  denounced  any  attempt  to  dissolve  them  as  a  crime  of  high  treason. 

Af\er  a  feeble  and  fruitless  attempt  of  Napoleon,  through  his  brother  Lucien,  to  obtain 
Trotn  the  Assembly  itself  a  temporary  dictatorial  power,  he  abdicated  the  Imperial  Crown  in 
fiavor  of  his  infant  son;  but  his  abdication  could  not  relieve  France  from  the  deplorable 
condition  to  which  he  bad  reduced  her.  France,  from  the  day  of  the  battle  of  Waterloo, 
was  at  the  mercy  of  the  allied  Monarchs;  and,  as  the  last  act  of  their  revenge,  they  gave 
her  again  the  Bourbons.  France  was  constrained  to  receive  them.  It  was  at  the  point  of 
the  bayonet,  and  resistance  was  of  no  avail.  The  Legislative  Assembly  appointed  a  Pro- 
visional Council  of  Government,  and  Commissioners,  of  whom  Lafayette  was  one,  to  neg^ 
tiate  with  the  allied  armies  then  rapidly  advancing  upon  Paris. 

The  Allies  manifested  no  disposition  to  negotiate.  They  closed  the  doors  of  their  Hall 
upon  the  Representatives  of  the  People  of  France.  They  reseated  Louis  the  Eighteenth 
upon  his  throne.  Against  these  measures  Lafayette  and  the  members  of  tfie  Assembly  had 
no  means  of  resistance  left,  save  a  fearless  protest,  to  be  remembered  when  the  day  of  ttet- 
dom  should  return. 

From  the  time  of  this  second  restoration  until  his  death,  Lafiiyette,  who  had  declined  accept- 
ing* a  seat  in  the  hereditary  Chamber  of  Peers,  and  inflexibly  refused  to  reqpme  his  title  of 
nobility,  though  the  Charter  of  Louis  the  Eighteenth  had  restored  them  all,  was  almost 
constantly  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  the  popular  branch  of  the  Legislature. 
More  than  once,  however,  the  influence  of  the  Court  was  successful  in  defeating  his  election. 
At  one  of  these  intervals,  he  employed  the  leisure  afforded  him  in  revisiting  the  United  States. 
Forty  years  had  elapsed  since  he  had  visited  and  taken  leave  of  tl^m,  at  the  close  of  the 
Revolutionary  War.  The  greater  part  of  the  generation  for  and  with  whom  he  had  fought 
his  first  fields  had  passed  away.  Of  the  two  millions  of  souls  to  whose  rescue  from  oppres- 
flion  he  had  crossed  the  Ocean,  in  1777,  not  one  in  ten  survived.  But  their  places  were 
supplied  by  more  than  five  times  tlieir  numbers,  their  descendants  and  successors.  The  sen- 
timent of  gratitude  and.  affection  for  Lafayette,  far  from  declining  with  the  lapse  of  time, 
quickened  in  spirit  as  it  advanced  in  years,  and  seemed  to  multiply  with  the  ificreasing 
numbers  of  tho  People.  The  Nation  had  never  ceased. to  sympathize  with  his  fortunes,  and, 
in  every  vicissitude  of  his  life,  had  manifested  the  deepest  interest  in  his  welfare.  He  had 
occasionally  expressed  his  intention  to  visit  once  more  the  scene  of  his  early  achievements, 
and  the  country  which  had  requited  his  services  by  a  just  estimate  of  their  value.  In 
February,  1824,  a  solemn  Legislative  act,  unanimously  passed  by  both  Houses  of  Congress, 
and  approved  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  charged  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the 
Nation  with  the  duty  of  communicating  to  him  the  assurances  of  grateful  and  affectionate 
attachment  still  cherished  for  him  by  the  Governixent  and  People  of  the  United  States^  and 
of  tendering  to  him  a  national  ship,  with  suitable  accommodation,  for  bis  conveyance  to  this 
country. 

Ten  years  have  passed  away  since  the  occurrence  of  that  event.     Since  then,  the  increase 
of  population  within  the  borders  of  our  Union  exceeds,  in  numbers,  the  whole  mass  of  that 
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infant  community  to  whose  libeKies  he  had  devoted,  in  earlj  yoolb,  bis  life  and  fortoift. 
HU  companionB  and  fcllow-ioldiers  of  the  war  of  Independence,  of  whom  *  le&nty  reowa^ 
still  existed  to  join  in  the  universal  shout  of  welcome  with  which  he  landed  upon  our  mbsna, 
have  been  since,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  nature,  dropping  away:  pass  but  a  few  short  ycin 
more,  and  not  an  individual  of  that  {generation  with  which  he  toiled  and  bled  in  the  came  of 
human  kind,  upon  his  first  appearance  on  the  field  of  human  action,  will  be  left.  The 
gallant  officer,  and  distinguished  RepresenUlive  of  the  People,  at  whose  motion,  upon  Thb 
floor,  the  invitation  of  the  Nation  was  given^the  Chief  Magistrate  by  whom,  in  compiaace 
.  with  the  will  of  the  Legislature,  it  was  tendered— the  surviving  Presidents  of  the  Unitei 
States,  and  their  venerable  compeer  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepcndenee,  who 
received  him  to  the  arms  of  private  friendship,  while  mingling  their  voices  in  the  chorus  sf 
public  exultation  and  joy,  are  no  longer  here  to  shed  the  tear  of  sorrow  upon  his  depar- 
ture from  this  earthly  scene.  They  all  preceded  him  in  the  translation  to  another,  and,  we 
trust,  a  liappier  world.  The  active,  energetic  manhood  of  tlie  Nation,  of  whose  infancy  be 
had  been  the  protector  and  benefactor,  and  who,  by  the  protracted  festivities  of  more  thai 
a  year  of  jubilee,  manifested  to  him  their  sense  of  the  obligations  for  which  they  were 
indebted  to  him,  are  already  descending  into  the  vale  of  years.  The  children  of  the  pobU 
schools,  who  thronged  in  double  files  to  pass  m  review  before  him  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  bii 
countenance,  and  a  smile  from  his  eye,  are  now  among  .the  men  and  women  of  the  laad, 
rearing  another  generation,  to  envy  their  parents  the  joy,  which  they  can  never  diare,  of 
having  seen  and  contributed  to  the  glorious  and  triumphant  reception  of  LAfayette. 

Upon  his  return  to  France,  Lafayette  was  received  with  a  welcome  by  his  coiintiyiDea 
scarcely  less  enthusiastic  than  that  with  which  he  had  been  greeted  in  this  country.  Froa 
bis  landing  at  Havre  till  his  arrival  at  his  residence  at  La  Grange,  it  was  again  one  triumpfasi 
march,  rendered  but  the  more  striking  by  the  interruptions  and  obstacles  of  an  envious  sad 
jealous  Government.  Threats  were  not  even  spared  of  arresting  him  as  a  criminal,  and  bold 
ing  him  responmble  for  the  spontaneous  and  irrepressible  feefmgs  manifested  by  the  People 
in  hia  favor.  Ht  was,  very  soon  after  his  return,  again  elected  a  member  of  the  Chanbcr 
of  Deputies,  and  thenceforward,  in  that  honorable  and  independent  station,  was  the  ssul 
of  tliat  steadfast  and  inflexible  party  which  never  ceased  to  defend,  and  was  ultimately. de» 
lined  to  vindicate  the  liberties  of  France. 

The  Government  of  the  Bourbons,  "from  the  time  of  their  restoration,  was  a  perpetual 
struggle  to  return  to.the  Saturnian  times  of  absolute  power.  For  them  the  Sun  and  Moon 
had  stood  still,  not,  as  in  the  miracle  of  ancient  story,  for  about  a  whole  day,  but  for  mote 
than  a  whole  century.  Reseated  upon  their  thrones;  not,  as  the  Stuarts  had  been  in  the 
seventeenth  century,  by  the  voluntary  act  of  the  same  People  which  had  expelled  them,  but 
by  the  arms  of  foreign  Kings  and  hostile  armies,  instead  of  aiming,  by  the  liherartty  of  their 
Government,  and  by  improving  the  condition  of  their  People,  to  make  them  forget  the  ho* 
miliation  of  the  yoke  imposed  upon  them,  they  labored  with  unyielding  tenacity  to  make  it 
more  galling.  They  disarmed  the  National  Guards;  they  cramped  and  crippled  the  right  of 
sufirage  in  elections;  they  perverted  and  travestied  the  institution  of  juries;  they  fettered 
the  freedom  of  the  Press,  and  in  their  external  policy  lent  themselves,  willing  instrttments, 
to  crush  the  liberties  of  iSpain  and  Italy.  The  spirit  of  the  Nation  was  curbed,  but  not 
subdued.  The  principles  of  freedom  proclumed  in  the  Declaration  of  Rights  of  1789  hsi 
taken  too  deep  root  to  be  extirpated.  Charles  the  Tenth,  by  a  gradual  introduction  into 
his  councils  of  the  most  inveterate  adherents  to  the  anti-revolutionary  Government,  was  pre- 
paring  the  way  for  the' annihilation  of  the  Charter  and  of  the  Legislative  Representation  of 
the  People.  In  proportion  as  this  plan  approached  to  Its  maturity,  the  resistance  of  the 
Nation  to  its  accomplishment  acquired  consistency  and  organization.  The  time  had  been, 
when,  by  the  restrictions  upon  the  right  of  suffrage,  and  the  control  of  the  Press,  and  even 
of  the  freedom  of  debate  in  the  Legislature,  the  Opposition  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  had 
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dwindled  down  to  not  more  than  thirty  members. .  Bnt,  under  a  rapid  tuocewlon  of  incompe* 
tent  and  unpopular  Administrations,  the  majority  of  the  House  of  Deputies  had  passed  from 
the  side  of  the  Court  to  that  of  the  People.  In  August,  1829,  the  Kihg,  confiding  in  his 
imaginary  strength,  reorganized  his  Ministry  by  the  appointment  of  men  whose  reputation 
was  itself-  a  pledge  of  the  violent  and  desperate  designs  in  contemplation.  At  the  first  meet- 
tng  of  the  I«egislative  Assembly,  an  address  to  the  Kingi  signed  by  two  hundred  and  twenty^ 
one  out  of  four  hundred  members,  declared  to  him  in  respectful  terms,  that  a  concurrence 
of  aentimenta  between  his  Ministers  and  the  Nation  was  indispensable  to  the  happiness  of  the 
People  under  his  Government,  and  that  this  concurrence  did  not  exist.  He  replied,  that  bit 
determination  was  immovable,  and  dissolved  the  Assembly.  A  new  election  was  held  ;  and 
so  odious  througnout  the  Nation  were  the  measures  of  the  Court,  that,  of  the  iwo  hundred 
and  twenty*one  members  who  bad  signed  the  address  against  the  Ministers,  more  than  two 
hundred  were  re-elected.  The  Opposition  had  also  gained  an  accession  of  numbers  in  the 
remaining  part  of  the  Deputations^  and  it  was  apparent  tliat,  upon  the  meeting  of  the  Assem- 
bly, the  Court  party  could  not  be  sustained. 

At  this  cri«s,  Charles  the  Tenth,  as  if  resolved  to  leave  himself  not  the  shadow  of  a  pre- 
text to  complain  of  his  expulsion  from  the  throne,  in  defiance  of  the  Charter,  to  the  observ- 
ance of  which  he  had  solemnly  sworn,  issued,  at  one  and  the  same  time,  four  Ordinance»^ 
the  first  of  which  suspended  the  liberty  of  the  Press,  and  prohibited  tlie  publication  of  all  the 
.  daily  newspapers  and  other  periodical  journals,  but  by  license,  revocable  at  pleasure,  and 
renewable  every  three  months;  the  second  annulled  the  election  of  Deputies,  which  had 
just  taken  place;  the  third  changed  the  mode  of  election  prescribed  by  law,  and  reduced 
nearly  by  one-half  the  numbers  of  the  House  of  Deputies  to  be  elected;  and  the  fourth 
commanded  the  new  elections  to  be  held,  and  fixed  a  day  for  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly 
to  be  so  constituted. 

These  Ordinances  were  the  immediate  occasion  of  the  last  Revolation  of  tlie  three  days, 
terminating  in  the  final  expulsion  of  Charles  the  Tenth  from  the  throne,  and  of  himself  and 
his  family  from  the  Territory  of  France.  This  was  effected  by  an  insurrection  of  tlie  People 
of  Paris,  which  burst  forth,  by  spontaneous  and  unpremeditated  movement,  on  the  very  day 
of  the  promulgation  of  the  four  Ordinances.  The  first  of  these,  the  suppression  of  all  the 
daily  newspapers,  seemed  as  if  studiously  devised  to  provoke  instantaneous  resistance,  and 
the  conflict  of  physical  force.  Had  Chacles  the  Tenth  issued  a  decree  to  shut  up  aU  the 
bakehouses  of  Paris,  it  could  not  have  been  more  fatal  to  his  authority.  The  conductors  of 
the  proscribed  journals,  by.  mutual  engagement  among  themselves,  determined  to  consider 
the  Ordinance  as  unlawfiil,  null,  and  void;  and  this  was  to  all  classes  of  the  People  the 
signal  of  resistance.  The  publishers  of  two  of  the  journals,  summoned  immediately  before 
the  Judicial  Tribunal,  were  justified  in  their  resistance  by  the  sentence  of  the  court,  pro- 
nouncing the  Ordinance  null  and  void.  A  Marshal  of  France  receives  the  commands  of  the 
King  to  disperse,  by  force  of  arms,  the  population  of  Paris;  but  the  spontaneous  resurrec- 
tion of  the  National  Guard  organises  at  once  an  army  to  defend  the  liberties  of  thr  Nation. 
Lafayette  is  again  called  from  his  retseat  at  La  Grange,  and,  by  tlie  unanimous  voice  of  the 
People,  confirmed  by  such  Deputies  of  the  Legisktjve  Assembly  as  were  able  to  meet  for 
common  consulution  at  ttat  trying  emergency,  is  again  pkced  at  the  head  of  the  National 
Guard  as  tlieir  Commander-in-chief.  He  assumed  the  command  on  the  second  day  of  the 
conflict,  and  on  the  third  Charles  the  Tenth  had  ceased  to  reign.  He  formally  abdicated  the 
Crown,  and  hia  son,  the  Duke  d' Angouldme,  renounced  his  pretensions  to  the  succession. 
But,  humble  imiUtors  of  Napoleon,  even  in  submitting  to  their  own  degradation,  they  clung 
to  the  last  gasp  of  herediury  sway,  by  transmitting  all  their  cUim  of  dominion  to  the  orphan 
child  of  the  Duke  de  Berri. 

At  an  early  sUge  of  the  Bevdution  of  1789,  Lafayette  had  dechu^  it  as  a  pr'mciple  that 
insurrection  against  ty  ranU  was  the  most  sacred  of  duties.    He  had  borrowed  this  seDtimenft, 
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perhaps,  from  the  motto  of  Jefferson— "Rebellion  to  tjrante  is  obedience  to  God.'*  The 
principle  itself  is  as  sound  as  iu  enunciation  is  daring.  Like  all  general  inaxiins,  it  ia  wuxtp- 
tible  of  very  dangerous  abuses:  the  test  of  its  truth  is  exclusively  in  the  correctnesa  of  it* 
application.  As  forming  a  part  of  the  political  creed  of  Lafayette,  it  has  been  acverely  cri- 
ticised; nor  can  it  be  denied  that,  in  the  experience  of  the  French  Revolutions^  the  cases 
in  which  popular  insurrection  has  been  resorted  to,  for  the  extinction  of  exiatin^  autbontr, 
have  been  so  frequent,  so  unjustifiable  in  their  causes,  so  atrocious  in  their  execatjon,  » 
destructive  to  liberty  in  their  consequences,  that  the  friends  of  Freedom,  who  know  that  sbe 
can  exist  only  under  the  supremacy  of  the  law,  have  sometimes  felt  themselves  constraiiMd  to 
shrink  from  the  development  of  abstract  truth,  in  the  dread  of  the  danger  with  which  skc 
is  surrounded. 

In  the  Revolution  of.  the  three  days  of  1830,  it  was  the  steady,  calm,  but  inflexible 
adherence  of  Lafayette  to  this  maxim  which  decided  the  fate  of  the  Bourbons.     After  tl*e 
struggles  of  the  People  had  commenced,  and  even  while  liberty  and  power  were  grappling 
with  each  other  for  life  or  death,  the  Deputies  elect  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  then  at 
Paris,  held  several  meetings  at  the  house  of  their  colleague,  Lafitte,  and  elsewhere,  at 
which  the  question  of  resistance  against  the  Ordinances  was  warmly  debated,  and  aversioa 
to  that  resisUnce  by  force  was  the  sentiment  predominant  in  the  minds  of  a  majority  of  tbe 
members.     The  hearts  of  some  of  the  most  ardent  patriots  quailed  wiUhin  them  at  the 
thought  of  another  overthrow  of  the  Monarchy.     All  the  horrible  recollections  of  the  reign 
of  terror,  the  massacre  of  the  prisons  in  September,  the  butcheries  of  the  guillotine  fi^n 
year  to  year,  the  headless  trunks  of  Brissot,  and  Danton,  and  Robespierre,  and  last,  not 
least,  the  irOn  crown  and  sceptre  of  Napoleon  himself,  rose  in  hideous  succetfioa  before 
them,  and  haunted  their  imaginations.     They  detested  the  Ordinances,  4>ut  hoped  that,  by 
negotiation  and  remonstrance  with  the  recreant  King,  it  might  yet  be  possible  to  obtain  tbe 
revocation  of  them,  and  the  substitution  of  a  more  liberal  Ministr}'.     This  deliberation  «m 
not  concluded  till  Lafayette  appeared  among  them.     From  that  moment  the  die  was  cast. 
They  had  till  then  no  military  leader.     Louis  Philippe,  of  Orleans,  had  not  then  been  seea 
among  them. 

In  all  the  changes  of  Government  in  France,  from  the  first  Assembly  of  Notables,  to  thst 
day,  there  never  had  been  an  act  of  authority  presenting  a  case  for  the  fisir  and  just  applica- 
tion of  the  £ffi/y  of  resistance  against  oppression,  so  clear,  so  unquestion^le,  so  flagrant 
aathis.  The  violations  of  the  Charter  were  so  gross  and  palpable,  that  the  moat  determiiied 
Royalist  could  not  deny  them.  The  mask  had  been  laid  aside.  The  sword  of  despotisa 
had  been  drawn,  and  the  scabbard  cast  away.  A  King,  openly  forsworn,  bad  forfeited 
every  claim  to  allegiance;  and  the  only  resource  of  the  Nation  against  him  was  reaistance  by 
force.  This  was  the  opinion  of  Lafayette,  and  he  declared  himself  ready  to  take  the  com- 
mand of  the  National  Guard,  should  the  wish  of  the  People,  already  decbu^  thus  to  place 
him  at  the  head  of  this  spontaneous  movement,  be  confirmed  by  his  colleagues  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly.  The  appointment  was  accordingly  conferred  upon  him,  and  the  secssd 
day  afterwards  Charles  the  Tenth  and  his  family  were  fugitives  to  a  foreign  land. 

France  was  without  a  Government.  She  might  then  have  constituted  herself  a  Repubfic, 
and  such  was,  undoubtedly,  the  aspiration  of  a  very  large  portion  of  her  population.  But 
with  another,  and  yet  larger  portion  of  her  People,  the  name  of  Republic  was  identified 
with  the  memory  of  Robespierre.  It  was  held  in  execration;  there  was  imminent  danger. 
If  not  absolute  certainty,  that  the  attempt  to  organise  a  Republic  would  have  been  the  signal 
for  a  new  civil  war.  The  name  of  a  Republic,  too,  was  hateful  to  all  the  neighbors  of  France; 
to  the  Confederacy  of  Bmperors  and  Kings,  which  had  twice  replaced  the  Bourbons  upon 
the  throne,  and  who  might  be  propitiated  under  the  disappointment  and  mortificatioa  of  the 
result,  by  the  retention  of  the  name  of  King,  and  the  substitution  of  the  sembUnce  of  a  Bour- 
bon for  the  reality. 
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The  People  of  France,  like  the  Cardinal  de  Retz,  more  than  two  centuries  htfore^wanttd 
a  descendint  from  Henry  the  Fourth,  who  could  apeak  the  language  of  the  Parisian  popu- 
lace, and  who  had  known  what  it  was  to  be  a  Plebeian.  They  found  him  in  the  person  of 
Louis  Philippe,  of  Orleans.  Lafayetle  himself  was  compelled  to  compromise  with  his  prin- 
ciples, purely  and  simply  republican,  and  to  accept  him,  first  as  Lieutenant  General  of  the 
Kin^om,  and  then  as  hereditary  King.  There  was,  perhaps,  in  this  determination,  besides 
the  motives  which  operated  upon  others,  a  consideration  of  disinterested  delicacy,  which 
could  be  apphcable  only  to  himself.  If  the  Republic  should  be  proclaimed,  he  knew  that 
the  Chiitf  Magistracy  could  be  delegated  only  to  himself.  It  must  have  been  a  Chief  Magis- 
tracy for  life,  which,  at  his  age,  could  only  have  been  for  a  short  term  of  years.  Indepen- 
dent of  the  extreme  dangers  and  difficulties  to  himself,  to  his  family,  and  to  his  country,  ia 
which  the  position  which  he  would  have  occupied  might  have  involved  them,  the  inquiry 
could  not  escape  his  forecast,  who,  upon  his  demise,  could  be  his  successor?  and  what 
must  be  the  position  occupied  by  him?  If,  at  that  moment,  he  had  but  spoken  the  word» 
he  might  have  closed  his  career  with  a  Crown  upon  his  bead,  and  with  a  withering  blast 
upon  his  name  to  the  end  of  time. 

With  the  Duke  of  Orleans  himself,  he  used  no  concealment  or  disguise..  When  the  Crown 
was  offered  to  that  Prince,  and  he  looked  to  Lafayette  for  consultation,  *<you  know  (said  he) 
that  I  ti{n  of  (he  Ametican  tekool,  and  partial  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  So,  it 
seems,  was  Louis  Philippe.  "1  think  with  you,"  said  he.  *< It  is  impossible  to  pass  two 
years  in  the  United  States,  without  being  convinced  that  their  Government. is  the  best  in 
the  world.  Rut  do  you  think  it  suited  to  our  present  circumstances  and  condition?"  No» 
replietl  Lafayette.  They  require  a  Monarchy  surrounded  by  popular  institutions.  So 
thought,  also,  Louis  Philippe;  and  he  accepted  the  Crown  under  the  conditions  upon  which 
it  was  tendered  to  liim. 

Lafayette  retiiined  the  command  of  the  National  Guard  so  long  as  it  was  essential  to  the 
settlement  of  the  new  order  of  things,  on  the  basis  of  order  and  of  freedom;  so  long  as  it 
was  essential  to  control  the  stormy  and  excited  passions  of  the  Parisian  People;  so  long  as 
was  necessary  to  save  the  Ministers  of  the  guilty  but  fallen  Monarch  from  the  rash  and  re- 
vengeful resentments  of  their  conquerors.  When  this  was  accomplished,  and  the  People 
had  been  preserved  from  the  calamity  of  shedding  in  peace  the  blood  of  war,  he  once  more 
resigned  his  command,  retired  in  privacy  to  La  Grange,  and  resumed  his  post  as  a  Deputy 
in  the  Legislative  Assembly,  which  he  continued  to  hold  till  the  close  of  life. 

His  station  there  was  still  at  the  head  of  the  phalanx,  supporters  of  liberal  principles 
and  of  constitutional  freedom.  In  Spain,  in  Portugal,  in  Italy,  and,  above  all,  in  Poland, 
the  cause  of  liberty  has  been  struggling  against  the  hand  of  power,  and,  to  the  last  hour  of 
his  life,  they  found  in  Lafayette  a  never-failing  friend  and  patron. 

In  his  last  illness,  the  standing  which  he  held  in  the  hearts  of  mankind  was  attested  by  the 
formal  resolution  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  sent  to  make  inquiries  concerning  his  condition^ 
and,  dying  as  he  did,  full  of  years  and  of  glory,  never,  in  the  history  of  mankind,  has  a  pri- 
vate individual  departed  more  universally  lamented  by  the  whole ^neration  of  men  whom  he 
has  lefl  behind. 

Such,  LigUialon  of  the  North  Smeriean  Confederate  Vhimh  was  the  life  of  Gilbbbt 
MoTiBB  DB  Lafatbttb,  sud  the  record  of  liis  life  ia  the  delineation  of  his  character.  Con- 
sider him  as  one  human  being  of  one  thousand  millions,  his  eotemporariea  on  the  surface  of 
the  terraqueous  globe.  Among  that  thousand  millions  seek  for  an  object  of  compariaon  with 
him;  assume  for  the  sUndard  of  comparison  all  the  virtues  which  exalt  the  character  of  man 
above  that  of  the  brute  creation;  take  the  ideal  man,  little  lower  than  the  angels;  mark  the 
qualities  of  the  mind  and  heart  which  entitle  him  to  this  station  of  pre-eminence  in  the  scale 
of  created  beings,  and  inquire  who  that  lived  in  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries  of 
the  Christian  era,  combined  in  himself  so  many  of  those  qualities,  so  little  alloyed  with  thoae 
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which  belong  to  that  earthly  vesture  of  decay  in  which  the  immortal  apirit  i«  eiiclosea,  m 
Lafayette. 

Pronounce  him  one  of  the  first  men  of  his  age,  and  you  have  yet  not  done  him  jusflce. 
Try  him  by  that  test  to  which  he  sought  in  vain  to  stimulate  tlie  vulgar  and  selfish  apirit  of 
Napoleon';  class  him  among  the  men  who,  to  compare  and  scat  themselves,  must  take  in  the 
compass  of  aiiages;  turn  back  your  eyes  upon  the  records  of  time?  summon  from  the  crea- 
tion of  the  world  to  this  day  the-mighty  dead  of  every  age  and  every  clime — and  wherr, 
among  the  race  of  merely  mortal  men,  shall  one  be  found,  who,  as  the  benefactor  of  hb  kind, 
shall  claim  to  take  precedence  of  Lafayette? 

There  have  doubtless  been,  in  all  ages,  men,  whose  discoveries  or  inventions,  in  the 
world  of  matter  or  of  mind,  have  opened  new  avenues  to  the  dominion  of  msn  orcr  the 
material  creation;  have  increased  his  means  or  his  faculties  of  enjoyment;  have  raised  him 
in  nearer  approximation  to  that  higher  and  happier  condition,  the  object  of  his  hopes  and 
Mpirations  in  his  present  state  of  existence. 

Lafayette  discovered  no  new  principle  of  politics  or  of  morals.  He  invented  nothing  m 
science.  He  disclosed  no  new  phenomenon  in  the  laws  of  •  nature.  Bom  and  educated  in 
the  highest  order  of  feudal  Nobility,  under  the  most  absolute  Monarchy  of  Europe,  in  pos- 
session of  an  afflueiSt  fortune,  and  master  of  himself  and  of  all  his  capabilities  at  the  monjent 
of  attaining  manhood,  the  principle  of  republican  justice  and  of  social  equality  took  posses- 
sion of  hts  heart  and  mind,  as  if  by  inspiration  from  above.  He  devoted  himself,  his  Fsfe, 
his  fortune,  his  hereditary  honor?,  his  lowering  ambition,  his  splendid  hopes^all  to  tSc 
cause  of  liberty.  He  came  to  another  hemisphere  to  defend  her.  He  became  one  of  the 
most  effective  champions  of  our  Independence;  but,  that  once  achieved,  he  returned  lo 
his  own  country,  and  thenceforward  took  no  part  in  the  controversies  which  have  divUird 
us.  In  the  events  of  our  Revolution,  and  in  the  forms  of  policy  which  we  have  adopted 
for  the  establishment  and  perpetuation  of  our  freedom,  Lafayette  found  the  most  perfect 
form  of  government.  He  wished  to  add  nothing  to  it.  He  would  gladly  have  {^afradfi 
iwihing  from  it.  Instead  of  the  imaginary-  Republic  of  Plato,  or  the  Utopia  of  Sir  Thonas 
More,  he  took  a  practical  existing  model,  in  actual  operation  here,  and  never  atteopted 
or  wished  more  than  to  apply  it  faithfully  to  his  own  country. 

It  was  not  given  to  Moses  to  enter  the  promised  land;  but  he  saw  it  from  the  iiimmit  of 
Pisgah.  It  was  not  given  to  Lafayette  to  witness  the  consummation  of  his  wishes  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Republic,  and  the  extinction  of  all  hereditary  rule  in  France.  Ilis  principles 
were  in  advance  of  the  age  and  hemisphere  in  which  he  lived.  A  Bourbon  still  reigns  oa 
the  throne  of  France,  and  it  is  not  for  us  to  scnittnize  the  title  by  which  he  reigns.  Tbe 
.  principles  of  elective  and  hereditary  power,  blended  in  reluctant  union  in  his  person,  like 
the  red  and  white  roses  of  York  and  Lancaster,  may  postpone  to  aftertimethe  last  confllkt 
to  which  they  muat  ultimately  come.  The  life  of  the  Patriarch  was  not  long  enough  for  tbe 
development  of  his  whole  political  system.     Its  final  accomplishment  is  in  the  womb  of  time. 

Tha  anticipation  of  this  event  is  the  more  certain,  from  the  consideration  that  all  the 
principles  for  which  Lafayette  contended  were  practical.  He  never  indulged  himseirin 
wild  and  fiinciful  speculations.  The  principle  of  hereditary  power  was,  in  his  opiniom  the 
bane  of  all  republican  liberty  in  Europe.  Unable  to  extinguish  it  in  the  Revolution  of  18S0, 
so  far  as  concerned  the  Chief  Magistracy  of  the  Nation,  Lafayette  liad  tlie  satisfiwtion  of 
seeing  it  abolished  with  reference  to  the  Peerage.  An  hereditary  Cro;irn,  stript'of  the  sup- 
port which  it  may  derive  from  an  hereditary  Peerage,  however  compafible  witb  Aaatic 
despotism,  is  an  anomaly  in  the  history  of  the  Christian  world,  and  in  the  theory  gf  free 
Oovemment.  There  is  no  argument  producible  against  the  existence  of  an  hereditary 
Peerage,  but  applies  with  aggravated  weight  against  the  transmission,  from  sire  to  son,  of  u 
hereditary  CroWn.  The  prejudices^nd  passions  of  the  People  of  France  rejected  the  pnn- 
ctpie  of  inherited  power,  in  every  station  of  public  trust,  excepting  the  first  and  highest  of 
them  all;  but  there  they  clung  to  it,  as  did  the  Israelites  of  old  lolhe  savor}' deities  of  Egypt. 
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Tbb  if  not  the  time  or  the  place  for  »  duquiaition  upon  the  comparative  merits,  aa  a  83rstem 
of  Government,  of  a  Republic,  and  a  Monarchy  surrounded  by  republican  institutions.  Upon 
this  subject  there  is  among  us  no  diversity  of  opinion;  and  if  it  should  take  the  People  of 
France  another  half  century  of  internal  and  external  war,  of  dazzling  and  delusive  glories, 
of  unparalleled  triumphs,  humiliating  reverses,  and  bitter  disappointments,  to  settle  it  to 
their  aatis&ction,  the  ultimate  result  can  only  bring  them  to  the  point  where  we  have  stood 
from  the  day  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence^to  the  point  where  Lafayette  would  have 
brought  them,  and  to  which  he  looked  as  a  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished. 

Then  too,  and  then  only,  will  be  the  time  when  the  character  of  Lafayette  will  be  appre- 
ciated at  its  true  value  throughout  the  civilized  world.  When  the  principle  of  hereditary 
dominion  shall  be  extinguished  in  all  the  institutions  of  France;  when  Government  shall  no 
longer  be  considered  as  property  transmissible  from  sire  to  son,  but  as  a  trust  committed  for  a 
limited  time,  and  then  to  return  to  the  People  whence  it  came;  as  a  burdensome  duty  to  be 
discharged,  and  not  as  a  reward  to  be  abused;  when  a  claim,  any  claim,  to  political  power  by 
inherUanee  shall,  in  the  estimation  of  the  whole  French  People,  be  held  as  if  now  is  by  the 
whole  People  of  the  North  American  Union— then  will  be  the  lime  for  contemplating  the 
character  of  Lafayette,  not  merely  in  the  events  of  his  life,  but  in  the  full  development  of  his 
intellectual  conceptions,  of  his  fervent  aspirations,  of  the  labors  and  perils  and  sacrifices  of 
his  long  and  eventful  career  upon  earth;  and  thenceforward,  till  the  hour  when  the  trump 
of  the  Archangel  shall  sound  to  announce  that  Time  shall  be  no  more,  the  name  of  Lafayette 
ahall  stand  enrolled  upon  the  annals  of  our  race,  high  on  the  list  of  the  pure  and  disinterest- 
ed benefactors  of  mankind.

Whereas  it  was  resolved,  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  that  Johst  Q^oiircT  Abaxs  be 
requested  to  deliver  an  Oration  on  the  Life  and  Character  of  General  Lavatbttb,  befetc 
the  two  Houses  of  Congress^  and,  in  pursuance  of  that  resolution,  and  sundry  other  resob 
tk>ns  wbichrfaave  been  subsequently  adopted,  Mr.  Adaxs,  on  Wednesday,  the  31it  day  c 
December,  1834,  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representative^  and  in  the  presence  of  b«* 
Houses  of  Congress,  and  also  in  the  presence  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  of  tie 
Heads  of  the  respective  Departments  of  the  National  Government,  and  of  a  most  oameioa 
aiMlMbly  of  citiaens,  did  deliver  an  Oration  replete  with  those  pure  and  patriotic  sentinei^ 
which  will  be  sacredly  cherished  by  every  true  and  enlightened  American:  The  Home  d 
Representatives,  fully  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Adavs  has  performed  tke  dutr 
assigwed  fain,  and  desirous  of  oommunicsting,  « through  the  medium  of  the  pMss,"  those 
ptlndptes  which  have  been  by  him  so  ably  &cusNd,  as  well  m  their  sentiments  of  i 
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for  the  difltinguished  chancter,  and  (heir  sentiments  of  gratitude  for  the  devoted  seryicefi  of 
L.APATBTTI,  which  have  been  by  him,  on  this  occasion,  so  faithfully  expressed^-have  come 
to  the  following  resolution  : 

IU$oh)ed^  That copies  of  the  Oration  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  House. 

The  CHAIR  remarked  that  it  was  necessary  to  fill  the  blank. 

Mr.  HUBBARD  said  the  Committee  left  it  to  the  House  to  fill  the  blank. 

Mr.  PEARCE,  of  Rhode  Island,  moved  to  fill  the  blank  with  ten  thousand. 

Mr.  PINCKNEY  moved  twenty  thousand. 

Mr.  BROWN  moved  fifty  thousand. 

Mr.  MILX.ER  moved  forty  thousand. 

The  question  being  taken  on  the  highest Viumber  named,  (fifty  thousand,)  it  was  decided 
in  the  affirmative  by  a  vote  of  eighty  to  sixty-one. 

Mr.  EVANS  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  it,  "under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  part  of  the  House." 

Which  motion  was  agreed  to.

Touching  the  dxUy  of  the  Speaker. 

1.  He  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which 
the  House  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding  day  ;  shsjl  immediate]? 
call  the  members  to  order ;  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  shali 
cause  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  ;  may  speak  to  poiDts  of  or- 
der in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  bis  seat  for  that  purpose: 
and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  hj 
any  two  members ;  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  tiua 
once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  House. 

S.  He  shall.rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

4.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit :  '^  As  many  as 
'are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  question  may  be)  say  Ay ;"  and  after  the  af- 
firmative voice  is  expressed,  "  As  many  as  are  of  the  contrary  opioion, 
say  No."  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  House 
shall  divide :  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from 
their  seats,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative.  If  the  Speaker  siill 
doubts,  or  a  count  be  required,  the  Speaker  shall  name  two  members, 
one  from  each  side,  to  tell  the  members  in  the  affirmative,  which  being 
reported,  he  shall  then  name  two  others,  one  from  each  side,  to  teU  those 
in  the  negative,  which  being  also  reported,  he  shall  rise,  and  state  the 
decision  to  the  House. 

5.  When  any  motion  or  proposition  is  made,  the  question,  ^'  Will  the 
House  now  consider  it  ?"  shall  not  be  put,  unless  it  is  demanded  by  some 
member,  or  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Speaker. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  the  Journal  before  it  is 
read.  He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  Hall.  He  shall  have  a 
right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such 
substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

7.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  othenrise 
specially  directed  by  the  House,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  appointed 
by  ballot ;  and  if,  upon  such  ballot,  the  number  required  shall  not  be 
elected  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  given,  the  House  shall  proceed  to  a 
second  ballot,  in  which  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  prevail ;  and,  in  case  a 
greater  number  than  is  required  to  compose  or  complete  a  committee 
shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes^  the  House  shall  proceed  to  a  fur- 
ther ballot  or  ballots. 

8.  In  all  other  cases  of  ballot  than  for  committees,  a  majority  of  the 
votes  given  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election ;  and  where  there  shall  not 
be  such  a  majority  on  the  first  ballot,  the  ballot  shall  be  repeated  until  a 
majority  be  obtained.

0.  In  all  cases  of  ballot  by  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall  vote :  in 
other  cases  he  shall  not  vote,  unless  the  House  be  equally  divided,  or 
unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal ; 
and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

10.  In  all  cases  where  other  than  nK^mbers  of  the  House  may  be  eli- 
gible to  an  office  by  the  election  of  the  House,  there  shall  be  a  previous 
nomination. 

1 1 .  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
.Speaker;  and  all  writs,  warrants,  and  subpoenas,  issued  by  order  of  the 

House,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  Clerk. 

12.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galleries 
or  lobby,  the  Speaker  (or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House)  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

13.  No  person,  Except  members  of  the  Senate,  their  Secretary,  Heads 
of  Departments,  Treasurer,  Comptroller,  Register,  Auditor,  Postmaster 
General,  President's  Secretary,  Chaplains  to  Congress,  Judges  of  the 
United  States,  Foreign  Ministers  and  their  Secretaries,  officers  who,  by 
name,  have  received,  or  shall  hereafter  receive,  the  thanks  of  Congress 
for  their  gallantry  and  good  conduct  displayed  in  the  service  of  their 
country,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Navy  Board,  Governor,  for  the  time 
being,  of  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  Union,  who  may  attend  at  the  seat 
of  the  General  Government  during  the  session  of  Congress,  and  who  may 
choose  to  avail  himself  of  such  privilege,  such  gentlemen  as  have  been 
heads  of  Departments,  or  members  of  either  branch  of  the  Legislature, 
and,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Speaker,  persons  who  belong  to  such  Legis- 
latures of  foreign  Governments  as  are  in  amity  with  the  United  States, 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

14.  Stenographers,  wishing  to  take  down  the  debates,  may  be  admitted 
by  the  Speaker,  who  shall  assign  such  places  to  them  on  the  floor  or 
elsewhere,  to  effect  their  object,  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  conve- 
nience of  the  House. 

Order  of  Business  of  the  Session. 

15.  After  six  days  from  the  commencement  of  a  second  or  subsequent 
session  of  any  Congress,  all  bills,  resolutions,  and  reports,  which  origi- 
nated in  the  House,  and  at  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  session 
remained  undetermined,  shall  be  resumed  and  acted  on  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  an  adjournment  had  not  taken  place. 

Order  of  Business  of  the  Day. 

16.  As  soon  as  the  Journal  is  read,  the  Speaker  shall  call  for  petitions 
from  the  members  of  each  State,  and  delegates  from  each  Territory,  be- 
ginning with  Maine ;  and  if,  on  any  day,  the  whole  of  the  States  and 
Territories  shall  not  be  called,  the  Speaker  shall  begin  on  the  next  day 
where  he  left  off  the  previous  day :  Provided,  that,  after  the  first  thirty 
days  of  the  session,  petitions  shall  not  be  received  except  on  the  first 
day  of  the  meeting  of  the  House  in  each  week. 

17.  The  petitions  having  been  presented  and  disposed  of,  reports,  first 
from  the  standing,  and  then  from  the  select  committees,  shall  be  called 
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for  and  disposed  of.     Resolutions  shall  then  be  called  for  in  the  mme 
order,  and  disposed  of  by  the  same  rules  which  apply  to  petitions :  Pro- 
vided, that  no  member  shall  offer  tnore  than  one  resolution,  or  one  series 
of  resolutions,  all  relating  to  the  same  subject,  until  all  the   States  and 
Territories  shall  have  been  called.     And  after  one  hour  shall  have  been 
devoted  to  reports  from  committees  and  resolutions,  it  shall  be  in  ordtr^ 
pending  the  consideration  or  discussion  thereof,  to  entertain  a  modoa 
that  the  House  do  now  proceed  to  dispose  of  the  business   on  the 
Speaker's  table,  and  to  the  orders  of  the  day ;  which  being  decided  is 
the  affirmative,  the  Speaker  shall  dispose  of  the  bills,  messages,  wad 
communications  on  his  table,  and  then. proceed  to  call  the  orders  of  die 
day. 

18.  The  business  specified  in  the  two  preening  rules  shall  be  doae 
at  no  other  part  of  the  day,  except  by  permission  of  the  House. 

Local  or  Private  Buaitfess, 

19.  Friday  and  Saturday,  in  every  week,  shall  be  set  apart  far  the  con- 
sideration of  private  bills  and  private  business,  in  preferenee  to  toy 
other,  unless  otherwise  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  House. 

Of  Decorum  and  Debate. 

20.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  respectfuUj  address 
himself  to  '^  Mr.  Speaker,"  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  on- 
der  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

21.  if  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rales  of 
the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  to  order*,  in 
which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain ;  and  the  House  shall,  if  appealed  tb,  decide 
on  the  case,  but  without  debate  :  if  there  be  no  appeal^  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  mem- 
ber called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ;  if  otherwise,  he 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  proceed  without  leave  of  the  House ;  and, 
if  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

22.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Speaker 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

23.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  questioB, 
without  leave  of  the  House,  nor  more  than  once  until  every  menber 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

24.  If  a  question  depending  be  lost  by  adjournment  of  the  House,  and 
revived  on  the  succeeding  day,  no  member  who  shall  have  spoken  twice 
on  the  preceding  day,  shall  be  permitted  again  to  speak  without  leave. 

25.  Whilst  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
House,  none  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  House ;  nor,  in  such  case,  or 
when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse;  nor,  whilst 
a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

26.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  particularly  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 
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27.  Upon  a  diTiston  and  count  of  the  House  on  any  question^  no  mem* 
ber  without  the  bar  shall  be  counted. 

28.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  the  question  is 
put,  shall  give  his  rote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  reasons,  shall 
excuse  him. 

2d.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
Speaker ;  or,  being  in  writing,  it  AM  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and  read 
aloud  by  the  Clerk  before  debated. 

SO.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any 
member  desire  it. 

31 .  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  with- 
drawn at  any  time  before  a  decirion  or  amendment. 

32.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a 
day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely ;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged : 
and  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed  on  the  same  day,  and 
at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
enacting  words  of  a  bill  shall  have  precedence  of  a  motion  to  amend, 
and,  if  carried,  shall  be  considered  equivalent  to  its  rejection. 

33.  When  a  resolution  shall  be  offered,  or  a  motion  made,  to  refer  any 
subject,  and  different  committees  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be 
taken  in  the  following  order  : 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  state  of  the  Union ;  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House;  a  standing  committee;  a  select  com- 
mittee. 

34.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order;  that,  and  the  motion 
to  lie  on  the  table,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

35.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  this  form:  '^  Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present;  and,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude 
all  amendment,  and  further  debate  of  the  main  question. 

36.  On  a  previous  questicHi  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

37.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be 
acted  upon  again  during  the  session. 

38.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  which  shall 
be  divided  if  it  comprehends  questions  so  distinct,  that,  one  being  taken 
away,  the  rest  may  stand  entire  for  the  decision  of  the  House :  a  motion 
to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible.  But  a  motion  to 
strike  out  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amendment,  nor  a  motion  to 
strike  out  and  insert. 

33.  Motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
House. 

40.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under 
consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

41.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made,  and  carried  in  the  affirmative 
or  negative,  tt  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move 
for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  day ;  and 
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BVLch  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions,  except  a  motion 
to  adjourn. 

42.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  same  is  objected 
to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

43.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  engaged  at  the 
last  preceding  adjournment  shall  have  the  preference  in  the  orders  of  the 
day;  and  no  motion  on  any  other  business  shall  be  received,  without 
special  leave  of  the  House,  until  the  former  is  disposed  of. 

44.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurreoee  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  necessary,  shall  be  read  to  the  House,  and  laid  on  tke 
table,  on  a  day  preceding  that  in  which  the  same  shall  be  moved,  unless 
the  House  shall  otherwise  expressly  allow. 

45.  Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers,  addressed  to  the  House, 
shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or  by  a  member  in  his  place :  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  thereof  shall  verbally  be  made  by  the  intro- 
ducer, and  shall  not  be  debated  or  decided  on  the  day  of  their  being 
first  read,  unless  where  the  House  shall  direct  otherwise,  but  shall  lie 
on  the  table,  to  be  taken  up  in  the  order  they  were  read. 

46.  A  proposition  requesting  information  from  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  or  directing  it  to  be  furnished  by  the  head  of  either  of  the 
Executive  Departments,  or  by  the  Postmaster  General,  or  to  pi;^t  ao 
extra  number  of  any  document  or  other  matter,  excepting  messages  of 
the  President  to  both  Houses  at  the  commencement  of  each  session  of 
Congress,  and  the  reports  and  documents  connected  with  or  referred  to 
in  it,  shall  lie  on  the  table  one  day  for  consideration,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Housre ;  and  all  such  proposi- 
tions shall  be  taken  up  for  consideration  in  the  order  they  were  jve- 
sented,  immediately  after  reports  are  called  for  from  select  commiCtees ; 
and  when  adopted,  the  Clerk  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered. 

47.  Any  fifteen  members  (including  the  Speaker,  if  there  be  one) 
shall  be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

48.  Upon  calls  of  the  House,  or  in  taking  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any 
question,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  alphabeticaUy. 

49.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any  committee 
at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a  member  *of  two  other 
committees. 

50.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Hoose, 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

51.  Upon  the  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be 
called  over  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted ;  after  which,  the 
names  of  the  absentees  shall  again  be  called  over,  the  doors  shall  then 
be  shut,  and  those  for  whom  no  excuse,  or  insufficient  excuses  are  made, 
may,  by  order  of  those  present,  if  fifteen  in  number,  be  taken  into  cus- 
tody as  they  appear,  or  may  be  sent  for  and  taken  into  custody,  wherever 
to  be  found,  by  special  messengers  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

52.  When  a  member  shall  be  discharged  from  custody,  and  admitted 
to  his  seat,  the  House  shall  determine  whether  such  discharge  shall  be 
with  or  without  paying  fees ;  and,  in  like  manner,  whether  a  delinquent 
member,  taken  into  custody  by  a  special  messenger,  shall,  op  shall  not, 
be  liable  to  defray  the  expense  of  such  special  messenger. 
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53.  A  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be  appointed,  to  hold  his  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  the  House 
during  its  sitting ;  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  House  from  time  to 
time,  together  with  all  such  process,  issued  by  authority  thereof,  as  shall 
be  directed  to  him  by  the  Speaker. 

64.  The  fees  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be,  for  every  arrest,  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  ;  for  each  day's  custody  and  releasement,  one  dollar;

returning,  one-tenth  of  a  dollar  per  mile. 

55.  Twenty-one  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  session,  viz.

A  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs, 

A  Committee  on  Military  Affairs, 

A  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs, 

A  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs, 

A  Committee  on  the  Territories, 

A  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions, 

A  Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions, 

A  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals,

56.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Elections  to  examine  and 
report  upon  the  certificates  of  election,  or  other  credentials,  of  the  mem- 
bers returned  to  serve  in  this  House,  and  to  take  into  their  consideration 
all  such  petitions,  and  other  matters  touching  elections  and  returns,  as* 
shall  or  may  be  presented,  or  come  into  question,  and  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House. 

57.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  to  take 
into  consideration  all  such  reports  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  all 
such  propositions  relative  to  the  revenue,  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by 
the  House  ;  to  inquirie  into  the  state  of  the  public  debt  or  the  revenue, 
and  of  the  expenditure  ;  and  to  report,  from  time  to  time,  their  opinion 
thereon ;  to  examine  into  the  state  of  the  several  public  Departments, 
and  particularly  into  the  laws  making  appropriations  of  moneys ;  and  to 
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report  whether  the  moneys  have  been  disbursed  conformably  with  aach 
laws ;  and,  also,  to  report,  from  time  to  time,  such  provisions  and  arrange- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  add  to  the  economy  of  the  DepartmeaiSy 
and  the  accountability  of  their  officers. 

In  preparing  bills  of  appropriations  for  other  objects,  the  Committee 
of  W^ys  and  Means  shall  not  include  appropriations  for  carrying  inte 
effect  treaties  made  by  the  United  States  ;  and,  where  an  appropriatuNi 
bill  shall  be  referred  to  them  for  their  consideration,  which  contains 
appropriations  for  carrying  a  treaty  into  effect,  and  for  other  objects,  thej 
shall  propose  such  amendments  as  shall  prevent  appropriations  for  cmf- 
ing  a  treaty  into  effect  being  included  in  the  same  bill  with  appmpriatioai 
for  other  objects. 

58.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Claims  to  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  touching  claims  and 
demands  on  the  United  States,  as  shall  be  presented,  or  shall  or  may 
come  in  question,  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Honse ;  and  to  report 
their  opinion  thereupon,  together  with  such  propositions  for  relief  therein 
as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 

59.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce  to  take  iata 
consideration  all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  touching  the  com- 
merce of  the  United  States,  as  shall  be  presehted,  or  shall  or  may  come 
into  question,  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House ;  and  to  report,  from 
time  to  time,  their  opinion  thereon. 

60.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands  to  take 
into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  thinp  respecting  the 
lands  of  the  United  States,  as  shall  be  presented,  or  shall  or  may  come 
in  question,  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House ;  and  to  report  Aeir 
opinion  thereupon,  together  with  such  propositions  for  relief  therein  as  to 
them  shall  seem  expedient. 

61.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post 
Koads  to  take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things 
touching  th^  post  office  and  post  roads,  as  shall  be  presented,  or  may 
come  in  question,  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House ;  and  to  report 
their  opinion  thereupon,  together  with  such  propositions  relative  thereto 
as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 

62.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  for  the  District  of  Columbia 
to  take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions,  matters,  or  things,  toaching 
the  said  District,  as  shall  be  presented,  or  shall  come  in  question,  and  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  House;  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereoo, 
together  with  such  propositions  relative  thereto  as  to  ^em  ^all  seem 
expedient. 

^  63.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  to  take  into 
consideration  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  touching  judicial  pro- 
ceedings, as  shall  be  presented,  or  may  come  in  question,  and  be  referred 
to  them  by  the  House ;  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereupon,  together 
with  such  propositions  relatiye  thereto  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 
64.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Claims  to 
take  into  consideration  dl  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  touching 
claims  and  demands  originating  in  the  revolutionary  war,  or  arising  there* 
from,  as  shall  be  presented^  or  shall  or  may  come  in  question,  and  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  House ;  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereupon, 
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together  with  aueh  propositions  for  relief  therein  as  to  them  shall  seem 
expedient. 

65.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Expenditures  to 
examine  into  the  state  of  the  several  public  Departments,  and  particularly 
into  laws  making  appropriations  of  moneys,  and  to  report  whether  the 
moneys  have  been  disbursed  conformably  with  such  laws ;  and,  also,  to 
report,  from  time  to  time,  such  provisions  and  arrangements  as  may  be 
necessary  to  add  to  the  economy  of  the  Departments,  and  the  accounta- 
bility of  their  officers. 

66.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Private  Land  Claims  to 
take  into  consideration  all  claims  to  land  which  may  be  referred  to  them, 
or  shall  or  may  come  in  question ;  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereupon, 
together  with  such  propositions  for  relief  therein  as  to  them  shall  seem 
expedient. 

67.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  to  take 
into  consideration  all  subjects  relating  to  the  military  establishment  and 
public  defence,  which  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  re- 
port their  opinion  thereupon;  and,  also,  to  report,  from  time  to  time,sut^h 
measures  as^  may  contribute  to  economy  and  accountability  in  the  said 
establishment. 

68.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs  to  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  which  concern  the  naval  establishment,  and 
which  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  their  opin- 
ion thereupon ;  and,  also,  to  report,  from  time  to  time,  such  measures  as 
may  contribute  to  economy  and  accountability  in  the  said  establishment. 

69.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs  to  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  which  concern  the  relations  of  the  United 
States  with  foreign  nations,  and  which  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  their  opinion  on  the  same. 

70.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Territories  to  exam- 
ine into  their  legislative,  civil,  and  criminal  proceedings,  and  to  devise 
and  report  to  the  House  such  means  as,  in  their  opinion,  may  be  neces- 
sary to  secure  the  rights  and  privileges  of  residents  and  non-residents. 

.71.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions 
to  take  into  consideration  all  such  matters  respecting  pensions  for  servie^s 
in  the  revolutioikary  war,  other  than  invalid  pensions,  as  shall  be  referred 
to  them  by  the  House. 

73.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions  to  take 
into  eonaideration  all  such  matters  respecting  invalid  pensions,  as  shall 
be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

73.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals  to  tAe 
into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  relating  to  roads 
and  canals,  and  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  rivers,  as  shall  be 
presented,  or  may  come  in  question,  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House;  and  to  report  thereupon,  together  with  such  propositions  relative 
thereto  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 

74.  It^hall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Revtsal  and  Unfinished  Busi- 
ness to  examine  and  report  what  laws  have  expired,  or  are  near  expiring, 
and  require  to  be  revived  or  further  continued ;  also,  to  examine  and 
report,  from  the  Journal  of  the  last  session,  all  such  matters  as  were  tiien 
depending  and  undetermined. 


To  consist  of 
five  mem- 
bers each. 
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75.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Accounts  to  superintend 
and  control  the  expenditures  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, and  to  audit  and  settle  all  accounts  which  may  be  chaij^ed 
thereon ;  and,  also,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  members  for  their  tnreJ 
to  and  from  the  seat  of  Government,  and  their  attendance  in  the  Hoose. 

76.  Six  additional  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  coa- 
mencement  of  the  first  session  in  each  Congress,  whose  dutj  shall  eo&- 
tinue  until  the  first  session  of  the  ensuing  Congress. 

1.  A  committee  on  so  much  of  the  public  accounts  and 

expenditures  as  relate  to  the  Department  of  State ; 

2.  A  committee  on  so  much  of  the  public  accounts  and 

expenditures  as  relate  to  the  Treasury  Department ; 

5.  A  committee  on  so  much  of  the  public  accounts  and 

expenditures  as  relate  to  the  Department  of  War ; 
4.,  A  committee  on  so  much  of  the  public  accounts  and 

expenditures  as  relate  to  the  Department  of  the  Navy ; 
fi.  A  committee  on  so  much  of  the  public  accounts  and 

expenditures  as  relate  to  the  Post  Office ;  and 

6.  A  committee  on  so  much  of  the  public  accounts  and 

expenditures  as  relate  to  the  Public  Buildings. 

77.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  committees  to  examine  into  the 
state  of  the  accounts  and  expenditures  respectively  submitted  to  tbeai, 
and  to  inquire  and  report  particularly — 

Whether  the  expenditures  of  the  respective  Departments  are  justified 
by  law : 

Whether  the  claims  from  time  to  time  satisfied  and  discharprf  by  the 
respective  Depaitments  are  supported  by  sufficient  vouchers,  estabtishVn^ 
their  justness  both  as  to  their  character  and  amount : 

Whether  such  claims  have  been  discharged  out  of  funds  appropriated 
therefor ;  and  whether  all  moneys  have  been  disbursed  in  eonformity 
with  appropriation  laws :  and 

Whether  any,  and  what,  provisions  are  necessary  to  be  adopted,  to 
jHTOvide  more  perfectly  for  the  proper  application  of  the  public  moneys, 
and  to  secure  the  Government  from  demands  unjust  in  their  character, 
or  extravagant  in  their  amount. 

And  it  shall  be,  moreover,  the  duty  of  the  said  committees  to  report, 
from  time  to  time,  whether  any,  and  what,  retrenchment  can  be  maden 
the  expenditures  of  the  several  Departments,  without  detriment  to  the 
public  service ;  whether  any,  and  what,  abuses  at  any  time  exist  in  the 
failure  to  enforce  the  payment  of  moneys  which  may  be  due  to  the  United 
States  from  public  defaulters  or  others ;  and  to  report,  from  time  to  time, 
such  provisions  and  arrangements  as  may  be  necessary  to  add  to  the 
economy  of  the  several  Departments,  and  the  accountability  of  their 
officers. 

78.  The  several  standing  committees  of  the  House  shall  ba^e  leave  to 
report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

79.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House,  without 
special  leave. 


APPENDIX.  70S 

80.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  take  an  oath  for  the  true  and  faith- 
ful discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  the  be^t  of  his  knowledge  and 
abilities,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  in  office  until  another  be  ap- 
pointed. 

81.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  make,  and  cause  to  be  printed 
and  delivered  to  each  member,  at  the  commencement  of  every  session  of 
Congress,  a  list  of  the  reports  ivhich  it  is  the  duty  of  any  officer  or  De- 
partment of  the  Government  to  make  to  Congress ;  referring  to  the  act  or 
resolution,  and  page  of  the  volume  of  the  Laws  or  Journal  in  which  it 
may  be  contained ;  and  placing  under  the  name  of  each  officer  the  list 
of  reports  required  of  him  to  be  made,  and  the  time  when  the  report  may 
be  expected. 

82.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cl^rk  of  the  House,  at  the  end  of  each 
session,  to  send  a  printed  copy  of  the  Journals  thereof  to  the  Executive^ 
and  to  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  every  State. 

83.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  noted  by  the  Clerk,  with  the  deci- 
sion, and  put  together  at  the  end  of  the  Journal  of  every  session. 

84.  Whenever  confidential  communications  are  received  from  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  United  States,  the  House  shall  be  cleared  of  all  persons^ 
except  the  members.  Clerk,  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  Doorkeeper,  and  so 
continue  duting  the  reading  of  such  communications,  and  (unless  other- 
ivise  directed  by  the  House)  during  all  debates  and  proceedings  to  be 
had  thereon.  And  when  the  Speaker,  or  any  other  member,  shall  inform 
the  House  that  he  has  communications  to  make,  which  he  conceives 
ought  to  be  kept  secret,  the  House  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  cleared,  till 
the  communication  be  made ;  the  House  shall  then  determine  whether 
the  matter  communicated  requires  secrecy  or  not,  and  take  order  accord- 
ingly. 

85.  The  Sergeant-at- Arms  and  the  Doorkeeper  shall  be  sworn  to  keep 
the  secrets  of  the  House. 

86.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  on 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Of  BiUs.  . 

87.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave,  or  by  an  order 
of  the  House,  on  the  report  of  the  committee;  and,  in  either  case,  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  the  same  shall  be  appointed.  In  cases  of  a  general 
nature,  one  day's  notice  at  least  shall  be  given  of  the  motion  to  bring  in 
a  bill;  and  every  such  motion  may  be  committed. 

88.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the  House  pre- 
vious to  its  passage ;  and  bills  shall  be  despatched  in  order  as  they  were 
introduced,  unless  where  the  House  shall  direct  otherwise ;  but  no  bill 
shall  be  twice  read  on  the  same  day,  without  special  order  of  the  House* 

89.  The  first  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  for  information ;  and,  if  opposi- 
tion be  made  to  it,  the  question  shall  be,  '^  Shall  this  bill  be  rejected  ?" 
If  no  opposition  be  made,  or  if  the  question  to  reject  be  negatived,  the 
bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  a  question. 

90.  Upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill,  the  Speaker  shall  stat6  it  as 
ready  for  commitment  or  engrossment ;  and,  if  committed,  then  a  question 
ahall  be,  whether  to  a  select  or  standing  committee,  or  to  a  Committee 
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of  the  Whole  House :  if  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  House 
shall  determine  on  what  day.  But,  if  the  bill  be  ordered  to  be  engrossed, 
the  House  shall  appoint  the  day  when  it  shall  be  read  the  third  tune. 

91.  Not  more  than  three  bills,  originating  in  the  House,  shall  k  cob- 
mitted  to  the  same  Committee  of  the  Whole ;  and  such  bills  shall  beiaa/o- 
gous  in  their  nature,  which  analogy  shall  be  determined  by  the  Speiha-. 

92.  After  commitment  and  report  thereof  to  the  House,  or  at  any  tbt 
before  its  passage,  a  bill  may  be  recommitted. 

93.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engrossed  shall  be  executed  in  a  fair  roaiMi 
hand. 

94.  No  amendment  by  way  of  rtder  shall  be  received  to  any  bS  m 
its  third  reading. 

95.  When  a  bill  shall  pass,  it  shall  be  certified  by  the  Clerk,  aotiof 
the  day  of  its  passage. at  the  foot  thereof. 

Of  Committees  of  the  Whole  Houee. 

96.  It  shall  be  a  standing  order  of  the  day,  throughout  the  aeasim,  for 
the  House  to  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  sa  the 
state  of  the  Union. 

97.  In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker  ibU 
leave  his  chair,  and  a  chairman,  to  preside  in  committee,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Speaker. 

98.  Upon  bills  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  bfll 
shall  be  first  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  de- 
bated by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  last  considered ;  the  body  of 
the  bill  ^all  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  ootii^  ifce 
page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  on  a  sefmte  peper^ 
as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  repotted  to  the 
House.  After  report,  the  bill  shall  again  be. subject  to  be  debated  ani 
amended  by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  engross  it  be  taken. 

99.  All  amendments  made  to  an  original  motion  incommitiee  shall  be 
incorporated  with  the  motion,  and  so  reported. 

100.  All  amendments  made  to  a  report  committed  to  a  Committee  ot 
the  Whole  House  shall  be  noted  and  reported,  as  in  case  of  bills. 

101.  All  questions,  whether  in  committee  or  in  the  House,  shall  be 
furopouaded  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  moved,  except  that,  in  fiU- 
ing  up  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  sbdl  be  first  put. 

102.  1^0  motion  or  proposition  for  a  tax  or  charge  upon  the  people 
shall  be  discussed  the  day  in  which  it  is  made  or  o£Cered ;  and  eteiy 
such  proposition  shall  receive  its  first  discussion  in  a  Committee  o(  the 
Whole  House. 

108.  No  sum  or  quantum  of  tax  or  duty,  voted  by  a  Committee  of  die 

Whole  House,  shall  be  increased  in  the  House*  until  die  motion  or 

.proposition  for  such  increase  shall  be  first  discussed  and  voted  in  a 

Committee  of  the  Whole  House ;  and  so  in  respect  to  the  time  of  its 

eontinuance. 

104.  All  j/roceedings  touching  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  first 
discussed  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House. 

105.  The  rules  of  proceedings  in  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be  appUcaUe,  ex- 
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eept  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking ;  but  no  member  shall  speak 
tuv^ice  to  any  question,  until  eveiy  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  nave 
spoken. 

106.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  rescinded  or 
changed  without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  Aerefor. 
Nor  shall  any  rule  be  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present.  Nor  shall  the  order  of  business,  as  established 
by  the  rules  of  the  House,  be  postponed  or  changed,  except  by  «  vote  of 
at  least  two^thirds  of  the  members  present. 

107.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  to  report 
at  any  time. 

108.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  perform  divine  service  in  the 
chamber  occupied  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  unless  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Speaker. 

109.  The  rule  for  paying  witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  this 
House,  or  either  of  its  committees,  shall  be  as  follows:  for  each  day  a 
-witness  shail  attend,  the  sum  of  two  dollars ;  for  each  mile  he  shall  travel 
in  coming  to  or  goin^  from  the  place  of  examination,  the  sum  of  ten  cents 
each  way  ;  but  nothing  shall  be  paid  for  travelling  home  when  the  wit* 
ness  has  been  summoned  at  the  place  of  trial. 

110.  The  Clerk  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  close  of  each  session 
of  Congress,  cause  to  be  completed  the  printing,  and  primary  distribu* 
tion  to  members  and  delegates,  of  the  Journal  of  the  House,  together 
with  an  accurate  index  to  the  same. 


jrOINT  RULES  AND  ORl>ERS  OF  THE  TWO  HOUSES. 

1 .  In  every  case  of  an  amendment  of  a  bill  agreed  to  in  one  House, 
and  dissented  to  in  the  other,  if  either  House  shall  request  a  conference, 
and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  House  shall  also 
appoint  a  committee  to  confer,  such  committee  shall,  at  a  convenient 
hour,  to  be  agreed  on  by  their  chairman,  meet  in  the  conference  cham- 
ber, and  state  to  each  other  verbally  or  in  writing,  as  either  shall  chopse, 
the  reasons  of  their  respective  Houses-  for  and  against  the  amendment, 
and  confer  freely  thereon. 

2.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives, it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  by  the 
Doorkeeper,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair  by  the 
person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

3.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  a  message  shall  be 
sent  from  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate. 

4.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety  in 
each  House  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

5.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  Houses,  they- 
shall  be  on  paper,  and  Under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of 
each  House,  respectively. 

6.  After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled 
on  parchment  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  or  the  Se- 
cretary of  the  Senate,  as  the  bill  may  have  originated  in  the  one  or  the 
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other  House,  before  it  shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States. 

7.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joiot  eoni- 
mittee  of  two  from  the  Senate  and  two  from  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, appointed  as  a  standing  committee  for  that  purpose,  who  shall 
carefully  compare  the  enrolment  with  the  engrossed  bills,  as  passed  in 
the  two  Houses,  and,  correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  discovered  in 
the  enrolled  bills,  make  their  report  forthwith  to  the  respective  Houses- 

8.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  re- 
spective Houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatires, 
then  by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

9.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  thus  signed  in  each  House,  it  shall  be 
presented,  by  the  said  committee,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
for  his  approbation,  (it  being  first  endorsed  .on  the  back  of  the  roll,  cer- 
tifying in  which  House  the  same  originated ;  which  endorsement  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Secretary  ok  Clerk  [as  the  case  may  be]  of  the  House 
in  which  the  same  did  originate,)  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of 
each  House.  The  said  committee  shall  report  the  day  of  presenlstioB 
to  the  President,  which  time  shall  also  be  carefully  entered  on  the  JourosI 
of  each  House. 

10.  All  orders,  resolutions,  and  votes,  which  ai*e  to  be  presented' to 
the  President  of  the  United  States  for  his  approbation,  shall  also,  in  the 
same  manner,  be  previously  enrolled^  examined^  and  signed ;  and  shall 
be  presented  in  the  same  manner,  and  by  the  same  committee,  as  pro- 
vided in  cases  of  bills. 

11.  When  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall  judge  it 
proper  to  make  a  joint  address  to  the  President,  it  shall  be  presented  to 
nim  in  his  audience  chamber,  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Speaker  and  both  Houses. 

12.  When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House, 
is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  is  to  be  given  to  the  House  in 
which  the  same  may  have  passed. 

IS.  When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  has  been  passed  in  one  House, 
is  rejected  in  the  other,  it  is  not  brought  in  dnring  the  same  aession, 
without  a  notice  of  ten  days,  and  leave  of  two-thiras  of  that  House  io 
which  it  shall  be  renewed. 

14.  Each  House  transmits  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any  bill  or 
resolution  shall  be  founded. 

15.  After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a  bill 
or  resolution  is  lost. 

16.  No  bill  that  shall  have  passed  one  House  shall  be  sent  for  conear- 
renee  to  the  other  on  either  of  the  three  last  days  of  the  session. 

17.  No  bill  or  resolution  that  shall  have  pasted  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  the  Senate  Aall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  for  his  approbation  on  Uie  laat  d^y  of  the  session. 

18.  When  biUs  which  have  passed  one  House  are  ordered  to  be  print- 
ed in  the  other,  a  greater  number  of  copies  shall  not  be  printed  than  may 
be  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  House  making  the  order*
